per in the pan and tutch hoale , and in wet wacther-haue a tale foꝛ hys 
- Peece ſomewhat poztable , oꝛ eile ot neceſſine hee muſt keepe the ſame 
from wette vnder hys Arme-hoale oꝛ Callocke, oꝛ by ſome other mucn- 
tion free from domage of the weather, and hys match in hys pocket, on⸗ 
ly that except which he burnes: and that likewiſe ſo cloſe inthe hollow of 
hys hand, oꝛ ſome artificial pipe of Þeutcr hanging at his girdle , as 
the coale by wette oꝛ water goe not out. | 

It is mo2eouer requiſite, that a Souldier keepe his Cocke with oyle 
free in falling, and hys Perce bꝛight without ruſting , neither muſt hee 
want hys neceſſary toolcs , as a Scowꝛer, Tyꝛebale 4 wozne, hauing 
euery one a vice to turne into the ende of the ſcouring ſticke, lo that it 
thꝛough wet wether o2 any other Accident. hys pecte will not be d ſchar⸗ 
ged, the carcfull Souldier may with his Tyꝛeball pull out hys bullet, 
with the woꝛme, che aper and wet Pouder, and with hys S cowzer 
make hys Pcece cleane withm : His Stowꝛer muſt be ttunmed on tl e 
end with a Lynnen cloth of a ſufficient ſubſtance, therewith to make 
c. cane the cannon of hys cece within. The one end ol hys Skouring 
ſticke ought to haue a round end of bone of juſt bignes with the mouth 
of hys Peece, thercwuhall at hys pleaſure to r annne in Pouder r Na- 
per, oʒ in ſteed of paper, ſuch ſoft hapze as they ſtuffe Saddles withal the 
danger whereof is not lyke: but this the Souldier muſt vle when tune 
permits. During the tune of his ſeruice let him cuer haut diligft care to 
keepe hys eece cleane and night within, and once a foꝛtnight, oꝛ at 
the (eaſt once a monech take out the Bꝛeech and thzoughly view and waſh 
che Barrell within, to ſee whether it hath any flawes, bꝛackes, cham⸗ 
vers, frettinges, oz ruptures, which would endanger the bꝛeakyug 
cher cot, elpecially if betoze hand the end of hys bare Stowꝛer haue gu 
uen hym any cauſe to ſuſpect ſuch laultes, tothe intent he may change the 
lame toꝛ a new foꝛ feare of ſpoiling humſellfe. 

Ic that loues the lalety ot hys owne perſon, and delightes in the good: 
nes and beauty of a Pecce, let hym alwapes make choyſe of one that is 
double bzccched, and it it bee poſſible a Myllan Peece, foz they bee of a 
tough and perfecte temper, light, ſquare, bygge of Bzeech, and very 
Qrong where the Pouder doth lye, and where the vyolent fozce of the fire 
doth conſiſt, and notwichſtandyng thynne at the ende. 

Dur Engliſh Peeces appꝛoach very neere vnto them in goodnes and 

beautp 
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beauty (their heauines onely excepted) ſo that they bee made of purpoſe, 
and not one of theſe common ſale Pecces with round Barrels, where; 
vnto a beaten Douldicr will haue great reſpect, and choole rather to pay 
double money foza good Peece, then to (pare hys Purſe and endanger 
hymlelte. 

But to returne to my matter, let a Souldier haue hangyng euer at 
the ſtrynges of hys Tutch boxe, oz ſome other ready part of hys gar⸗ 
ment, a couple of pꝛopning pinnes at the leaſt, that if dy foxtune the 
tutch hole of hys peece be topped oz furred vp, hee maytherewith 
both make his pan cleane, and peeld a ready paſſage that the fire may 
haue her courſe, by incooꝛ ating both the tutch Pouder without, aud 
the came Pouder within together, But a ready Sould er will alwayes 
foꝛeſee that the toutch- hole be ſo wide, as the Nouder without in the Pan 
map haue free concourſe to that withm the eece, thereby to haſten moꝛe 
ſpeedy diſcharge, conſidering a Souldier can not haue leaſure and com⸗ 
modity to pꝛoine his Peece at al times, but mult of neceſſuy vſe a great 
d:rterity, 

But ſince J an fallen into the ſpeechof a quicke charge, and ninble 
— J will by the way declare the opmion of ccrtaine Nations 
erein. 

Experience of late dates hath taught vs, that thoſe Nations which 
follow the war res, inuent euerie way how they map endomage the ene: 
mie in all their enterpꝛiſes, but eſpecially in Skirmich, which fo2 the 
molt part conſiſtes in ſhot, and by ſuch as can with the eye of his minde 
make an allured leuell, and with a nimble diſcharge , both chooſe out 
and kill his ene mie. .. 

And theretoze thoſe Souldiers which in our time haue bene for 
the molt part leuied in the lowe Countries, eſpeciallie thoſc of 
eArtoyes and Henault, called by the generall name of CTallowncs, 
haue vſed to hange avout their neckes, vppoa a Baudzicke 02 bo2- 
der, q; at ther girdles certame PPppes which they call Charges, of 
Copper and Tpa made with couers, which they thinke in ſaurmich to be 
the molt readielt way. But the Spaniard dilpiſing that ozder , doth 
altogether vſe his flaſke. 

The French man, both charge and lake, But ſome of our Engliſh 
= ror pocket, which in rcipect of the danger of the ſpares ol then 

the vncer taine charge, the erpence and ſpoile of Nouder, the diſ- 
commodity of wette. IJ account moze apt foꝛ the ſhow of a truunph and 
wanton ſkirmiſh bete Lavpegand TOR then fit koz the field,

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ina day of ſeruice in the fate of the Enempe: and in like ſoꝛt the charge 
which eicher doth thed and looſe his JIouder whileſt a Souldicr doth tra- 
uerlc hys ground, oꝛ eile is ſo cloddered and rammed together, that he 
ſþail be feꝛted ſonictuncs to faple of halle his charge. Thecekoꝛe J cons 
dude with the Spauiard, that a good Flalie is that which is moſt 
war{ke and ready ui leruice without the curious helpe of ally ertraozdt- 
nary imucnt.on.

The Bullet of a Secu diers peece muſt bee of atult b:gnes with the 
mouth ol che la ne, ſo that lalung in imooth!y, it may dꝛytit downe , and 
cloſt bp the mouth ol the ouder. Some c urary to the lawes of the 
ſieiu vie Chaxne ſhot, audguarter ſhet. whici is good in che defence ot a 
bacach to keep a F ortreſie, o vpon i board: but being dapiy vſid,'t wil 
gauic a pcecc withm, a d put it m hazard to bꝛeake, ſpecially in along 
uur miſh when the Barrel is hot. 6 

Note chat afer ys pcete is very heat , let the Sou dyer ik he 
tan, geue ſomewhat a leſle charge fot ſearc of burſting his peecc, 
baleſſe hee haue good tryall thereok , Ji the noche of hys JIcece 
bee crooked, hee ought to place the ende ruſt befo2e aboue hys left 
Mappe: if long and ſtraight , as the Spanyardes vle them, then 
_ the point of his ryght ſhoulder, viing a llately vpzight pace in dil⸗ 
charge, 5 

It is not in vapne to aduertiſe him, that in ſkirnrſh ht muſt hold his 
Beete betwirt his Thombe and the ends of hys F yngers, which J ac⸗ 
count alure meane , betwyrt gryping of the Barrell, and laying the 
ſame onely vpon bys koꝛmoſt Fyrger and Thombe , to che one is ou:r 
daigcroug, and the other altogether vnſteedy. | 4 
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J fudge it Ipkewyſe moſt conuenyent fo2 hym, to take Hold of his 
Peece with hys lett hand in that part of the wood (wherein the Barrell 
pes) there as the JPeece is of moſt equall balance. Altheughe ſome ac: 
tuſtome themſelues to ho!d it iuſt vnder the Cocke, by reaſon whercot he 
ſhall bee enfoꝛced to change hys hand ik he charge out or a Flaſ*e, into 
the myddeſt ofthe Peece, to hing downe the mouth to hys F laſke, 
whichis a great del y and hynderance in Ryꝛmyſh. So to conciude, he 
that meanes to be accompted a foward and pertect nocd ſhot, by conti⸗ 
nuall erercple nuiſt bee ſo ready, that in all particular porn: es touchirg 
hys JIccce, jd ouder, Match, Bullets, aud the vie of them, that he nei⸗ 
ther be to ſecke, noꝛ grow amaled in the lurpous rage ol Bellinus fiery 
ſkyꝛmyſhes, her ſodayne ſurpziles, and bioody ſlaug hter o dangerous 
aſſauꝭtes of cruell battailes. 

The Mulket is to be vſed mall reſpectes lyke vnto the Hargabuſe, 
ſaue that in reipect hee carryes a double Bullet, ⁊ is much moꝛe weighs 
ty. He vſcth a ſtaffe bꝛcaſt high, m the one end a P yke to pytch in the 
ground, and inthe other an Jron koꝛke to reſt hys pcece vppon, and a 
hoale a lit e beneath the ſa re in the ſtate; whervnto he doth adde a ur ing, 
which tyed + wꝛagged about hys wꝛeſt, veelds hym commodity to trame 
hys Fozke oꝛ Stakce alter hym whileſt he in lxyuniſh doth charge hys 
Mulliet a freſh with eier and Bullet, 

Nou to ſpeabe ſo;newhat of a Pykemans charge, a few wo22d2s 
ſhall ſutdce, becauſe J wyll not be ouer tedyous. Let hym learnc to 
tolle hys }3pke, couch and cro le the ſame, to receyue che vpolent 
charge of Hoꝛſemen, to iront the ſuryous ſhocke of Zootmen , and he 
avie to furnoſh eu: hy tyght both a karre off and rceere hand: which 
notes with the {pke wyll bee lufſicient, by reaſon that hee ig ſoꝛ the moſt 
part pu: to ſtand m; a mayn and ſquare vattaple, Both the Mar galuiter 
and ehemann mu weare a hon B apier and a ſmall Yoinada 2 Fo2 
if in the middell of Encounters and Shirmiches, they be d2inen co ve 
them, their length is an occaſion they cannot be dꝛawen, vileile her a 
banden his Peece oꝛ cke, whercby hee ſhall either looſe his Pike, 02 
want his Napier, which at the Sera aud Cloſe is verie neceſſatie be: 
faz Occence and Offence 2 contrarie to the careleſſe tuſto ne of ſoinc, 
mom J haue ſeene come into the Field without Napier Dagger, 
which was an alſ ted argument that ther heeles ſhould be their Car⸗ 
— and their ſhamelull dige their ſattie, when their JIouber was

Nowas theſe carcles per ſans farte miiſe the marke with ouer — 
E- 
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ſecuritie, ſo ſome bzing in a cuſtome of too much curtoſitie in arming 


{Hargabuſters,toz beſives a Peece, flaſa, Tutch boxe. Rapicr and Dag⸗ 
ger: they load them with a heauie Shirt of Pale, and aBurganet : lo 
that by that time they haue marched in theheat of the Sommer oz deepe 
of the CUAmter ten 02 twelue Engliſh miles, chey are moze apt to reſt, chẽ 
readie to fight, whereby it comes to paſſe that either the enterpziſe they 
go about, which requires celcrity,ſhall become fruſtrate by reaſon of the 
ltaie they make inrefreſhing themſelues, oꝛ elſe they are in daunger to 
be repulſcd foꝛ want of luſtmes, bzeath,and agilitie. 

A here foꝛe in mine spnion it is not neceſlatie, that this extraodina 
rie arming of Shot ſhould bee vlcd, but in lurpuſes of Townes, 
Eſcalades, and aſſaultes of bꝛeaches, to defende the Souldiers heades 
from ſtoncs,and ſuch ſtuffe as they beſieged haue p2cparcd to dꝛiue chem 
from their enterpziſe ; Oz elle in ſome ſpecial ſet battaile againſt the cut 
and thꝛuſt of U eapons. which explotts, fo2 that they bee not ſo oꝛdinarie 
as is the Skirnuſh, ſo are theſe armes nothing ſo neteſlarie, but rather a 
burthen moꝛe beautifull then beneficiall , and of greater charge then cõ 
moditie, ſpcciatly a ſhirt of Male, which is very dangerous foꝛ ſhot, if a 
number of thoſe (mall peeces ſhould be dꝛiuen into a mans body by a bul: 
let. 

The furniture due to a pikeman beſides his pike , rapicr and dagger, 
conſiſting of a common Coꝛſelet, hauing a Coller , Curiat „ Taſcs, 
backpart, Poldzowes, Wlambzaſcs,and Burgauets f; the head,fo2 that 
they be ſufficiently knowne, becauſe J wiil not be ouer p2olixe vpon eue; 
ry particular point, I will onelie ſap thus much moze touching the pike: 
man, that he ought to haue his JIpke at the point and middeft trimmed 
with handſome tallels, and a handle, not ſo much koꝛ oznament as to de- 
fend the Souldicrs bodie from water, which in raine doch runne downe 
alongſt the wood. | 

Euerie Souldicr ought to carrie his Hargabuſe, Pike o2 Halberde, 
vppon that Shoulder and ſide, which is outward in rancke, to} that ſive 
which is diſcouered inward is moze defended by the general oder that is 
kept, then any of the other. Which oꝛder of carping Armes, is 
not onely ready and commodious to vſe at all occaſions , but als 
ſo doth make agallant ſhe w, and a generall fozme of good pꝛo⸗ 
poztton, and true pꝛoſped: a thing moſt necefarie fo: a man of 
valour to vſe in all his doings. 

Hee ought likewiſe ener to haue good regard fo weare his 
weapon of like length the other Souldiers vie, which in mar⸗ 

ching 
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ching doth make the rancks to be of one iuſt line, and in ſhew of 
a ſeemely and ſtreight pꝛopoztion, cauſng the whole band to cap 
rie a bꝛaue and ſingular grace. 

A Souldier ought euer to retaine and keepe his Armes in 
fafetie and foꝛthcomming, foz he is moꝛe fo be deteſted then a 
Co ward, that will loſe oz play away any part thercof, oz refuſe 
it fo; his caſe, oꝛ to auoid papnes : wherefo2e ſuch a one is to 
be diſmiſſed with puniſhment , oz made ſome abiect Pyoner, 
Therefoꝛe during his ſerutce and after his returne home, let 
him ſtill be wedded to his weapons and armour, that when hee 
is called vpon againe toſerue his Pꝛince, he be notcnfoz2ced to 
furniſh himlelfe againe with new Armes, ſometimes old, ok lit⸗ 
fle value, and lcCe godnes: as ſome Souldiers now a dayes to 
their great diſcommendation do vſe. A cuſtome altogether dik⸗ 
ferent from the true exerciſe of Armes, and varying from the 
rule of other warlike Nations, which make true pꝛofeſſion of 
Armes:amongſt the which the Spaniards and Zuitzers at this 
day are to be commended, the one foz obſeruing an apt, ſump⸗ 
fuous, and warlike choiſe therein, and the other fo2 that they 
beare all ſoꝛtes of Armes with great aduantage, both in length 
t lkrength, the which vnto them becomes very familiar thzough 
the ability of body they poſſefſe. 

Thoſe Souldiers which can not endure the foile and trauaile 
fo beare Armes of defence, namely the Pikeman and Yalbers 
dier are made ſubicc to reteiue both blowes and death by the 
handes of their Enemies, oꝛ though their diſaduantage to take 
a ſhamefnll flight, oꝛ at the firſt encounter to remaine their pꝛi⸗ 
ſoners. Therefo2e it is very neceſſary foz a Souldier fo take 
paines in daily pꝛactiſe, and to acquaint himſelfe thzoughly in 
the crerciſe and carryage of Armes, whereof hee onght fo vſe 
p:actiſe,ſpectally of thoſe that bee offenſiue,and in thoſe which 
oꝛdinarilp wee are accuſtomed to carrie, as the Rapter, and 
Dagger, Pyke, and Þalberd, with ſuch like, without making 
open and apparant pꝛofeſſion of the p2actiſe thereof, but ſecret 
and ſeuerall from the wide ſight of the wozld, that afterwardes 
hee may put the ſame in pzaciſe to his greater aduantage and 
commendation, ; 

Finally the Yalberdier , who is armed either with Bꝛigan⸗ 
dine oz Cozllet,ought of dutie to 2 with his Halberd _ 
10 
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his turne comes about his enſigne, in marching, x ſet Squares, 
in the Captaines Lodging and Tent fo2 his guard, and at the 
entrance of a houſe xc. to be the fo2zmoſt perſon to foꝛte the paſs 
ſage. 

But in a dap of battaile the old Romaine Shield and a ſhozf 
ſharpe pointed ſwoꝛd. to execute in a thꝛong of men, excetdes the 
Valberd and bꝛowne Bill. 

Beſides the pikeman which is armed all ouer with a Coꝛſ⸗ 
let, and is to perkoꝛme his dutie in a maine Square, ſtand o: 
Battaile, to receiue the ſhocke ot boſe men, oꝛ charge of the c- 
nemies inkanterie. 

There bee pet another ſoꝛt of light armed Pikes, which only 
haue the foꝛepart of a Coꝛſlet and a Yeadpeace, as is the Al- 
maine Rinet,o2 a god light Jacke, oꝛ plate Coate : theſe ſome- 
times may be ſent amongſt the fo21o2ne hope of Pargabuſiers, 
to defend them from the tnuaſtons of Voꝛſemen. 

But touching ſhot, Þ would wiſh our Nation, being men of 
Trong conſtitution of bodie, to beare a Piece betwirt the boare 
of a Caliuer anda Puſket, the which with ſmal vſe they would 
be able to weld very well at the armes end, which would carp 
a great aduantage in ſkirmiſh: the which like vnto the Harga⸗ 
buſe, they might (as J ſaid befoꝛe) excerciſe, and with a galant 
and allured raiſing vp the croked end of the ſtocke to his bꝛeaſt, 
hauing befoze hand fitted the Coale of his match to giue quick x 
tuſt fire, wherof euer he muſt take þ certain meaſure, muſt then 
diſcharge amidſt his modeſttrauerſe,to his greateſt aduantage, 

and to endomage his enemies: which dane, he muſt firſt fold vp 
againe the falne match in a ready and conuenient ſoꝛt betwixt 
his fingers, hauing both the endes of his match light at once. 
that whtleſt the one is ſpent, and in kindling againe, the other 
may ſerue his turne. 

Beſides theſe fozeſaid weapons J would not thinke it incon⸗ 
uenient, to haue in a band certaine Targets of pꝛofe to march 
in y front, which were very neteſſarie to defend a ranck al men 
in a ſtreit lane, paſſagt, bꝛeach, oꝛ other place from the enemies 
ſhot, they all cloſely and in a low oꝛder marching vnder the fa- 
uour and ſhade of them: as in aſkirmiſh J ſaw put in p2aciſe, 
when Caſsumni:re did march with the States Armie vnder Los 
uaine, 1578, 
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The Captaine is to ſet downe by the Generals appoint- 
ment, the ſumme of all their paies, and the difference therein, 
acco2ding to euery mans weapon and qualitie. But to ſpeakt 
of other directions, and Militarie obſeruations. 

A Fotman that is a Souldier, ought aboue all thinges to bee 
obedient to his Captaine, and Officers, and neuer abandon his 
Enſigne, no2 bee abſent from his compante without leane oz 
ſpeciall let. In his march he ought to be modeff, ready in his 
rancke, obſerue along diſtance in his Læumb ande, and kepe an 
cquall ſtap in his Alta. 

Ik woꝛdes of adnerfiſement do paſſe oner from rancke to 
rancke alongſt the marching band, let him deliuer thoſe woꝛds 
plainly and with diligence, which the Captaine giues ouer to 
be pꝛonounted from mouth to mouth, as to P. e Parole apper⸗ 
taines. 

If the enemie tanſe ſodaine Arme, let his Ble en Fouche, and 
his match in the Cocke ſhew his readie god will either to re⸗ 
ceiue repulſe, oꝛ giue charge. 

If either fo2 pleaſure in a Muſter, 02 in any other ſhew in 
ſpoꝛt oꝛ earneſt, his company becommaunded to diſcharge cer- 
fain volies of ſhot, oꝛ a salua, he muſt either hold his Pere ſides 
long the ranckes, whileſt he doth pꝛepare the ſame, oꝛ with the 
end higher then their heads, and diſcharge oner the toppes of 
the fozmoſt ranckes,foz feare of hurting his companions: which 
rule they ought to obſerue, and thereunto be conſtrained, vppon 
pa ine of ſeuere puniſhment, 

Ik any enterpꝛiſe be made in the night, let him not only keepe 
his match cloſe from open ſhew, oꝛ falling ſparkes, but be vigi⸗ 
lant and keep filence, to the intent that though his negligence 
and noiſe their adions be not diſcouered. 

If he keepe Sentinell, and haue the watch woꝛd, let him giue 
care diligently to all rumours, nopſes, and view warcly all 
ſuſpected plates, to the intent if he heare any frampling,neying 
of Yozſes,o2 appꝛoching enemy (which hee may the moꝛe eaſily 
hear by making a hole in the ground, and laying his care to the 
ſame)o2 that he doth ſee the twinckling light of matches oꝛ per⸗ 
cciue any other pꝛeſumption of the enomie, hee may either by 
diſcharging his Perce, and crying S. George, Arme, Irme, giue 
warning to the next Coꝛpes of guard, that the ene mie doth ap⸗ 

C2 peoch, 
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pꝛoch, 02 elſe if his ſuddeine inuaſion require nof pꝛeſent ads 
uertiſement, he may dcferre the repozt thereof vntill the como 
ming of the nert Rounde , vnto whom he mult from point to 
point declare what he hath ſeene and heard. 

During the time of his Sentinel, hee ought to keepe him ſelfe 
very cloſe, wakefull, ſccrete, and without noiſe oꝛ rumour, his 
match cloſe and ſure from ſeeing, and his pece readie charged, 
loaden with her Bullet, and pꝛoind with tutch pouder. 

Af the Round oz any other Officer come to ſcarch the watch 
# Sentinels, when he doth firft heare oz ſee them app2och, let him 
ſo ſone as he doth perteiue the,demand with a lowd voice, q 

vala*TUho goes thert:to which whe anſwere is made, Friends. 
and that they dꝛaw nerer , then let him call to them and com⸗ 
maund that all the whole troupe, but oncly one with the watchs 
woꝛd, to make pꝛeſent ap, vntill the wazd be giuen. And if at 
the ſame inſtant another Round ſhould come an other wap, let 
him cauſe the one ol them to pawſe and abide ſtill, vntil he haue 
reteiued the woꝛd of the other, that thereby he may avopd the 
innironing ſnares of foꝛrapne 02 pꝛiuie enemies, which night 
by that meanes ſurpꝛiſe him. 

Therefoze in this reſpec let him fake great car eſpecially 
befoꝛe a Towne beſieged, oꝛ about the circuit of a Campe; and 
that he alwayes remember to receine him that giues the woꝛd 
at the end of his Perce oꝛ Pike, and out of danger, hauing his 
match ready in his Cocke, ready to giue fire, thereby to reward 
him with a Bullet as an enemie, if hee giue a w2ong woꝛd, oz 
enfertaine him as a friend if he giue the right: ſoꝛ vnder co⸗ 
lour of giuing the woꝛd, many Sent inelt haue loft their liues, and 
ſuddaine ſurpziſes and canuiſados haue bin giucn, 

If i in the night Arme be giuen in the Campe, he muſt make 
repaire immediatlp with his Pace and Furniture to his En⸗ 
ſigne, where he ſhall be emplctedas cccafion doth offer, 

That he may be the moze ready at any ſadatne Arme, lying 
in a Towne in Garriſon , and being furrierd and lodged in a 
houſe, hee ought to haue alſthe niabt burning in his Chamber 
by him a Candle oꝛ Lampe, oꝛ at the leaſt his fire ſo well raked 
vp as hee may light a Candle at the Coales witha match of 
Bꝛimſtone, oꝛ otherwiſe: that thereby he may the moꝛe ſpedily 
not only find his Armes (which of purpoſe he oughttolay pp 
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[y in an oꝛdinarie place) but alſo be better able to pꝛepare him- 
elfe. and kindle his match with all ſperde. 

Note that a Souldier in garriſon being furrierd in a houſe, 
is allowed the beſt bed and chamber ſaue one, faire ſhw&ts, boat d 
clothes, plates, napkins, towels, d2ceſſing of his meate , ſer- 
— at the Table, oile, vineger, ſalt, muſtard, candle light; 

re, ec. 

Uhileſt a Souldier is in the Campe, hee ought neuer to ve 
out of his clothes, his Peete ready charged muſt lye by bis ſide, 
his furniture at his girdle, which is his Flaſke, Match u Tutch⸗ 
bore , his Napier very ready, and his Poynado likewiſe at his 
Girdle, which if they ſhould be ſo monſtrous Daggers, oz ſuch 
a Cutlers ſhop as our Engliſh Feſers are accuſtomed to wear, 
they would be both comb2ous in tariage, and troubleſome to his 
companions, and to himſelle, ſpeciallp when they lye in their 

| Cabbines. 

A Souldier in Campe mult make choiſe of two, oꝛ th2ee, o 
moꝛe Camerades, ſuch as foz experiente, fidelity, and conditions, 
do beſt agree with his nature, that be tryed Souldiers and tru⸗ 
ſtie friendes , to the intent that like louing bꝛethꝛen, they may 
ſuppoꝛt one another in all aduerſe foztune, 4 ſupply each others 

| wants. As fo; example, hauing marched all day, and comming 

at night to the place where they muſt encampe, one of them cha- 

ſcth out the dꝛyeſt and warmeſt plot of ground he can get in the 

quarter, which is appointed to his band fo2 lodging place, doth 

kepe all their Clokes, Armes and Baggage, whileſt another 

makes p2outſion with one of their boyes, in ſome adiopning 
| Uillage ( if time and ſafety from the Enemie doth permit) foz 
long raw, both to couer their Cabbin, and make their bedd of; 
during the time that an other with a litle Hatchet, which with 

a Lether Bottel foz dꝛinke, a litle Bettle to ſeth meat in, and a 

bagge of Salt, which are to be boꝛne of the 15opes amongeſt o⸗ 

, ther Baggage, and are moſt neceſſarie things fo2 encamping, 
doth cut downe foꝛked Bowes and long Poales to frame and 

reare vp their Cabbin withall, and pꝛouide timber 02 firewod, 

tf it be in Winter,o2 when neede requires, whillt an other doth 

viſite Viuandiert and Uidualers if any follow the Campe) } fo2 

bꝛead, d2inke,and other cates, if otherwiſe they be not pꝛouided 

by fozrage oz Picozer, and makes a hole in the earth, wherein 

C2 hauing 
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haning made a ſtre, ſtroken two foꝛked ſtakes at either ſide, and 
hanged his Kettle to ſeath vpon a tudgel of wad vpon the ſame, 
oꝛ that foꝛ roſt meat he makes a ſpit, wodden Gawberds , t. 
And whilſt thus enery one is occupicd about their neceſſarie 
occaſions at one inſtant, they may in due time make pꝛouiſion 
fo2 all their wantes, and by meanes of this league of amitie a- 
monet them, eniop a ſufficient time to reſt their wearied bo⸗ 
dyes, which otherwiſe would be hard to be done. 

Thecefoꝛe J iudge it very requiſite, that the whole number 
vnder the charge of a Deſiner oꝛ chiefe of a chamber, ſhould link 
themſeluestogether in perfect friendſhip, and aſwel inſkirmith 
and fight aide one another, as in all other actions, by which in- 
uincible knot they ſhonld receaue wonderfull commoditie. 

It impoꝛtes much that a Douldier ſhould bee tractable, fo: a 
man cannot imagine a thing either moze ingenugus 02 better, 
then due and conuenient ciuilify. Therefoze let him accuſtome 
himſelfe rather to be of a Saturnine and ſeuere condition then 
a common (koffer, and an oꝛdinaris make ſpozt , that he may 
continue in friendſhip with his companions, and continually 
remaine in their amity, 

2coucr, he is much fo be commended , which aptly with 
facilitte and great dexterity can bee converſant with euery 
one: wherein if a man doe not with great indgement very 
circumſpectly gouerne himſelfe , he ſhall fo: the moſt part in- 
curre the euill will of thoſe in whoſe company he remaines, 
The which dealing is ol great impoꝛtance, aſwell fo2 the inte⸗ 
reſt of his life, and pꝛoper honoꝛ and credite, by which meanes 
the one and the other doth hang in Balance, as alſo foz that he 
can not, being dꝛawen away with debates , apply himſelfe di⸗ 
ligently to follow the warres and ſernice of his Capfaine : the 
which ought to bee his chiefeſt obtect and end. Foz diſcozd a⸗ 
mongſt men of this Honozable pꝛofeſſion, doth haſten , and 
occaſion very much the deſtruction of their well doing, and 
altogether hinder whatſoener they take in hande , by rca- 
ſon of the ſuſpicions, diſco2des, deſpite , and other reſpeces, 
which of neceſſity are commonly accuſtomed to growe and en⸗ 
ſue. 

Beſides, he mult be ſo moderate in ſpending his wages, that 
he be not conſtrained beloꝛe the midſt of his pay,either to m__ 
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the ſpoile, oꝛ bozrow of others: whereof ſpꝛingeth a nanghtie 
reputation and a great diſcredite: pet notwithſtanding he muſk 
not ſuffer himſelfe to be noted fo2 a couctous perſon, oz as ſome 
ſay, the enimie of himſelfc: that is by (paring nigardly,to finds 
a great want t extremitie in neceſſarie things appertaining to 
his apparell and victuals, whole expences ought chickely to be 
in galant Armoz and Furniture, 

Note that the pay and wages which he recctues of his Cap⸗ 
taine and Treaſurer , mult not be taken oz thought to ſerue oz 
ſupplie foꝛ any other vſc,but to ſuſtaine life with vicuals,kepe 
him apparelled, and maintaine his armes. Theretoꝛe ought it 
to be gouerned diſcreetly and oꝛderlp at all times, in what place 
ſo cuer he ſhall remaine, either in the tampe, ciuile cities, oꝛ in 
his pꝛoper houſe, as well to kerpe himſelfe in hcalth,as chicfely 
to make apparant to his Captain the noble mot ion of his mind: 
So that pꝛicked foꝛ ward by this ſpurre of honoꝛ, and not ſoꝛ any 
other extraoꝛdinarie and baſe occaſion , a god ſouldier is conti⸗ 
nually conſtrained to winne credite, deſpiſing all other dealing 
which ariſcth foꝛ hope of commoditie and greedy gaine,the way 
to make a man eſtœmed to carrie a baſe minde, and almoſt not 
diſagraing from bzute beaſts without reaſon. Foꝛ theſe pꝛiuate 
ſouldiers which ſ&ke by ſuch meanes as be cxtrao2dinarte, to 
aduance tkemſclues abouc their pꝛoper pay, without doubt giue 
an euill pꝛeſage of themſelues, and ſo cuil, that it ſhould be bet⸗ 
ter fo2 them to applie their time in ſome other ſo2t , as about 
merchandiſe and other occupations, rather then follow the ho- 
noꝛable exertiſe of Armes, which is altogither grounded vpon a 
noble mind, valiant courage, and extreame trauell of bodie. 

He mult diſpoſe himſelfc to be verie diligent in what cxcrciſs 
92 enterpꝛiſe ſoeuer he ſhall be put vnto, as to make Sentinel: 
wherein it is conuenient, as J haue touched befoze , that he be 
berte vigilant when it is his lot to be commanded thereunto, 
that in doing the tontrarie, there ſucc&de not a molt rigo20us 
chaſtiſement by leauing his bodice dead behind him, as it may 
verie well fall out, and to whom it may be ſaid, J left him as X 
found him, ſince fleepe is the image ot death. 

A god ſouldier ought continually toaccompanie the Enſigne. 
and haue ſpectall regard, that the ſame fall not in danger cfſur- 
piling by the enimie, and that he endcuour himlelke by all 
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meanes without anie reſpec of danger to pꝛeſerue and reconer 
the ſame : foꝛ the loſſe thereof is a perpetuall ſhame to the whole 
band, And therefoꝛe be onghtat no time to abandon the ſame 
fo2 ante occaſion , but lodge himſelfe ſon&re it as he can, to the 
intent that amongſt preſt, if it be poſſible, he may be one of the 
firſt at all rumours of armes, and ſodaine alarums,aſwel by day 
as night. And being armed with the weapon he caries, bauing 
conducted his enſigne to the place appointed, by the head offi- 
ters, he may in the ſight of his captaine ( ſhewing a moderate foꝛ⸗ 
wardneſſe and dcſire)b2&d an opinion of his courage and valoꝛ: 
ſo that when occaſton doth offer, his captaine amongſt the reit 
map make ſpectall choyſe of him, 

He muſt fo2 no occaſion abſent himſelfe, 02 go to anic far di⸗ 
tant place about anie enterpꝛiſe o2 botie of pico:e, without the 
expꝛeſſe licence of his taptaine:foꝛ he that is once become a ſoul⸗ 
dier is now no moꝛe his own man, but his vnder Whoſe gouern⸗ 
ment he is paid: who deſiring to ſcrne his turne when occaſions 
be mintſtred in time of wartes, not hauing his valiant and beſt 
ſouldioꝛs pꝛeſent and readie about him, ſhal not oncly be made 
fruſtrate ot that he would perfoꝛme, but ſometimes alſo ſuffer 
and ſuſtaine damage, and onely in reſpec of thoſe which br b⸗ 
ſent abꝛoad at their owne pleaſure ,contrarie to the conſent and 
knowledge of the taptaine. 

Ve ought ſufficiently to eate, reſt, and ep, whileſt time doth 
permit, to the end he be not called foz vnpꝛouided, and that he 
may the moꝛe readily perfozme all enterpꝛiſes neebfull, without 
anie diſ:ominoditie oꝛ want of abilitie, whichcommonly do fall 
out vnloked foz, and vpon the ſodaine, fo2 in oꝛdinatie and ac⸗ 
tuſtomed enterpꝛiſes, it is an eaſie thing to find euerie ſoul- 
dier pꝛouided, but in ſodaine ſurpꝛiſes not. Beſides, J thinke it 
appertains and is pꝛoper to a good ſouldioz, to follow the wars 
ſo long as he poſſibly can, foꝛ the increaſe of his experiente. But 
being conſtrained to returne into his countrie, 02 into any 
citte, foꝛtreſſe oz other plate of defence, by reaſon of ſome truce, 
ſeconded by peace, 02 thꝛough anie other accident, which doth 
conſtraine him to abandon the warres : then it is neceſſaric 
he fall to exerciſe that art, wherein be chiefly hath bene bzought 
vp, either in merchandiſe , handicraft, oz huſband2ie , o2 elſe 
whatſoeuer , thereby to ſupply his neceCitics , to 3 
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bodie and to liue honeſtly: and by that meanes flie idleneſſe, a 
thing molt incident to pouth: who being altogither igno⸗ 
rant in treading the ſteppes of a ſtayed life (though the ſmall 
experience he hath ofthe woꝛld. which by tract of time is obtai⸗ 
ned, and by long p2actiſe,ſpectally in the exerciſe of Armes) per⸗ 
ſwades himſelfe he ſhall win credite and commoditie through 
the meanes of inſolent actions, which altogither ought to be ab⸗ 
hoꝛred: thꝛough raſh and pꝛodigall bꝛauerie, which oftentimes 
tozments innocent families and poꝛe parentes: and thzough 
galant garments and ſumptuous attpꝛe, whereby they grow 
vanckrout: ſo that they are bꝛought in time ( being intangled in 
thoſe ſ werte traps ſaucſt with ſharpe ſhowers) to run headlong 
into a thouſand + moſt miſerable ruines.Therefoze god ſouldi⸗ 
ers ought ſpecially to endeuour themſelues by ſome commens 
dable induſtrie, to gaine the god grace of valoꝛous and valiant 
Captaines, and mightie Pꝛinces, the true poſſeſſoꝛs and fathers 
of warre, thꝛough whole authozitie and commendation they 
may be p:eferred : fo2 the faith and aſſured credite of all wars 
like and wo2thy ſouldiers doth depend vpon men of valo2 , and 
not of the weake authoꝛitie, ſmall valoꝛ, and great abuſe ofthe 
ignoꝛant # common people, called the beaſt with many heads. 
Therefoꝛe let them euer obſerue the honoꝛ of the god and vers 
tuous: foꝛ ſince that in time of warres cueric ſeuldier of god 
conditions doth ſharpen his wit, : willingly aducture his like, 
not reſpecting toples oꝛ tranell , crpenccs 02 danger, but doth 
implop his induſtrie to p2eferre his pꝛinces pꝛofite, by great 
reaſon in time of peace he ought to be aduanced and maintat- 
ned by them: and much the moꝛe foꝛ himſelke, is to vſe all his 
indeuour to compalſſe his owne commoditie, and thereby make 
manifeſt his pꝛoper vertue, the which doth not con ſiſt in out⸗ 
ward appearance ok valonr and diſcretion: but in the true actt- 
on thereof, agreeable to his honoꝛable pꝛofeſſion. 

A ſouldier muſt apparell himſclfe in the warres with cloth of 
kreſh coulour, p2ofitable and commodious:amongſt the reft, red, 
murrey, taunep, and ſcarlet makes a galant ſhcb in the ficlde, 
which he muſt weare to honour the Pilitarie pꝛofcſſion, and 
fo2 his molt fit and apt wearing, and not fo hinder the diſpoſi⸗ / 
tion of his members, as doth our great bumbaſted and bell: cred 
boſe, which not many yearcs ſince 11 beene vled: but in 1 
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of then a ſtraite bꝛabantie and gaſcaine is le be weone , togi⸗ 
ther with a cloſs Caſtocke, which may ſhield both his alk, tuch⸗ 
boxe, his match and pete from raine 17 na de be, whereby he may 
be readie to eretute any enterpꝛiſe he is commanded to per⸗ 
fo2me , and that o neceſlitie he ought to do: and ſo arme him⸗ 
ſclfe in other reſgeacs, that he may redily do any! ſeruice he is 

aſſigned vnto. | 
Ve mult be willing to put in pzofe all things commanded, 
without making replie, o: denping any one thing, oꝛ dekerring 
y matter from one timt to another, either foꝛ feare ol ſporting c2 
pott ing bis apparel in foule way, oꝛ foule weather, oꝛ vᷣ he ſhal 
not be able to intop commodtous lodging. ſtoꝛe of vicuals, i ſuch 
other reſpeds, not to be eſtmed ot, but woꝛthy great repꝛehen- 
fion, Theretoꝛe it is requiſite he pꝛactiſe himſelkc firſt of all to 
be a perfect pꝛiuate ſouldier, befoꝛe he be dzawne to the deſire 
of bearing office, which were to ſet the cart betgze the hozſes, 
and woꝛke by contraries: No2 firſt we muſt learne to guid, and 
then is it lawfull to gouerne. But it is no new thing, noꝛ to be 
maruelled at, that ſome men are accuſtomed to obtaine charges 
by vnlawfull and indirect meanes, J will not ſay, that they vſe 
them actoꝛdinglv. Zherefoze to merite a charge, it is alwarcs 
karre moꝛe ertellent and moꝛe tonuenient to winne them bp de⸗ 
ſert, then to enter theremto by intruſion: foꝛ thoſe that doe not 
beg them do fecle in themſclues their pꝛoper ſuffitiencie: where 
contrartwiſe they are a heauie burthen to thoſe that tinow them 
not, although with great inſtance they haue pꝛocured 4 ſought 
fo2 them. Which want and vnwarie dealing in this our age, 
peraduenture pꝛocœds of the ſmall neede the world ſermes to 
haue of nod ſouldiers at this dap, and of the little crpcrience 
molt men in eur time haue of the art of warre, oꝛ at leaſt wiſe 
our ſuperiours are blinded with the fete baites of couctcul- 
nee, chicke tauſe of ſuch clecttens, Pet this notwithſtanding 
we ought to retatne with al reuerence,the honour 2 credite due 
to an expert and god ſouldier, who with diligence being ſought 
foꝛ x ſclected, as nere as is poſtible, ought to haue the moſt choſe 
charges and expeditions giuen to their gouernmtt. To the end 
thoſe affaires map fal out happilp, to the honoꝛ of their nation x 
pꝛoſite of their Pꝛinte, whileſt he doth follow the wars, oꝛ is in 
Campe: let him carxie as little baggage with him as is polli⸗ 
ble, 
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ble, that he may be the moꝛe nimble and light of bodie, ſp&- 
die in his tourney 02 marching, and the moze apt foz all enter⸗ 
:iſcs, 
F During the warres (oz elſe not) he ought to weare in ſome 
tonuenient place of his garments , that is moſt apparant to 
the view of p band, a token, red croſſe, oꝛ ſcarfe, whereby in ſkir- 
miſhes and other attemps he is to be knowne of what part he 
is. The Empertals vſe a red ſcarfe,Cngliſhmen ſaint Georges 
croſſe, the French the white crolle, ic, oꝛ ſucha ſigne as the Ge- 
nerall of the ſielde ſhall make chotce of, whith he ought to doe 
w:liungly, thereby to remone ſuſprtion out of the mind of his 
Captainc and Chteftaines,thatthey nade not to ſtand in doubt 
of him: and fo2 diuers other woꝛthie reſpects, fiance that by theſe 
and like manifeſt mcanes, the ſouldier ſhewes inward faith x 
lopaltie to the officers and Captaines which gouerne. But ik 
otherwiſe they carrie the ſaid token and marke loſe at their 
necke, bꝛeſt, armes, oꝛ any other place, it giues matter and oc⸗ 
caſion of doubt touching their ſidelitie:ſpecially being but news 
ly entertained, ſinte that not being made falt, they may eaſily 
caſt away 02 hide the lame in time of perill oz deubtfull fight: 
which ſuſpicion ought diligently to be remoued by him Which 
carricth an entire deſire and full intent to deale truly e loyally, 

He ought likewiſe to beware, under paine of great puniſhs 
ment, foꝛ running from one campe to another,fo2 what occaſicn 
ſocuer ſhal vꝛge him to it, but is bound to (ſeruc that partie with 
which he doth firſt place himſelfe, euen vntill the ende of the 
warres, 

J haue ſerene it likewiſe not lawfull, that a captaine ſhould 
recctue into his ſeruite a ſouldier that is departed from another 
Captaine of the ſame faction, and this was obſerued, to the end 
that ſouldiers ſhould be kept obedient and ſtedfaſt vnder their 
Enſigne, where firſt they haue placed themſelues. Pꝛouided al- 
wapes, that their Captaines intreate them Honcftly and well, 
which is to be decided by the Marſhall of the field. Qeuertbeles, 
ſo oſten as a ſouldier is ſoꝛted of neceſſity to lcaue the warres, 
he ought not to de part out of his ſeruice, but by the ſpetiall Iys 
cence ot his captain, accompanied with an autentikt paſpoꝛt of 
his god ſeruite, ſo ſhal be ſhun many cõfuſions which are great 


occaſions of ſcãdals x infinite troubles, by mans wherof he may 
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freely make relation of the god ſeruite he hath done, and boldly 
ſhew himſelfe bekoꝛe any mans face, 

He ought to take ſpecial care, that he be not the beginner and 
occaſion of any diſco2des and mutinies, neither conſent theres 
vnto, what reaſon ſceucr ould lead him thereunto, ſince that 
ſuch peruerſe pꝛota ding doth not agree with the wozthte,nobie, 
and famous art of war, which is a danecrotius diſeredite to ſuch 
malefactoꝛs, and fo2 the moſt part without any recoucric doth 

zocure tie geneiall rutne of many valiant Captaincs 4 migh-s 
tic armies. And therſoꝛe ruffians and common hackers that liue 
idle in the ſtreetes at home, and follow the wars oncly foz ſpoile. 
arc molt vnũt to make ſouldiers, ſoꝛ experience makes manifeſt, 
that they are the oncly cauſe of mutinics,fo that one ſuch is able 
to coʒrupt ard diſoꝛder a whole band. Wlhercfoze a god ſouldicr 

ught rather toapplic himſelfe to ſuffer things impoſſible, then 
commit ſo great an erroꝛ, ſoꝛ by the one great honour and p2aiſe 
ſhall redound vnto him, and by the other vile ac hc ſhall gainc 
manifeſt blame and aſſured death:ſo2 (ſuch notable erroꝛs, with⸗ 
out any remiſſion, oꝛ any pity(as in part J haue befo2c touched, 
and her cafter in the mar ſhal Lawecs ſhal ſet downe are ſeuere⸗ 
ly to be chaſtiſcd, 

When ths tompanie doth diſband , and euerie ſouldier is fo 
go to his lodging 02 cabbin , it is verie requiſite he ſtay vntill 
fuch time as he ſe the Cnſigne lapt vp and lodged, to the intent, 
if he be of the gard about the ſame , that night he may attend tg 
do his dutte , otherwiſe he may lawfully depart, # thereby Chun * 
the ſhamful name of a ſtubboꝛne, licentious 4 diſobedient perſs, 

He mult learne to vnderſtand the aſſured ſound of the dzum, 
thereby to know alwayes whercunto he 1s appointev,and what 
thing is to be done and obeped, which of duet ie is accuſtomed ta 
be done, ſince that with this inſtrument ſouldiers are giuen to 
vnderſtand, during the warres, what things be neceſſarie to be 
executed. One thing beſides is molk neceſlarie foꝛ a ſouldier, 
which is, that he learne perfitly to ſwim, both fo2 that waters 
canot alwayes be paſſed with wading,neither at al times boats 
t b2idges can be conueyed with the campe,by reafon of naughty 
paſſages, as alſo in diuers enterpꝛiſes a man is both mo2e ſafe 
and moꝛe bold, knowing what he tan do: whereof poung Shelle 
made a molt famous p2ofe, who at p vicualing o Midichorow 
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when their nauie was allaulted by the Fſnſhingers, having all 
his companie ſlaine, ſwam a ſhoꝛe with his armes, being the 
laſt man leſt aliue a ſhipboꝛd: and as the Spaniards at the paſs 
ſage of the arme of the ſea, when they went to beſiege Siricke 
ſcas. Beſides the notable attempt made at the great riuer of 
Alba in Saxonie, the yeare 1 5 4 7, Where the Amperialiſts had 
ſo famous and gloꝛious a bictozte, 

Nou therefo2e let no man perſwade himſelfe, that the ſeue⸗ 
rall and particular experiente which belongs to a perfect good 
ſouldicr, can be perfectly and duely obtained by anie other way, _. 
but by a continuall delight, exerciſe, and obſernatian : fo2no 
man doth b2ing any wo2ke to perfection, whereof he hath not 
the art: euerie art doth ſpꝛing of experience and knowledge, 
and knowledge doth ariſe by m2anes of ſtudie and continuall 
pꝛadiſe. Pilttarie p2ofeſſion being then moze perfect and 
abouc all other arts, conſequently it is neceſſarie we vie in the ? 
ſame greater ſtudie, and mo2e continuall exerciſe then is to be 
vſed in any other art: fo2 ſomuch as it is a moſt ancient and pꝛu⸗ 
dent ſentence: All arts do conſiſt in exertiſe:and therfoze contt- 
nually at idle times it is verie fit and neceſſarie fo2 a ſouldier, 
to pꝛactiſe and ererciſe himſelfe amongſt his companions in the 
campe, in running, leaping, thꝛowing the barre, 02 ſuch like, 
to make him actiue. and to auoid ſuch idle paſtimes as ſouldiers 
commonly now a daies vſe, contrarie to all god oz der. 

Beſides which, as J hane partly touched befoꝛe, euery pꝛiuate 
ſouldier ought not only to be well able to vſe the weapon he ſer⸗ 
ueth withall, but atſu ſodainly to vnderſtand all comandements 
of his gouernoꝛs, whether it be by voice oꝛ ſound of dꝛum oꝛ o⸗ 
ther wiſe, and to know how to maintein himſelfe in oꝛder with- 
out bꝛeaking arap, not oneip marching, but atſo turning in a 
troupe oꝛ retpꝛing. Foꝛ that ſouldier which Rnoweth his dutie 
how to behaue himſelfe in the campe, in watch, ſcout, #c. and 
likewiſe in marching, turning, rety2ing,. and ſigdting oꝛ ſkir- 
miſhing ta obſerue the o2der pꝛeſcrided by his captaine, may be 
called a trained and old ſouldier: whercof if he be ignoꝛant, al⸗ 
though he haue bene twentie peares in the warres, he is not to 
be eſteemed a ſouldier. But in theſe exerciſes the ſergeants and 
officers are daily t ducly to inſtruc generally and pꝛiuately ech 
louldier , which officers ought of NY to haue knowledge 
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in reading, that both what is wꝛitten befoze,and chalbe Witten 
after in this booke, ſpeciallp touching the marſhal lawes of the 
ſield, they may euer read as a lecture to their ſouldiers, being in 
corpes de zarcl,02 at other fit and tonuenient times. Foꝛ theſe be 
things ſo neceſſary to be known and obſerued, that it doth both 
impo2t very much that ech ſouldier ſhould haue them by heart, x 
ti it were poſſible,ſowed vyon therrgarments tobe a perpetual 
glatte to looke into, whereby they might guide all their actions, 
that thereby they might ſee what they ought to chun fo2 feare of 
puniſh:nent,and what to imbꝛace to increaſe credite. 

To knit vp this our firſt diſcourſe, he that findes himſelfe ſuf- 
ficicnt and well inclined to erercile this moſt ercellent pꝛokeſli⸗ 
ſion, ought with all modeſt humilitie, + good intention, frame 
himſelfe to a perfect obedience, aſwel to obſerue oder, a thing 
ſo conuenient and neteſſary tn this exerciſe, as allo to execute 
that which ſhalbe commanded him by his captaine. 

Bekoze a ſouldier bind himſelfe to ſerue in a band, he ought 
aduiſedly to conſider, and expꝛeſip to perſwade bimleit, p under 
an expert, valoꝛous, and woꝛthy taptaine, ſeldome oꝛ neuer our 
trauaile in well doing is foꝛgotten oꝛ loſt: when as the contra- 
rp doth chance vnder thoſe that be vain, vitious, and of ſmall cr- 
periente, who though want of perfection and pꝛactiſe, doe not 
know the merit of the valiant and valoꝛous ads of a good ſouls 
dier: ſo that conſequently they neglcd all tovle 1 trauaile done 
in any honourable enterp2iſe. Therefoꝰe it behones a ſoulvicr 
to mae a good choyſe at the firſt, fo2 after whatſocucr he be, 
he muſt ſtiil obey him: and likewiſealwates haue teſpen,.and 
carrie a reuerente to the tuſtice of martiall lawe, andthe mints 
ſters of the ſame, though they be of baſe condition, ſnce both by 
the law of nature and nations, they ought tobeobcyed and ob⸗ 
ſcrucd,and particularly knowne, and had in memozy of eutrie 
pꝛiuate ſouldter : fo2 thereby both hozeſmen 7 lootemen are 
kept in perfect oꝛder. 

But about all things a ſouldier ought not fo orget his dutie 
and deuotion toward the godnes of our Loꝛd God, and towards 
the holy catholicke Church and our ſacred chꝛiſtian religion, by 
which the true gilt of vertue, valoꝛ and ſoꝛtitude, and all god 
things beſide, we mot certainly reteiue, and are aſlured to at- 
taine whileſt our determinations be lawfull and honeſt , And 
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fo2 that a ſouldicr being ſubiea to a thauſand dayly dangers , it 
behoues him continually to liue as he dare die, and oftentimes 
to recontile himſelfe to God by conſeſiton,pcnance and ſatiiſacs 
tion, and recciue the benefite of the other heauenly and moſte 
bleſſed ſacrament. 

J haue bene foinwhat moꝛe copious in this ſicſt diſcourſe t2us 
ching a ſouldier, then percMce J meane to be in any of the 
reſt, by reaſon this is the firſt ſtep and degree a man ought tg 
ſet his feete vpon,beſaze he mount the thꝛone of perfen gouern⸗ 
ment in martiall aſfaires : fo2 if a ſoaldicr can obtaine tried 
erperience in, this firſt point, he may with moze caſe aſcend the 
other, ſince this is onely the ground woꝛke ol all the reſt, 


The oflice which appertaines to a corporall, cape de ſqua- 
dre, diluier, or chucte of charaber., 


I ts not fo be doubtcd,but that al notable erro2s depend only 

of idleneſſe, and that all woꝛthy and commendable acts ſpꝛing 
of vigilant warineſſe: Zherefoze a coꝛpoꝛall, cape de ſquadte, 
diſnier, or chiefe of chamber,g2 how poulilt to terme the, ought 
to be no lefle pꝛudent and carefull ouer the gouerninent of His 
pcople, then a father in ruling of his family, and as cucep pa- 
rent doth palſe in age his thildꝛen, euen ſo a cozpo2all ſhould be 
ſuch, that he mip crceede anie ſouldier, 1 not bperperiente 
and yearcs, at leaſtwiſe with diligence and ſharpencſſe of wif, 
£©h:ongh which undeuour anv creicile , iopned with a ferucnt 
defire and delight, to attaine to the perftt tip of this bongura- 
ble pꝛoſeſſion, he hall euery day become moze capable, and of 
greattr erperience: whereloze 3 would as neare as is pollible, 
not only haue hun crp2cily acquarnted with the aduertiſements 
and martiall lawes following, but alſo indued with the beſt of 
thoſe conditions which I hauc (ct out in mp f92iner diſconrſe of 
a pꝛiuate ſouldierfince y to mount vp to this ſecond degree, it ig 
very neceſcary $ icqutũte, that he haue made long abode in the 
pꝛagiſe and experience in y firſt ſtep cf ſecuice apportarning to 
a pꝛiuate ſouldier. Che captaine mull ſcien 4 choſc loure of tie 
molt ſkilfull ſouldiers, which be honclt , loyall, and perfect ca⸗ 
tholicke Chaiſttans , out of eucrie hundzeth in his band; 
whercaf two are to paue charge of the ſhottc, thc other 
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of the pikes, euerie one guiding 24. a pete, the Which onght all 
of them to be lodged togither, and the coꝛpoꝛall himſelfe in the 
middeſt of his charge, whereby when anie ſecret ſeruite is to 
be done, they may call and aſſemble by the appointment of the 
ſupertour officers , their whole ſquadꝛon, oz what leſſe number 
els, without the ſound of ante dzum. | 


Now then a coꝛpoꝛall with hi ſquadꝛon of 25. 02 moze, ac- 
toꝛding to the diſcretion of the taptaine, lodging togither with 
his companie, mult pꝛouide generally fo2 all their reaſonable 
wants of wages, match, powder, and other munition, and muft 
inſtruct them how to handle their weapons. Ve muff like wiſe 
remember perfectly howe cuerie one is armed and furniſhed 
when he receiueth them in charge, and to ſe that no part therof 
be ſpotled but pꝛeſerued neat and trimme: and aboue all things 
to loke well to the behauiour of his compante , not ſuffcring 
them to vſc valawfull and pꝛohibited gaming, neither to giue 
themſelues to dꝛinking and ſarfetting, but to ſpare of theyꝛ pay 
to furniſh themſelues bꝛauelp and ſurely againſt the enemy, 
wherein he ought to ve his chiefe indeuour . And if it happen 
that any fault is committed,his part is not violently to puniſh 
the ſouldier himſelfe , as hereafter is touched: but to make it 
knowne to his captaine, who mult not nepther, as ſome raſhly 
do, reuenge himſelfe, buf communicate the ſame with the Par - 
ſhall oꝛ his pꝛouoſt, who onely haue vnder the generall autho- 
ritie to puniſh: and this due courſe of inſkrce ſhal be moꝛe ter⸗ 
rible to the ſouldier, and b2&>d leſſe cuill will in them to p caps 
taine and officers: generally in theſe reſpeas, the co2pozal muſt 
touching the foꝛeſapd cauſes oꝛ ſuch like, oꝛ if any ſouldier be 
ſicke , hurt oz abſent , by way of impꝛiſonment oꝛ death, im⸗ 
mediatly make repoꝛt thereof, finding any thing wo2thy rela- 
tion, and ſparc no man, but deliuer oucr the trueth to the ſer- 
geant, the ſergeant from hym, oꝛ togither with the coꝛpoꝛall to 
the licutenant,+ he oz they all topntly to the taptaine, who is 
to take oꝛder in the tauſe. Thus ſhall dianitte of officers be 
maintained, and officers and faultes redꝛeſſed, to the great ex⸗ 
ample of the euill, and comfo2t of the god. But ſomewhat moꝛe 
amply to ſet down the fozeſaid reſpects togither with cerfayne 
other aducrtiſements.A coꝛpoꝛall muſt alwaies foꝛeſe and exa⸗ 
mine, that the ſouldiers of his ſquadzon kep their armes in oꝛ⸗ 
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derQclean and intyꝛe : and the Hargabullers tozed with match, 
bullets,and powder,and ſuch like neceſaries : a thing woꝛthy 
to be noted and obſerued in this p2ofcion : the which makes 
ſhcw that the ſame is of a good ſouldier not onely vſed in time 
of war, but in all other times and places, being a knowne diffe- 
rente betwirt the legitimate, and lewd pꝛokeſſoꝛs of armes. Ve 
onght of neceitie ſtill to inſtruc #erho2t them, Þ they liue to⸗ 
gither friendly, wout diſco2d:that they be modeſt and ſparing in 
their vicuals,p2ofitable in their apparell,and » generally they 
do ſhun ſwearing,and blaſpheming vpõ graeuous punichmen', 
by which act of blaſpheming and lwearing by the hol ie name ot 
the ſacred Trinity,they commit greater villany e offence befoꝛe 
God, then it befoze the woꝛld they did commit moſt wicked acts, 
02 infinit erroꝛs. Likewiſe let him pꝛohibit al bnlawful games, 
fo2 the perfoꝛmante wherof he ought to pꝛoceed Was great der⸗ 
teritie and turteſie as he tan, that alway in matters of impo2- 
tance, he may haue that due obedience which is required, + not 
thꝛough crueltie gaine the hate andeuill will of thoſe perſons, 
which in many other thinges beſide are to obey him: fo2 to cha- 
ſtiſe them, lies neither in hys power, neyther in the arbitriment 
of other officers, although they be of degrees higher then he, but 
doth iuſtly appertayn to pᷣ office of the maiſter of the campe, and 
marſhal of p field. The which point is fo be noted and obſerued, 
to 5ᷣ diſcredit of ſome captains, which at this day delight to im⸗ 
bꝛew their murthering hands in the bloud of ſouldiers, and men 
perchance of haneft behauioꝛ, being moned thereunto through 
ſome hatred, top, oz beaſtly paſſion, 

Zherefoze he muff alwapes be mindkull to obſerue this ho- 
nourable rule of diuers good and diſeræt officers, who ſomtimes 
do ouerſre and winke at light kaultes, and pꝛoteed with a certain 
modeſtie and lenitie, although in matters of greater inſolencp, 
with ſcueritie. 


Notwithltanding thefe + ſuch like — 


ities, the toꝛpoꝛall 


ought to be no leſſe obedient to euer leaſt poynt of the marſho! 

lawes: and in ranck and aray, oꝛ in other plates where thoſe of 

greater gouernment be, he mult perfo2me 4 obſerue the part and 

dutie of a p2itate ſouldier, and retain like vꝛder and obe dience: 
fo2 where our betters be, the leſſe gitic place: 

But when alone with his ſaundꝛen he is conducled to b vate 
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where he is to make watche and ward:then muſt he fake vpon 
him his office, and make pꝛouiſion of wado; coles, that he may 
alwaies haue fire burning in his corps of gard, aſwel in the day 
as in the night, and alwel in the ſummer as in the winter: wont 
which he ought neuer to keep watch, becauſe it is a moſt nete ſla⸗ 
ry munition fo2 the Pargubuſters,to light their match withall, 
« fo: other nerdtull reſpects. Likewiſe he muſt pꝛouide fo2 ople, 
loꝛ candles fo2 the night time, fo2 lanterns and ſuch like at the 
fergeant maioꝛs handes, oꝛ of ſome others, who haue charge to 
zouide foz thoſe things, c are accuſtomed to diſtribute the ſame, 
If be keep his =_ de gard in an open and plain place o2 other- 
wiſe:hc malt confo2m the company of his ſquadꝛon, actoꝛding to 
the oꝛder appointed by his betters : and with the moſt ſpeedy x 
artificial maner that he tan, muſt arme and foztifp with difches, 
trenches,and Sentinels,the plate where he muſt make his abode 
with this his (mall band and troup of ſouldiers, the better to re⸗ 
fiſt y enemies furie, 02 any ſurpꝛiſe he might aſſault him with⸗ 
all, conſidering that ſometimes, pea and that very often, being 
ſet vpon, the Scatinels and corps de garde be repulſed and haut 
their thꝛoats cut, to the great diſturbance t vntuerſall domage 
of the whole campe, He mult oꝛdaine his watch in ſuch a place, 
that in the ſame at all times he may remaine warie and vigi⸗ 
lant, placing himſelfe in the moſte high and eminent ſeate ok all 
the corps de gard, to the intent that he may know and diſcern in 
due time euery particular accident that ſhall happen o2 ſucceed: 
and thereof iimmediatly aduertiſe his captaine of all, that hee 
may pꝛouide remedie with ſpeede, acco2ding as the caſe res 
guircs, Warily and ſecretly,cue at the cloſing of the night, vn⸗ 
till the bꝛight ſpꝛing of the Diana, and fay2e day light, he muſt 
o2dainc and place Sentine!s , and often ſearch and viſite them, 
with the aid of two of the captaines gentlemen of his compa- 
nic, called of the Jtalians Lanzze Spezzate , oꝛ might be ter- 
med :1n92c aptly , extzao:dinary Lieutenants, that he may al- 
wapes remapne vigilant and aſſured, to the intent hee be not 
aſſailed vnpꝛouided, to his great domage, and befoze he can giue 
warning of the enemie to the campe, which doth reft and lie in 
ſafetie in that quarter where he is, vnder his charge, care and 
diligence. Jn ſuch caſes he ought therefoze to imploy the beſf 
men he hath , that he neuer rell decetued in a matter of ſo great 
impaz⸗ 
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{mpo2tance , ſince that of thoſe which be but meane ſouldiers, 
02 as I map well terme them, negligent perſons , nothing elſe 
is to be looked fo2 at their handes, but crroz, loſſe, and danger. 
Moꝛedouer, he mult at the lcaſt cauſe the third part of his ſqua⸗ 
dꝛon to remayne t ſtand continuallyarmed at all pdynts, boty 
night and day, conſiſting of greater 02 leſſe quantitie of people, 
Accozding as the ſuſpition doth argue the neede of them to be 
ſmall o2 great: the Bargabnſiers hauing their flaſkes and fur- 
niture tied to their girdles, and their peetes readie charged, 
that vpon a ſodaine they may confend by ſkirmilh, accoꝛding to 
needfull occaſſion, andreadily reſiſt the enemy without flacking 
oꝛ any remiſſion oftime,vntill all the ſquadzon be put in oꝛder. 

Ve muſt be very circumſpect , that the reſt of the ſouldiers 
weapons, andp2incipally bis owne , be laid vp and placed in 
ſach o2der, one kinde being deuided from another, that in one 
inſtant they may be ſpeedily and readily armed: the which her 
muſt daily put in p:actiſe, and inure them withall , by fained 
alarmes, by ſpeciall commandement and of ſet purpoſe , which 
be molt neceCarie to be p:actiſed befo2c-hand fo2 diners hono- 
rable and impoꝛtant reſpedes, wozthie to be had in good conſt- 
deration, 

Therefoꝛe let him haue and carte a continual care, that their 
armes neuer remaine in anp confuſed o2der , the which ik her 
ſhould ſuffer, he ſhould find no doubt to be a great want: but the 
ſame may be pꝛeuented, and made eaſic, by accomodating the 
ÞPargabuſies in ranck one by one, vpon a boꝛd oꝛ banck:pᷣ pikes 
and coꝛllets, in oꝛder reared and hanged vpon ſome wall oꝛ o⸗ 
ther apt plate in the corps de gard, and vp ech particular wea⸗ 
pon and perte, every ſouldier ſhould haue a p2oper and ſpeciali 
mark befo2c-handmade whereby to know the ſame . Ye ought 
daily to inſtruc his ſquadꝛon eucrie one apart, howe to handle 
the weapon wherwith they ſerue: the Hargabuſier to charge r 
diſcharge nimbly, p pikeman to toſſe his pike w great derterity. 

Sentinels ought with great reaſon to be placed about the corps 

of gard, to the intent the ſame may be defended and kept w moze 

ſafety and ſecuritie. e himſelfe at the cloſing of the night, muſt 

place the firſt Sentinel, and fo conſequently the reſt, inſtructing 

them oꝛderly what maner they haue fo obſerne, and howe they 
ought to gouern thẽſelues in ſuch E as might inſuc:who 
2 are 
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are to remaine in Sentinel in winter and cold wealher, but one 
houre, oꝛ two at the moſt: but in ſommer, two 02 three houres 
befoꝛe they be changed: foꝛ which reſpect,that eucry one may be 
tared with equitie, let him firft make a iuſt diuiſion ofhis num⸗ 
ber, accoꝛdihg to the number of the houres in the night, and fol- 
ow! nn that pꝛopoꝛtiõ, let him ſee the ſame perfozmed, without 
fan? ng oꝛ omitting any,the which he may the moꝛe certainiy 
verbo me, if the names of his ſouldiers be witten ina roll, and 
when y 2oure-glaſſe hath run their time ( which is neceſſary fo: 
him to haue in his corps de gard then to pꝛicke their names, and 
place newe in their roomes, ſo ſhall ech ſouldier be partaker of 
the trauaile, and reſt marueilouſiy wel ſatiſfied, But fo2 that in 
wars, Canuiſados, Durp2tſcs, Dallics,ſuch like caſualties 4 a>- 
uertilementes be infinite, J will leaue the reſt to his owne vi⸗ 
gilant diſcretion, ⁊ ſuppoſe it needleſſe to aduertile him ofcucry 
particular point, moꝛe then that J haue and will touch in this 
my firſt booke of Vlilitarie directions, as caſcs moſte pꝛoper fo: 
pꝛiuate ſouldiers. I theretoze at this pꝛeſent thinke it ſufficient 
foꝛ a coꝛpoꝛall to know, y it is neceſſarp he ſhould ſo diſpoſe the 
matter though his pꝛouident pꝛouiſion, that all his people may 
be reduced into oꝛder, and already haue taken their weapons in 
their hands, befoꝛe the enemy giue charge vpon them. And ther⸗ 
fo:e in time and place of ſuſpition and danger, he muſt place loſt 
Sentinels without the watchwoꝛd, a good diſtance off, from the 
Corpes de garde, in places moſte ſuſpect. But in other places 
not needfull ſo much to be ſuſpeued, and that be nerer him, he 
ought to ſet Sentinels with the watch- woꝛd, ſo farre one from an 
other, as it ſhal ſeme vnto him reaſonable oꝛ requiſit, that they 
may inay2on the ground one within p fight of another,oz ſo vᷣ the 
enemy canot enter, oꝛ any eſpion iſſue without their knowledge. 
Ik great occaſton ſo demand, let him place togither ane hargabu⸗ 
lier, one armed pike, to the intent » the one may kep the enc⸗ 
mie far off, and in a certain ſoꝛt ſuſtaine his fury at the point of 
his pike, whilſt the Hargabuſicr with the diſcharge of his pere, 
giues arme to the corpes de garde ànd camp: which crployt may 
de the better perfoꝛmed, if a coꝛpoꝛall chippe of pikemen be iop⸗ 
ned togither with another of ſhot, Somtimes without making 
any noyſe oꝛ rumour, Arme is giuen to the campe , foz one of 
dhe two Scutinels may retyze , and make relation to the _ 
poza 
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pozall what hath appeared, bin ſ&ne,hard oꝛ happened, wherby 
he may ſpeedily with great ſilence gtue Arme to the gard, with- 
out leauing the plate of the Sentinel diſarmed, which they ought 
neuer to abandon, but at ſuch times as the enimie is manifeſtly 
diſconered. The occaſion of the Alarme being tertaine, at which 
time being retyꝛed, they muſt vnite themſelues togither with 
the ſouldiers of the gard, that they may all wholy in one com⸗ 
panie execute that which ſhall fall out beſt foꝛ their purpoſe, 
which is, to retyꝛe fighting oꝛ ſkirmiſhing to the Campe, actoꝛ⸗ 
ding to oꝛdinarie tuſtome, notwithſtanding by the o2der and 
appointment of thoſe Which haue authozitie to command them, 
as their Captaine, Sergeant Nlaior, &c. but neuer otherwiſe, 

Ve ought mo2coner to be circumſpect, that in the body of the 
watch a ſolemne ſecrete ſilence be kept, without ſingtng,b2aw- 
ling, oꝛ any rumour 02 noiſe, and ſpecially in the night, voth in 
reſpect ot the enimie, to heare when the Alarme is giuen, and to 
the intent that thoſe which reſt x fleepe, and are not pet in Sen- 
tinel, may be the moꝛe apt to reſiſt x apply themſelues to theſe 
factions x ererciſes, which are required of them with vigilant 
watchfulnes , ſince a man cannot without great difficultie re⸗ 
maine without lxpe oz reit, any much longer time then our 
nature is accuſtomed by ozdinarie courſe to beare, and therfo2e 
at the entrance of the corps de gard, he ought likewiſe tokeepe a 
p20per Sentinel appertaining to the gard , that neither friend 
noꝛ enimie comming out of the Campe oꝛ elſe where, ſhall be 
able to enter without palding the watchwozd : and in this Tozt 
muſt the Coꝛpoꝛall pꝛoced, euen vntill the Diana de ſounded 
thꝛough all the Canipe. Fo? other reſpects, I finally refer him 
to my following diſcourſe, which togither with that witten 
befoꝛe, it is requiſite he haue in perfea memoꝛie as well as the 
pꝛiuate ſouldier. 


Sixe ſpeciall points appertaining to ſouldiers of all forts. 


T is written in the Yiſtoꝛie of Pietro Bizari, touching the in⸗ 
credible and maraciions obedience of the Turk ih ſouldiers, 
that a certaine Gentleman at his returne from Conſtantino= 
ple did declare vnto the Carle of Salma, that he had ſæne foure 
mpꝛacles in the Turk:ifh dominions : which was, firſt an inft⸗ 
nite armie almoſt without number, conſiſting of moꝛe then 
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foure hundꝛed thouſand men. Setondlp, that amongit ſo many 
men, he ſaw not one woman. Thirdlp, p there was no mention 
made of wine. And laſt, at night when they had cryed with a 
bye voice Ala, which is God: there continued ſo great a ſilence 
thꝛough the whole campe , that cuen in the Pauilions they did 
not ſpeak but with a low ſoft voice, a thing woꝛthie to be admi- 
red, to the great ſhame of the confuſion of Chꝛiſtians: therefoze 
if the infidels obſerue ſuch frict viſcipline , why ſhould not we 
that be Chꝛiſtians indeuour our ſelues to ſurpaſſe them ther in: 
and begin with the Spaniard, the Salue and Auemaria, which 
they vſe thꝛiſe thꝛoughout their whole campe, recommending 
themſelues and their affaires to God, with great reuerente and 
ſlence, which J would wich to be continued vntill the diana, 
when togither with the ſound ofthe dꝛummes, the ſame might 
be with a cheerefull crie renued. But togither with ſilence to ſet 
downe certaine other vertues, take them here as Jfinde them 
w;itten. 
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Silence. 

In all places of ſeruice ſuch ſilence muſt be bſcd, that ſouldi⸗ 
ers may heare friends, and not be heard of enimies, as well in 
watch, ward, ambuſh, canuiſado, oz any other exploit: in which 
point conſiltcth oftentimes the lafetie oz perdition of the whore

Such obedience muſt be vſed, that none regard the perſons 
but the office to them appointed, diligentip obſeruing the ſame: 


; any offending to the contrarie, runneth into the danger ofthe 


law, foz longer then obedience is vſed and maintained, there is 


no hope ol god ſuccelle, 


Secretneſſe. 


Souldiers muſt be ſetrete, and haue regard that they diſcloſe 
nothing, though ſometimes they vnderſtand the pzetence ofthe 
— — The diſcloſers of ſuch , merite moſt cruell pu⸗ 
nilhment, 


Sobrietie. 
In Sob2iefie conſifteth great pꝛaiſ: to the ſouldiers , who 


vſing the ſa me are euer in e eee regard their 
dueties, 
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duties, and repꝛoue the raſh buſibodics, Dzunkerds,xc.are euer 
in danger ol punichment. 
Hudineſſe. 

The Captaines and ſouldiers that be hardie of courage, de 
much auailable in ſeruice, ſpetially ſuch as will ponder what 
may be the end of their enterpꝛiſe. Dome in times paſt haue 
hardly giuen the onſet, and after repented the ſame : but the 
p:aiſe of the aduiſed cannot be expzeſſed. 


Truth and Loyaltie. 

The vertue of loyaltie and truth is farre exceeding my capa- 
titie to w2ite , the pzaciſcs of the contrarie , are not wozthie of 
life, but to be ſone adiudged. Dubfile enimies appꝛoue to co2- 
rupt ſouldiers with giftes, and the diuell to entrap them with 
the ſweete intifing baites of le od lidertie. But ſince the reward 
of truth is enerlaſting life, « the vntrue and diſſembler loſcth 
the ſame in continuall darkenefſe, J traſt none of our countri- 
men will learne the one foz the other, will be falſe to his ſoue⸗ 
raigne,o2 flee from the aſſured piller of the Catholike faith:from 
which God keepe all god ſouldiers. | 


How a ſouldier may maintaine obedience,and keepe himſelfe 


in the fauour and good grace of his Captaine 
aud Generall, 


God ſouldier onght to haue conſideration, that ſince due 02, 

ders and lawes are the aſſured foundation 4 kay of cuerte 
ffate:and contrariwiſe, diſcoꝛd and diſobedience the ruine of all 
Realmes : ſo that ahane all things a well goucrned Generall, 
and a carefull Captaine , ought p2udently to foꝛeſie that their 
Campe and ſouldiers be paid and puniſhed with cquall exetu⸗ 
tion of tuſkice , not reſpecting perſon : yexlding to the offenders 
piaiſhment, and reward tothe vertucus : depꝛeſſing vice -and 
txalting vertue: vſing commendation to the god, and cozrection 
to the euill, ioyned with admaniſh ments ol magnanimitie, the 
which if they pꝛeuaile not, to chaſtiſe them: and as the god hul⸗ 
band doth plucke p werds out of the god tozne, tothe intent that 
the y by their wicked pernicious example, do not infec the reſt, 


C conleguently doth pꝛouide 5̊ no fault paſſe W no

valoꝛous ad vnrewarded: by which meanes he becomes (cared, 
fauourcd, obeyed, and beloucoof all the armie: euen ſo on the 
other fide , the god natured ſouldier muſt euer haue reſpect to 
ur pe the bondes of modeſt ie towards his ſuperiour, and yelb 
many thankes to Gad, that he hath giuen him ſo iuſt and vertu⸗ 
ous a Captaine and General, towards whom he muſt alwaycs 
r&ld like obcdicnce, that the ſonne doth to the father, being 
bound ſo to do by the diuine law, without ſhewing himſelfe op⸗ 
poſite to the oꝛder ofgenerall iuſt ice, no2 ingratefull fo2 his re- 
ceciued bencfites,but continvally by his god guiding in the one 
and the other, giue his Captaine iuſt cauſe to loue and like wel 
of him. 

Souldiers be euer bound fo obey the iuſtice and tommande⸗ 
ments of their ſuperiours: and the ſuperiours like wiſe to em- 
bꝛate the obedience of their ſouldiers, whileſt he doth ſe him⸗ 
ſelfe honourcd and obeyed of them, either in deeds op woꝛds, in 
carncft oz diſſembling. | 

Although the general oꝛ captaine were a right Sardanapalus, 
ſo that his lawes be obeycdall things fall out well: wherefoze 
a ſouldier ought with al his indeuourto be obedient to the law, 
with his whole heart loue his Captaine, and feare him with al 
his fo2ce. 

Cyrus being cruell, coucfous, miſerable, and an cracter of 
taxes, thꝛough iuſtice was beloued and obeped. 

Cambyſes, Marcus Cato, and Marcus Antonius, the two firſt 
beingſeuere and cruel, yet amongſt the ſouldicrs were maruel- 
loyly fauoured : and the third, although he was dꝛowned in the 
derpe and gaping gulfe of Lecherie, Gluttonie, and riotous gas 
ming, pet was he fo beloned of his armie , that his ſouldiers 
would haue ſuffered themſelues to be crutffied , to haue done as 
nie thing gratefull vnto him, and that chiefly through his 11s 
ſtice: and therefoꝛe it behoues a ſouldier to keepe inniolate the 
tartiall lawes of the field, But to touch the chiefeſt meanes 
whereby a ſouldier maybe dꝛawne fo obey to feare , and loue 
the Captaine, and altogither gaine his god liking and fauour, 
carie in mind what inſueth. 

Firſt, a ſouldier muſt pꝛeſume and perſwade himſelfe, that 
whatloeuer he doth in ſecrete , that it ſhall come to the knows 
ledge of the Captaine, whether it be god oz euill: which mm 
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if he be wiſe, wil reſtraine him from doing any thing pernici⸗ 
ons, 02 againſt þ marſhal law, oꝛ to the miſliking of þ Captain, 
and ſo ought to reſt in continual! doubt, leſt his cuill dxvs come 
to light, and to the cares of the ſupericur officers, that with the 
ſwoꝛd of iuſtice, the rod ofrcucnge, and the ſcepter of rule, may 
and will chaſtice him. Tf he remember this, no doubt he will 
line modeſtly, in obſeruing thoſc lawes which are commanded 
by the Captaine and Cenerall : foꝛ it behoues a ſouldicr ſtil to 
liue in ſuſpect ,that ſpials and infclligencers be euer pꝛeſont at 
his elbow , which no doubt will accuſe him foꝛ his euill beha⸗ 
uiour : of which ſozta Captaine and CGencrall haue great ſtoze 
to keepe the Campe and ſouldicrs in continuall ſuſpicion and 
feare. 

A ſouldier muſt euer ſhe d himſclfe grateful to his Captaine 
in woꝛds and deeds, by remaining patient in his adions, and 
not to vſe complaints in his ſpœches, ſuffering with quiet con- 
tentation the penurie of victuals, if the Campe ſhould want, ei⸗ 
ther thꝛough fault of the Generall, bareneſle of the countrie, 02 
otherwiſe by his negligence, 02 thzough the malignitic of foꝛ⸗ 
tune, that neither by water no2 land coꝛne and victuals can be 
bꝛought to them in ſafetie: wherefoꝛe he muſt weare out this 
want paticntly , # not with a melancholike countenance, make 
apparance of a wꝛathfull and furious perſon, by charging of the 
chiefetaine openly with thoſe wants: foꝛ which pꝛoceding, let 
him aſſure himſelfe that he ſhalbe cſteemed of euerie man an 
inſolent, ſeditious, and impatient ſouldier. 

Purmure not againſt thy Captaine with thy tongue, but ra- 
ther lament in thy heart thy euill foꝛtune, reſting content with 
that poꝛtion of viquals his ſergeant ſhall giue thee ſoꝛ that day, 
Seeme toyfull whileſt thy Captaine is merrie, and ſozrowſull 
when he is grieued, peelding comfozt and conſolation, togithcr 
with faithfull counſell, as the cauſe requireth. 

Shew not thy ſelfe full of wzath and malcontent, foꝛ want of 
thy wonted pay, although thou manifeſlly perteiue the ſame to 
pꝛoctede of the couetouſneſſe of thy Captaine: but diſſemble and 
ſhew him ſo grateful a ceuntenantce, that he thereby may be mo⸗ 
ned to pay the band, if not all, at the leaſt part. If theſe delayes 
pꝛocerde not by his fault, and that therefoꝛe he laments thy lin⸗ 
gring want: make free offer vnto him to ſuffer all lacke and diſ⸗ 
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commoditie fo pleaſure him withal, whereby he ſhalbe marucl- 
louſiy moued, and much moꝛe bound to loue a curtcons ſouldicr, 

Do not moleſt him with demanding moꝛe ſuccour and pꝛeſt 
money, then thou haſt neede ol, yea and that when needic kozce 
tonſtraincs. 

Report net any thing but that which is p2ofifable and bene⸗ 
fictall ſoꝛ the publike ſtate: ſoꝛ otherwiſe thou ſhalt be accoun⸗ 
teda malicious detraaour, inſolent, and inſuppoꝛtable, making 
reherſall of euerie little trifle , whereby hatred is gained in er⸗ 
change of gaining kauoꝛ. Faile ncuer in the diligent execution 
of thy duetie, and make ſhew of thy ſoꝛwardnes, euen purnoſelie 
with the ftrſt, cuen in thole things that appertaine not to thy 
tharge. 

Diſobep not the Captaines o2 Generals pꝛecents, no: with⸗ 
ftand the martial lawes: neither aſfirme that ani! thing is euit 
wꝛought which is done, fo2 it appertaines not 19a loyldier to 
repꝛehend: but to a counſellour to admoniſh. 

Do not impoꝛtune thy Captaine to reward thy trancll and 
ſeruice, but attend his liberalitie: foꝛ if thou become impoꝛtu⸗ 
nate, he will likewiſe become Marcus Craſſus , who at the firſt 
vſing great liberality, being confinually andouermuch craued, 
becaine at the laſt extreame couctcus. | 

Pꝛeſent him neuer with any thing,ſpectally with any thing 
of valour : foꝛ thy Captaine which hath no nerd of that which is 
thine , and percetuing thee fo pꝛeſent him that which is not coꝛ⸗ 
reſpondent to the merite of his woꝛthineſſe, will eſteeme the 
ſame to be done in maner of merchandiſe, as pꝛocteding of craft: 
but if thy Captaine demaund any thing vnder ſhew of pꝛaiſing 
and com nending the ſame, oz the beautie thereof it is then re⸗ 
iuiſite that the ſame be liberally beſtowed vpen him, it being a 
turteous demaund, which he commonly will magnificently res 
compence, as did Artaxerxcs. 

Accept neuer any thing of thy enimic ſouldier, neither re⸗ 
te iue any letter, yea if it ſhould be from thy father, without lp- 
cence of thy Captaine Senerall, as athing which onely apper⸗ 
taines to counſellers and chieftaines: fo2 thy Captaine would 
become iclous ouer thy fidelitie, ſuſpecting that thou wert coꝛ⸗ 
rupted. There is another note, ſpecially to aduertiſe all ſonl⸗ 
diers of, that they doe not rachly, neither of purpoſe dildaine to 
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be gouerned and commanded of a Captaine, which is perchance 
ef no ancient houſe, as an infinite number of fond and pꝛe⸗ 
ſumptuous fcllowes do now adapes: who being rude and ruſti⸗ 
call clownes, diſdaine to be guided by captaines, whoſe vaiour 
and vertue, and not whoſe ancient ſtocke , hath giuen them that 
degree , being alcended to ſo hye honour by the ſteppes ok vers 
tue: foꝛ J haue fence ſome that but lately haue left their necdles, 
their hammers, and their ſpades, hauing ſcarce ſeene a ball 
ſkirmiſh , but that they pꝛeſume themſclues to be expert ſoul⸗ 
diers, and will ſay, v hat is my captaines valour moꝛe then 
mine: Js not he of baſe degreꝛ as well as J: Not conſidering 
that we be all ſpꝛung out of one ſtocke, but that our valour and 
vertue hath made vs noble, as hath bene verifed in diuers 
Pꝛinces, kings and Cmperours , as Caius Marius, Lucius 
Quintus Cincinatus, Attilius Collatinus, Valentinianus, Nlaxi- 
numianus, Franciſco Carmognuolo, Julian Romero, and Nlon- 
chagon, beſides diuers others moe, which at this day doe line, 

being cralted by the degrees and way of vertue, to the tippe of 
ſuch pꝛaiſe as is moſt connentent to woꝛthy Captaines: and 
thereloꝛe no ſouldier ought to diſdaine to be gouerned by ſuch, 
whoſe vertue hath made noble their minds. 

And moꝛeouer, if ante ſuch a one that is become Capfaine, 
either by mcancs of fauour o2 vertue, be blotted with ſome 
vice 02 defect, pet we ought not to diſobey him: fo2 Cxlar was 
ambitions, great Alexander a dꝛunkard, Hanmball vnfaith- 
ſull, ernell, and without Religion , Fabius Maximus by linge⸗ 
ring cſlamed a coward, Marcellus raſh and vnaduiſed. And 
therefoꝛe although thy Captaine be accounted molt vicious, 
ret it he know how to gauerne and guide his charge, a ſouls 
dier muſt obcy hun, and neither calumnioullp repꝛehend 
him, no2 c92ruptly imitate and obſcrue his vices, but due lp and 
dircaly ſulfill his pꝛetepts: fo that no ſculdier 02 Centle- 
man, of lohat great houſe ſocucr, ought to diſdaine to be com⸗ 
manded of ſuch as haue riſen by vertue, to the Height of ho- 
nour, neither anp man, bow great of linage ſocuer he be, to 
diſdaine to accept leſſe degras then a Captaine : fo2 thele 
bee the ſteppes by the which hee muſk aſcende vnto higher 
dignitic, as manie auncient and noble perſonages haue 


Zone, who from infcriour degees by little and little haue 
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tome to ſuperiour, whercof the great Emperdur Caius Iulius 
Cæſat may be example: who being boꝛne of a noble houſe a- 
mongſt the Romans, was firlt choſen Pretor in Spaine (a baſe 
office in reſpect of his wo2thy parentage) as being reputed vn⸗ 
woꝛthy of any greater office, he did beare the ſame with a iop⸗ 
full mind, accepting it as a meane and beginning fo make him 
aſcend to the higheſt of Foꝛtunes whale, vnto the which the 
valoꝛ of his woꝛthy minde did aſpire, Theſe things conſidered, 
let no mã diſdain, how great a illuſtrous fo euer he be, p lo well 
deares of ſeruice, ſoꝛ by theſe ſteps he muſt aſcend to the thꝛone 
of ſtately gouernement. Jn ſum , becauſe J will not grow fc- 
dious, I conclude, that if any ſouldier would be beloued of his 
Captaine, let him ſtill obey and reuerence him, perfo:me his 
duetie and office willingly, and neuer imagine to do any thing 
that is not gratefull to him, but feare t obcy the law of armes, 
which he muſt impꝛint perfectly in his heart, and haue conti- 
nually in memoꝛie, as here in oꝛder do pꝛeſentlp incue. 


Martiall and Militarie lawes, whereunto ſouldiers of all degrees 
mult be ſworne, to keepe and maintaine inuiolated at all 
times and in all places, whether they ſerue 
Emperor, King,or Prince. 


1 F Irſt, he p contrary to the woꝛd of God ( whom in al our aci- 
ons we mult firſt haue reſpect vnto ) doth maintaine, per⸗ 
ſwade, fauour any infidelitie, hereſie, ſchiſme, ſtrange oꝛ new 
religion whatſoeuer, and doth not cleaue to the Chꝛiſtian faith, 
ſhall incurre the law appertaining. 
2 Item that thoſe which without the keare ol God deſpiſe and 
deride his holy woꝛd, be puniſhed accoꝛdinglp. 

3 Item that no man ſpeake againlt the Chꝛictian catholike 
faith, neither w2tfe againſt the ſame, 

4 Item that no ſouldier of what ſoeuer degree 92 office he be, 
do bzeake, polis, abuſe, oꝛ pꝛophane anp church. 

5 Item that no fouldier emit oꝛ abſent himſelfe from diving 
ſeruice , if his Pꝛinces v2gent affaires will admit him to be 
pꝛeſent.

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Item that contrariwiſe, no man be ſo hardy to outrage any 
zealous man, either in word, deede , 02 any other ſiniſter 
meanes, but inlicw thercof,carric areucrent reſpec to all and 
euerie of them, 

$ Jtem that in like ſoꝛt no man go about to defloure', com⸗ 
mit adnlteric oz foznication, with virgins, wiues o2 widowes, 
neither by fo2ce , neither by other accident ( vnlefſe the partie 
were conſenting, andthe matter ſecrete, which neuerthelelle is 
not lawful befoze the face of God) vpon paine of death without 
mercie, 

Item that no ma ſhal deſtrop, ruinate, endomage, oꝛ ſet on 
fire any ſacred place, without licence of p Captain oz General, 

10 Item togither with theſe foꝛeſaid religious caſes,02 any o⸗ 
ther, whoſocucr ſhal blaſpheme, rente, 4 hozribly ſweare by the

Allo it behoueth, as J ſaid befoꝛe, that all ſouldiers 
defend all pꝛieſtes of godly calling, and all ſpiritual pcrſons; 
but now adaies they be yp firſt to whom abuſe rs offered of what 
opinion oꝛ religion ſoeuer they be: but Cod no doubt wil iuſtly 
plague all ſuch beloꝛe they be aware, and when they leaſt ſul⸗ 
pocd it. 

15 Item that euerie ouldier (hall ſerue, and is by the law of 
armes bound by long cuſtome to ſcruc thirtie dayes ſoꝛ cues 
ric moneth, and after that rate he (hall receiue his moneths 
Wages. 

15 Item, if that any ſouldier haue reteiued his moneths wa⸗ 
ges aſoꝛchand, oꝛ any part thereof, and departeth without laue 
oꝛ paſpoꝛt from his Captaine, and hath not ſerued toz it, he oz 
thep appꝛehended, Mall fo2 the ſaid offence be indged to die.

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Item he that by theft ſhould ſteale 02 rob the armoꝛ, wea⸗ 
pong, oꝛ hoꝛſes, oz other thing from anie other, ſeruing againſt 
the enemies, ſhall die. 

56 Item hee that ſhould ranſome oꝛ taxe, oz otherwiſe mil⸗ 
vſe the people of the countrie, except they chould be enemies 02 
rebels to the pꝛince, ſhalbe greatly puniſhed, 

Item he that ſhall play at any game foꝛ his armoꝛ, wea- 
pons 02 hozſcs, which are w2itfen vpon the roll, oz thꝛough his 
negligente ſhall loſe them, oz lend, giue away, oz lay them to 
pawne,let hun die. 

Item he that goeth further then two hund2eth ſteppes 02 
pacesfrom his quarter, without licence of his captain, ſpecially 
when the campe looketh o2 ſtaieth to be aſſaulted by the ene⸗ 
mies, except he ſhould be ſent fo2 by his heades, ſhalbe puniſhed 
with death, 

Item he that ſhall goe longer then the houre appointed in 
the night abꝛoad, in the campe wandꝛing, except hee ſhould be 
ſent by his ſupertours foꝛ a matter of weight, from head captain 
to head captaine, by a counter- token, ſhall be cruelly puniſhed.

Item if any capfaine fo2 coꝛruption fake, ſhal nine licence

Item that no ſculdter ſhould goe out of the campe in the

97 Item ik there be any man that (yall infringe, and not 
maintaine, confirme, and to his power diligentlp and dutifully 
keepe and obſeruc theſe articles afo2cſaid , ſuch ſhall as periu⸗ 
red perſons with all ſeueritie be puniſhed : And if ante ſouldicr 
- 02 ſouldiers ſhall offend in ante maner of thing that doth be- 
long and appertaine fo the dutie of a ſouldier, whercof there is 
no mention made in theſe articles, ſuch an offender ſhalbe pu⸗ 
niſh2d at the diſcretion of the. Parſhal of the field and Oenerall. 


Theſe articles muſt be opfly read in the pꝛeſente of the chief 
Captaines, by the notary oꝛ ſcribe of the Court, and after that 
they be read, the oth ſhall be miniſtred vnto euery man by the 
pretor in this wile, oꝛ the like woꝛdes, to the ſame end and pur⸗ 
pole : ſpeaking vnto the whole companie, and ſaying : My bꝛe⸗ 
thꝛen and friends, that are here pꝛeſent, you haue heard the ar- 
ticles of our ſoueraigne, containing the chicfe and p2incipall 
points of our rights and lawes of the feld, and of the oath, and 
the maner thereof, which cucry ſouldicr onght fo take. All 
pot therefoꝛe that do mcane faithfutly and valtantly fo obſerue, 
maintaine, fulfill, confirme, and kepe the foꝛeſaid articles, let 
him heere now either openly refuſe to be a ſouldier, oz with me 
hold vp his finger, and ſap aftcr me. 

All thcle articles which haue bene openly red onto vs, we 
hold and allow as ſacred and good, and thoſe will we teuely and 
Noutly confirme, fulfill, maintaine, and kepc ſo helpe vs God, 
and his deuine woꝛd, Amen. 

Theſe articles with others, which fo2 tediouſneſſe J omit, 
would be publiſhed, ſome vpon paine of death, ſome with grea⸗ 
ter, and ſome with leſſe puniſhment, fo cucrte one that doth of- 
kend, without anie remiſſion oꝛ foꝛgiucneſĩe, oꝛ regard of bloud, 
degree, kindꝛed, oꝛ friendſhip: ſpetially at the beginning to lie 
in cainpe, whereby the army may the better be (et in good oꝛ⸗ 
der, and to make it fearcfull of God, of iuſtice, and of the Ge- 
nerall, with loue and fcare, 

The execution hcereof onely appertaineth to the Paiſter of 
the Campe, foꝛ the hearing, oꝛdering, and determining of cauſcs 
of tulkice vnder the Generall , as the Lieutenant of a Citie 02 
Towne, deputic,foz the pzince. Foz the maiſter of the Campe is 


the 
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the chief of the oꝛders. who hath place in the field in many things 
as p2incipall nert to the Generall, who hath the chicfc gouerns 
ment in pitching the campe, and diſlodging. 

B2tefly from the General downward, it is the greateſt charge 
and burden that is in the armie, and therſoze it is requiſite that 
he haue good knowledge and remembzance of all the oꝛders 
whereby the warres is to be gouerned, and that he be of good 
p2actiſe and erpertence,and duly obe ped. 

But ſuch caſes as are capital and ofgreaf impoꝛtance, ſhould 
be heard and determined by the Generall and his iudges: It ſuſ⸗ 
ficeth that God ts the knower and determiner, and nert vntg 
him his deputies vpon earth: who kailing to do iuſtice, either 
fo2 zeale, loue, oꝛ hatred, ſhal yald account thereof be foꝛe the di⸗ 
Line iudge, and this law cannot be auoided by vs, but we ſhalbe 
cited and called by way of appcalc. . 


Briefe notesof other meane offices, as Drums, Fifes, Sur- 
geans, and the Clarke of the Band. 


J)Kums and Fifes muſt be choſcn of able qualities and per® 
ſonage, ſecret and ingenious, ſkilfull in the ſound and vſing 
of their inſtruments, which muſt warne as the mouth ofa man 
to all intentes of ſeruice, diligent in times conuenient to in⸗ 
ſtruſt ſouldiers in the ſame, that none by ignozance neglect their 
duties. Cheſe be oftetimes ſent on meſſages, impoꝛting charge, 
which of neceſſitie require languages, ſometimes to ſummon 
oꝛ command the enemies to render, ſometimes carrie ranſomes, 
oꝛ redeeme, oꝛ conduct pꝛiſoners. Many other thinges to them do 
appertaine,as befoze is rehearſed, xc. 
A chy2urgion is neceſſarp to be had in euerie band, who ought 
to be an honeſt man, ſober, and cf good counſell , ſkill in his ſci⸗ 
ente, able to heale and cure all kind cf ſo2es, wounds, e ariefes: { 
to take a bullet out of the fleſh and bone, and to ſlake the fire of 
the ſame,and that he haue all his tooles and inſtrumentes with 
other nete ſſarie ſtuffe, as oples, balmes, ſalueg, ſtepꝛes, roulers, 
bolſters, ſplenters, and all other thin de tothe ſcience belonging) 
which alſo ought to haue courage fo: his patient, and allowed 
ſtuffe, he ſhall readily im plop his indaſtrie vpon the ſoꝛc and 
wounded, and not intermedling with others, to his own charge 


noiſome. Such be placed with the __ „and lodged neere 
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to the capfaine , and neere their baldꝛickes in time of fight, 
which by law of the field is their charter. 

The Clarke of a band would be a man choſen of a diſcrete 
behauiour, ſuch a one as hath the vſe of his penne and ſkilfull 
in Arithmaticke, who mult haue a booke in the which hee muſt 
wꝛite all the names of the ſouldiers appertaining to the band, 
diuiding euerie weapon by themſelues, that they may be the 
rcdier to be multred, 4 otherwiſe to be placed in oꝛder of march, 
at watch and ward the clarke mult be attentiue with his booke 
to call euery mans name, to ſ& who is abſent , and that ccrtift- 
cate thereof be made vnto the taptaine, who mult as befoꝛe is 
rehearſed, without ſickneſſe 02 ſome licence of the head officers 
ſce him oꝛ them puniſhed to the example of all others, Ve muſt 
ſometimes in the watch and ward, read vnto the ſouldiers, the 
Militarie lawes and directions, cauſing firſt a ſolemne ſilence 
to be made, and then p2ocecde in reading, eramining, and con⸗ 
ferring with euerie particular and common ſouldier, touching 
his memoꝛie of theſe thinges, foꝛ his full inſtruction, Allo the 
Clarke is to take charge of the captaines munition, who ſeeing 
it deliuered vnto the ſouldiers, muſk take note how much is de⸗ 
linered, vnto whom, and what date of the moncth it is deline⸗ 
red, with the pꝛiſe. Likewiſe he mult repapꝛe to the Clarke of 
the victuals , and by the Captains warrant recetue ſuch bꝛead, 
beere,and other viquals, as is to be had, and to deliutr it to thoſe 
that ſhalbe thought by the Captaine to be of credits, to viquall 
the band by the pꝛinces p2tce, and to take tickates of them as 
well foꝛ that it is deliuered vnto them, as what thep doe deliucr 
vnto ſouldiers. Alſo he mult in the captaines name and by his 
warrant repaire vnto the merchantes and other artificers, and 
take ſuch wares as the officers and ſouldicrs haue ned of, who 
mult at the pate date by the Captaine be anſwered . Alſo pꝛo⸗ 
uided that the victualler alloweth but the Souldier fir pence 
a date, the ouerplus goeth to their paiment of furniture and 
apparell. | 

The Clarke muſt off peruſe the tickates to ſce! that no more 
be deliuered them their wages come fo, that the captains therby 
receiue no loſſe, The clark ought to inquire when any be depar⸗ 
ted this woꝛld, allo when any be ſlaine, and diſcharged the band, 
and to make a iuſt note thereof, wherby certificate may be made 


to 
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to the muſter maſter, that y Pꝛince in no wayes may be hinde 
red, neither the Captaines by the victuallers reteiue any detri⸗ 
ment oꝛ loſſe. Finally, he muſt vpon the repoꝛt of the Coꝛpoꝛals 
oꝛ other officers, finde and pꝛocure of the Captaines, reliefe fo: 
the ſicke and wounded ſouldiers and pꝛiſoners, which cught to 
be redeemed out ofthe enimies hand,

T2 knit vp this firſt diſcourſe of Pilifarie directions , and 

martiall lawes, ſpecial care muſt be had to pꝛouide one man 
amonalt the many ſcoꝛes of ſouldiers , that may gouerne and 
direct in ſpiritual cauſes, who onght to be wiſe, learned, honeſt, 
ſober, patient, and of exemplare life: who mult offer vp dayly 
ſacrifice of thankes foꝛ his whole companie, mult infkruct them 
to be penitent, confeſſant, and reſtoꝛe to euerie man his right: 
to communicate in Catholike and Chꝛiſtian manner, ſo okten 
as they can, chiefly at ſpectall times appointed dy the Church, 
and befoꝛe any dangerous attempt, to feœde them with holeſome 
fode of learned inſtrudions, wherein they may learne how to 
liue, and ſo conſequently to teach their companies their ducties 
towards God and their P2tnce , and to giue ghoſtly counſcl and 
ſpirituall reliefe vnto the ſicke , wounded , weak in bodic oz 
in conſcience, and that ſuch be well armed with ſpirituall ar- 
mour, that is » with god knowledge and god liuing, readie to 
perſwade them mankullp to withſtand their enimies, the fleſh, 
the diuel, the woꝛld and deſperation, putting them in ſure hope 
thꝛough y equitie of their cauſe, their confo2mitie to the church, 
and their firme faith in our ſauiour Jeſus Chꝛiſt, to enter into 
the campe of euerlaſting life, where they ſhall ride amongſt the 
ſouldiers on white hoꝛſes, clothed in white and pure ſilke, crow⸗ 
ned with bꝛight triumphant garlands, as the ſcriptures do wit⸗ 
neſſe. This and ſuch like belongs vnto ſuch perſonages as take 
care of the ſouldiers in a warlike band, 

Now then to conclude, ⁊ to make an end of my firſt diſcourſe, 
J would wich all valiant minded ſouldters , carefully to carrie 
in mind thoſe pꝛecepts which are p2oper and due vnta.a pꝛiuate 


ſouldier, which J partly haue collected and ſet downe in this 
Y 3 chazt 
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ſhoꝛt pamphlet, that when he ſhalbe called vnto a hyer offite, be 
may deſeruedly aſcend the third ſteppe of martiall office, and ſo 
by degrees rile to the height of ſupꝛeme gouernment, 


Ho pikes are to be carried in aray, march, or battaile, 


7 Vole that are appointed fo carrie pikes in aray of rankes o: 

batteil , muſt know that pikes amongt all other weapons 
that belongs to ſouldiers, is of greateſt honoꝛ and tredite: and 
truely, whoſocuer doth carte and manage the ſame weapon wel 
and with god grace , doth make a verie beautifull and pleaſant 
ſhew to the beholders, and chiefly when it is carted vpon the 
ſhoulder, ſuſtained and ſuppoꝛted with a god grace, and the hand 
that doth ſuſtaine it be on that ſide the ſhoulder where it is pla; 
ced, and with i/ Combedo alto. 

They mult likewiſe be aduertiſed which march in the foz- 
molt rai:ckes, it they be vpon the right ſide, to hold their pikes 
continually in marching in the right hand, and vpon the right 
ſhoulder withdut euer changing it: and ſo likewiſe being vpon 
the left ſide of the ranck, to hold it alwayes vpon p left ſhoulder: 
thoſe that be in the midſt of the ranckes haue libertie to vic that 
ſide y is beſt fo; their tommoditie, either vpon the right 02 left 
hand, and to moue their pikes from ſhoulder to ſhoulder at their 
choiſe and pleaſure : It is true that the iuſt carping of the pike 
of thoſc that march in the midſt of the ranckes, is to hold it vpon 
the left ſhoulder , + to carie their right hand behind vpon their 
dagger, 02 vpon their ſide, and ſogencral'y all, as well they 
that be in the midſt , as thoſe that be in the head of the ranckes 
are to obſerue this o2der, to carie that hand which is at libertie 
behind them, 02 vpon their ſides, Let him march then with a 
god grace, holding vp his head galantly , his pace fall of graut- 
tie and ſtate, and ſuch as is fit foꝛ his perſon, and let his bodte 
be ſtraight and as much vpꝛight as is poſſible , and that which 
moſt impoꝛts, is that they haue alwares their eyes vpon their 
compamons which are in rancke withthem , and befoze them, 
going iuſt one with the other, + keping periite diſfance with⸗ 
out committing erroꝛ in the leaſt pace oꝛ ſtep, and euerie pace 
and motion with one accoꝛd and conſent, they ought to make at 
one inſtant time. And in this lozt ail the ranckes entyꝛelp are

to go, ſometimes ſoftly, ſometimes faſt, actoꝛding to the ſtroke 
of the dzum, The hele and tippe of their pikes would be equal⸗ 
Iy holden , both of lengthand height, as ncere as is poſſible, to 
auoid that they fall not out to be by bearing them otherwiſe, 
like vnto D2gan pipes, ſome long, ſome ſhoꝛt. The meaſure + 
pꝛopoꝛtion thereof, to hold the hale of the pike is this, It is 
neceſſaric foꝛ him to haue an eye to the rancke that doth march 
befo2e him, and ſo carrie the butte end 02 hiele of his pike, that 
it may be iuſt oner againſt the ioynt of the ham of the ſouldicr, 
that in march ſhall be ſtraight befoꝛe him: and ſo cuerte one 
from hand to hand muſt obſerue the p2opo? tion of that height, 
that is right behind vpon the ioynt of the knee, fo2 by doing ſo 
they cannot commit errour, carying in their march that lenge 
that is vnder that arme that ſuſtaines and carries the pike of 
iuſt and euen pꝛopoꝛtion, by mouing their pace right vnder the 
ſtaffe of the pike, going in their march, as J haue ſaid befo2e, 
iuſt and euen, with a galant, ſtatcly, and ſumpteous pace: fo: 
by doing ſo, they ſhalbe eſtxmed, honoꝛed, aad commended of the 
lokers on, who ſhall take wondcrfull delight to behold them 
march in that oꝛder. 
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MILITARIE DIRECTIONS, 
WHEREIN IS SET DOWNE THE 


office of a Sergeant, Enſigne bearer, Lieutenant, 
and the Gentlemen of a a band, how to traine, 
ſkirmiſh, and diſcouer, 


And firſt, the Office of the Sergeant of a Band, 


Inte euerie officer though his continuall ererciſe 
and dayply diligence in executing his charge, doth 
attaine vnto perfite experience by dayly p2aciſe, 
which is as it were conuerted into nature: there⸗ 
| foze he which determines with himlelfe to be ac⸗ 
counted ſufficient and of abilitic, to diſcharge the place of a god 
Sergeant ofa band, with a foꝛ ward intent to learne and b& 
thoꝛowly inſtructed, ought firſt to be a ſouldier that hath ſane 
much, and a Co2pozall of god experience, actoꝛding to the dire⸗ 
rections of my firſt boke: Jn which two romes if is verie con- 
uenient, that he haue taſted and bene pꝛeſent at great diuerſitie 
of ſeruice, > warlike enterp2iſes, and to carrie a reſolute mind 

to delight in p ererciſe of this office, to the end he be not found 
therin irreſolute and ignoꝛant: and that like wiſe he fatlenot in 
the readie perfoꝛming of any enterpꝛiſe, when martiall affaires 
do call him foꝛth to put the ſame in execution. 

Firſt ot all it is verie requiſite that he haue moſt perfitely in 
memoꝛie, the number of all the ſouldiers of the band, and di⸗ 
ſtinctly with what weapons they are armed, what quantitie of 
Coꝛllets and pikes, how many armed and diſarmed carrie ſhoꝛt 
weapons, what number of hargabuſiers with murrians and 
without, how many mulket-eares, how many light armed 
pikes and targets of pꝛofe, that the better t moze redily vpon a 
ſodaine, he map put the company in oꝛder. 

He mult euer plant the beſt armed in plates moſt neceſſarie, 
as at the front and backe, the right and left ſide of a ſquare. ——_ 
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fzff ranck in oꝛdinarie long marthing, p targets of pꝛote muſt 
go in as a readie roner and bulwarke againft the enimies ſhot: 
next to them the mnſkety2zes, then the hargabuziers, and after 
them the armed slight armed pykes: amidſt whoſe ranckes he 
muſt at al times plate p Enſigne, garded with halberds oꝛ bils, 
then againe the light armed and armed pikes, hargabuſe and 
muſket-eares, and laſt of ali targets of p;ofe : by this equalitie 
of deuiſion,Þ whole band at one inſtant ſhalbe readie to receiue 
any ſuddain ſurpꝛiſe of the enimy. The ſergeant carrying theſe 
things in his mind, hauing laid a diſtinct plat, he may verie ea⸗ 
ſily varie their fozme and oꝛder as he ſhall be appointed, and as 
the ſituation of the place doth require, oꝛ the accidents of warre 
do conſtraine. 

Ye mult neuer woꝛke bnwarily,o2 at al aduentures, and ten- 
ding to no determined purpoſe, as thoſe that doe not remember 
the perfite rules and reckonings of their office, whereof there be 
now adaycs ouer many , foz when it is neteſſarie fo2 them to 
alter their ozder, and that perfozce they muſt quite change the 
fozme and faſhion that then they obſerue, they know not which 

ö way to begin. Thereſoze to the end his oꝛder and ranckes may 
be to the purpoſe dnely and direuly changed, and with facilitie 
diſpoſed : let him euer diſſeuer and deuide one part of his wea⸗ 
pons from another, caufing encry one to turne and enter into 
their ranckes and oꝛder by themſelues, ſo ſhall he p2oced in ta⸗ 
king away, ſetting foꝛ ward, and intermiring one ſoꝛt of rancks 

þ within another very oꝛderly. And thereby the ful pzopoztion of 

| his bad ſhalbe frame d, as he hath determined, oz as it is deuiſed 
by him that commands, either in marching fozward and back- 
ward, oz in turning without diſoꝛder, by 3.5. 7.92 9. in a ranck, 

p as the Lieutenant, Captaine, o2 Sergeant Maio appoints, 

* He ought euer to beware that in oꝛdering the rancks, and ap ⸗ 

pointing the ſouldiers their plates, that they begin not to make 
debate oz ſtomake one another foꝛ dignitie of place, the which 

doth oftentimes fal out to their great anop and domage, and the 

officers tedious toile, foꝛ in enterpꝛiſes of great impoꝛ tante, e⸗ 

uen in the pꝛeſente of the inuading enimp, ſome vaine gloꝛious 

fellowes are accuſtomed to ſtriue fo the chiefeſt places: the 

which romes by all reaſon x of duetie appertaine tothe beſt ar; 

med, and not to any others, whoſe vnre wlyrachnes may be the

ruine of the whole band. @Zherefoze fit and conuenient places 
are to be obſerued with humilitie, the naked in their places, 
and the armed in theirs: but to touch one point which we haue 
alredie ſpoken of, J iudge it moſt conuenient that the armed 
( thoſe foꝛ ſkirmich ercepted) muſt remaine in Maine ſtands 
and battailes, as ſonie ſap, lo abide by the ſtake,who ought to be 
ſo wel armed as they may beare and ſuppoꝛt the blowes ol their 
enimies, and reſiſt any furious charge, either of hoꝛſemen oz 
ſwtemen. Whereas beſides their well ozderedranckes, by rea⸗ 
fon they be armed they make a moꝛe galant ſhew: giuing cou⸗ 
rage to thy owne people, and diſcourage to the enimie, and in 
p:ofc are moꝛe pꝛoſitable then the diſarmed, who remaining in 
their romes, the tontrarie ſucteds. 

The Sergeant of the companie muſt haue \ peciall regard 
when victuals cannot be had fo2 moncy, by ſoꝛage 02 otherwile, 
to make repatre togither with the clarke of the band, to the pꝛin⸗ 
cipal munitions, that his companie fal not of famine: and ſrom 
thence pꝛocure to haue ſo much as he wel ca, oꝛ as is cduenient, 
and acco2ding to his reteiued oꝛder, ſo muſt he depart and diſtri⸗ 
bute all manner of munitions amongſt the Coꝛpoꝛals, that euc⸗ 
rie one of them may giue to their ſouldier their poztion. 

The like ought he to ble, touching powder fo2 the HBargabu⸗ 
ſyꝛes and Pulketyꝛes, lead foꝛ bullets. match fo2 them fo burne, 
and ech thing elſe whercof they haue nede, to the end they may 
alwayes remaine in oꝛder, and be verie well pꝛonidedand ſto⸗ 
red, as nere as is poſſible}, e as is molt tonuenient and to pers 
ſwade the (ouldier that to gaine a place of ino2c actount,he will 
ſpare his pay to arme himſclfe the moꝛe bꝛauelp. He muſt like⸗ 
wilc haue diligent eye, that the ſaid munition of match 3 pows 
der be conſerued warilp from wetting , and kept with a ſpcciall 
ſpare t om vatimely ſpending: ſoꝛ this pꝛouident pꝛecept doth 
impoꝛt ver ie much in all enterpꝛiſes, by reaſon that the negli⸗ 
gence of the Sergeant, touching this neecCarie fozefight x care, 
bath bene the cauſe that the hot haue not bene abls readily to 
perloꝛme their duties acco2ding to the avpointed determinati⸗ 
ons, oꝛ as neteſſitie did require, by reaſon of their vnwarie k- 
ping their munition in wet weather, oz their generall want 
thꝛough vain milpence, by which meanes many 2 moſt notable 
trrozs haue ſuccœded of great loſſe and moment, x to the hinde⸗ 

rance, 
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rance, ſhame, and totall ruine of a whole companie oꝛ campe. 
TCherfoꝛe it is moſt expedient that the Sergeant, togither with 
the ſeuerall coꝛpoꝛals, do diligently and narrowly examine, vi⸗ 
ſite, ſearch, and view the p2oper flaſkes, tutch- boxes, pockets, x 
other places where the ſouldiers are actuſtomed to carie x kepe 
their powder and match, and peruſe diligently all thoſe things 
without negligence, faining, oꝛ fauouring:diuers haue receined 
great ignomie x ſhame in their office, foꝛ want of p perfoꝛmãce 
thereof: wheras by carytna a contrary care, thep haue bene vni⸗ 
uerſaliꝑ wel thought ok, and commended of al god ſouldiers and 
valiant Captaines. Therefoꝛe as occaſton doth ſerue and offer, 
he may admoniſh, put in minde, and repꝛehend with derteritie 
the ſouldiers onder his charge and guiding. To him it apper⸗ 
taines to lay his helping hand about al things neceſarie ſoꝛ his 
tompanie, as well in pꝛouiding ſoꝛ them, as diſpencing, oꝛ de⸗ 
ferring neceſſarie charges except foꝛ the pꝛouiſion and deuiding 
of lodgings, which is the office of the Furricr oꝛ Harbinger, 
who ought to be very tracable, diligent, + altogither officious, 
not being partial to any one foꝛ peculiar pꝛofite oꝛ picaſure, and 
therfo2e it is neceſlarie a Sergeant ſhould know how to wzite, 
fo2 it is hard by memoꝛie to diſcharge his charge. 

The Sergeant muſt be carcful to actompanie, at the houre aps 
pointed, the guard to the place of the watch, in going vp and 
bdowne alongtt their lanckes when he hath placed them in 02s 
der, to ſce them keepe due diſtance , make the Laumband, march 
in ſtraight line, with their ranckes carrie their armes in con- 
fo:zmable pꝛopoꝛtion: and if vpon pleaſure they gine a vol 
of ſhot in paſſing, to aduertiſe them to doe it o2derly with 
due ſoꝛme, one rancke after another, as they paſſe ouer againſt 
the Generall , oz other great officer 02 perſonage , and not in a 
confuſed ſo2t altogither, oꝛ by paces, | 

Ulhen he ts arriued at the Coꝛps of gard, and hath placed | 
eucry one in oꝛder. and pꝛouided ſoꝛ all things neteſſarie fo? the | 
watch of that night, he muſt then giue his aduiſe and counſell 
to the Co2pozals , that they keepe god oꝛder in their Sentinels, 
pea ſometimes and verie often, it is god that he himſelfe aide 
them to choſe ont the moſt fit places foꝛ them to ſtand in, to the 
end that the circuit of ground, which ſoz all their ſaftics is to be 
kept,may bc conuentently garded. 
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At the ioyning of the day x the night, oꝛ ſomWwhat later, he ſhal 
ſccretly giue the Co2pozals the watchwoꝛd, with the which they 
are to gouerne the gard as wel by night as day: the which woꝛd 
by the commandement of his Captaine, he muſt pꝛocure the 
Sergeant maioꝛ to giue him, oꝛ of ſome other that ſhall haue the 
charge to giue the ſame foz want of his pꝛeſente, oz in place of 
this great officer. ? 

He muſt arme himſelfe in ſuch ſoꝛt, that he be no leſſe apt then 
any other ſouldier to be able at time of nerd, both to defend bim⸗ 
lelfe, and offend the enimie: touching which cffect, Dube Octa- 
uio Farne ſe in the expedition of 12000, fotemen and 6. hozſes 
men, which Paulus the third Pope of Rome ſent into Germa⸗ 
nie againſt the Lutherans in aid of Charles the fiff, did diſpoſe, 
that all the @crgeants of his bands ſhould arms themſclues 
with hargabuzes and murrians : ſaying, that ſo great a number 
of valiant men being Sergeants, as was in ſo great an aſſem- 
blie and expedition of ſuch impoztance, it was neither god noz 
commendable, that they ſhould onely be armed With the ir hal⸗ 
berds, and therefoꝛe he ought to haue his Page oꝛ Muchacho 
ſecond him with thoſe furnitures : Neither ſemes it inconue⸗ 
nient, but hauing placed in oꝛder all things pertaining to his 
office , that he plate himſelfe in ranke with the reft of the ſoul⸗ 
dicrs, yet in ſuch a place as he may eafily depart from thence 
when neceClitie calles him away, to refoꝛme 02 bſe remedie to 
any diſoꝛder he budexſtands of. 

He mult with derteritie p2oc&d in repꝛehending and crho2- 
ting the ſouldiers to kepe their duc oꝛder, and not to diſband 
and ſtray abzoad , but vpon nedfull and lawfull occafions, and 
to take oꝛder in all other particular points, which are requiſite 
tobe obſerued fo2 the honour and p2ofite of the companie, which 
N are chicfelp to be pꝛocured and odſerued by other ol⸗ 

rs. 

Let him beware and abſfaine from beating of ſouldiers at 
any time, that thereby he grow not odius: foꝛ it is not conue⸗ 
nient noz comely fo2 an officer to ſtrike a ſeuldier, foꝛ thereby 
he ſo offends, that he doth incurre the paine fo receiue pu- 
niſhment fo2 ſo doing, of his Capfaine oz the maſter of the 
Campe, | | 

Ve mult be diligent,carefull,and vigilant in all his 9 
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foꝛ in this office, diligence and dexteritie is both to the purpoſe 
and molt neceffarie. 

It is neteſſarie he be alwaies confo2mable vnto the ſergeant 
Maioꝛ, by imitation and obedience in action, and like his ſha⸗ 
dow, to ſecond him in all his doings: Df whom he may alwaies 
receiue info2mation and oꝛder of all ſuch things as be neceſſarp 
loꝛ ſeruice of his band. And of him he may learne to pꝛoceede by 
confa2mitic, in that which is conuenient fo2 his office. Foꝛ hce 
that is in tompanie with menof vertue and valoz, that be of ' 
moꝛe excellent qualitie then he himſelfe, thall ener reape ſome 
p2ofite, and the rather fo2 that he is bound to be in the ſight, and 
nere about the ſergeant aioꝛ, at all ſuch fimes as anie thing 
is to be done: where he ought with a good eare, and diligent epe, 
nine readie attendance, to exetute ſuch commiſſion as ſhall be 
giuen him : ſpecially thoſe which appertaines fo the oꝛdering 
of the ranckes, and euerie thing elſe whatſoeuer without do⸗ 
ing ante thing vpon his owne iudgement, but conferre with 
that great officer, towards whom he muſt alwaies be courteous 
and confo2zmable, and with an obedient and beneuolent minde, 
diligently imitate him. 

J ſuppoſe it moꝛeouer neteſſarie as J ſaid befo2e, that he be 
able to w21tc and read, conſidering the infinif number of things 
which are to paſſe thzough his hands, and which he ought to exe⸗ 
cute foꝛ the bencfite of his tompanie, which cannot be alwaics 
oꝛdered, diſpoſed, and guided only by memoꝛie: So conſquently 
the ſergeant is to take diligent x care of all the foꝛeſaid thinges 
to execute the pointes of his office ſpeedily , and to rebuke and 
teach uch as do amiſſe with lenikie, and although hee cannot 
biolently ſtrike and hurt ante man, pet neuertheleſſe no man 
tan re ſiſt his authoꝛitie, but obſerue the ſame as to the Cap⸗ 
taines owne perſon, if he were pꝛeſent. 

Me eis not to heare anie mutinous oz rebellious woꝛdes 
amongſt the compante , but immediatlyp to reueale the ſame, 
that ſpeedie refoꝛmation may be had, and faults amended. and 
thus muſt he be ſtill occupied to refozm mens mancrs, miſpence 
of munition, bꝛoken arates, and to be readie date and night to 
ſeruice, by the captaine oz Lieutenants commandement, to in⸗ 
ſtruſt the companie, to march, traine, aud trauaile, alwell by 
ſignes from him framed,as otherwiſe by wozves 9 to 
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baue ſpetiall regard to the companie , to ſee that their armour 
and weapons be in arcadinefſe alu aycs ſoꝛ ſeruite, ſoꝛ the di⸗ 
ligent and ſkilſull vſage of this office , is of no ſmall momen⸗ 
tanie good oꝛder th!oughout the whole band, no leſſe then the 
Centurion amongeſt the Romaines, who was tapta ine ouer 
a hunbzeth, and ſo likewiſe eucrie hundꝛeth in ech band ought 
to haue aſcucrall ſergeant to direct and goueine. |

Fe it be a thing moſt requiſite that a pꝛiuate ſoul- 
dier ſhould haue a ſpeciall zeale ouer his p2oper 
I bonour and credite, how much moze is the ſame 
AI nccefſarie foz a valiant Alfierus oz Enſigne bea- 
rer. Therefozc hee muſt with all care full diligence, 
and due diſcretion, aſcend the fourth degree ol this honourable 
diſcipline, being alreadie trained vp in the thꝛer firſt degrees, 
Which is, of a pꝛiuate ſouldier, a coꝛpoꝛal, and a ſergeant, where⸗ 
by fo his great commendation he may ſufficiently merite the 
ſwaic of this office. 

Vauing ſolemnly recetued the Enſigne of his Captaine, 
like a noble and expert Souldicr , he ought carcfullie fo 
keepe the ſame, and beare a certaine reuerent reſpect toit, 
as fo a holic thing, yea and to be gelouſe over the ſafetie 
thereof, no leſſe then an amo2ous perſon ouecr his louing mi⸗ 
ſtreſſe: Since that onely with the ſacred ſhade of the enſigne, 
being well guided, the generall reputation of all the band and 
companie is conſeruet. 

Thereſoꝛe the Alfierus ought fo be indowed with ſuch cu⸗ 
Kome , and vſe himſelfe with ſuch courteſic and ciuilitie, that 
he may not onely pzocure the lone of his conſederates, and 
friendes, 
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friends, but of all the entire tompanie. 

Beſides, it is neceſſarie to haue neere vnto him a touple of 
aſliſtantes at the leaſt, that be pꝛackiſed and good Douldiers, 
which map be of the number of the Valbardp2cs that go nert 
his Enſigne, to the end that when hee 1s conſtrained to ab- 
ſent himſelſe from the ſame, thꝛough ſome v2gent and neceſſa⸗ 
ric occaſion (fo2 otherwiſe it is not to be permitted) be may 
canſe one of them fake care and charge of his Enſigne, in 
what accident ſocuer might fall out during that time, Fo: 
that thing ought ncuer fo be left alone oz abandoned to a 
ficnder and looſe gard, which is of ſuch a great iumpo2tance, 
whereupon euerie mans honour and eſtimation dependeth : 
wherefoze it ought at all to be carefully kept, and well accom⸗ 

anted, 

. Note that the Alſierus, to defend his enſigne and himſelfe at 
one inſtant, muſt haue in his one hand his dzawne ſwo2d, and 
in the other the Enſigne: which thing is conuenient of him 
particularly to be perfoꝛmed, when it is time to aſſault the ene⸗ 
mies vpon a Wall, Trench, Scalade, Bulwarcke, Bꝛeach, o: 
in ante ſtrait paſſage, oꝛ enterpꝛiſe, ſince that with the poynt 
of Jron of the Enſigne ſtaffe ſmall defence tan be made, alwell 
fo2 the weakeneſſe of the ſtaffe, as thꝛough the trouble and 
continua'l wauering of the ſilke which is about it, ſo that in 
bearing the ſame diſplayed, he ought rather to have regard 
where he ſhall ſct his foote, then to the top of the ſtaffe, oꝛ anic 
other place !cile neceſſarie, aſwell thercby to flee affe dation, 
which in carping thereof, is made manifc, as allo to conduc 
the ſame with moꝛe aſſured courage. 

Moꝛeoner note that the moſt honourable place of the thꝛede 
oꝛ ranck? is the right hand, and the ſecond the lekt hand, which 
denres lihewiſe be obſerued in all the rancks of other (ouldicrs, 
al wel as when diners enſignes do march togither in one ranch, 
foꝛ amongeſt the bandes and ſquares of ſouldiers, the flankes 
doe alwaies reſiſt the aſſaultes and furie of the enemte: as 
the ſides \nhich be neereTT to them, be alwaies garded of thoſe 
that tc moik pꝛadiled, and the middle part not, onelp creept 
the firſt and laſt rancke of the ozdinance 02 battaile + where 
the middeſt is the place of greateſt eſtimation : foꝛ the head 


oz backe of the ſquare being aſſaulted they then withſtand the 
great eſt 
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greateſt furie. And by good reaſon, foꝛ this place ofthe midſt is 
euer much moze bꝛoken and endomaged of the enemies armes 
andfo2ce,then anie other part: wherefoze amongeſt expert and 
valiant ſouldters, this roome is of greateſt honour, and of molt 
eſtimation, as the place that hath greateſt nerd of defence, which 
being ſubict to moze open and manifeſt perill then the reſt 
be, is of greateſt dignitie. Foꝛ Captaines are accuſtomed to 
ſhe w notable and ſingular fauoꝛ to that ſouldier which they pꝛe⸗ 
ferre to an enterpꝛiſe of perill and danger: ſo that it be capeable 
of iſſue and altogither deſperate. ; 

Neither is this to beaccounted foz a maruell, fo} as this pꝛo⸗ 
keſſion ts altogither different from others, ſo likewiſe the oꝛ⸗ 
ders, and ceremoniesare diuerſly managed:i a man may terme 
thoſe things teremonies, which of neceſſitic ought with dili⸗ 
gence to be gouerned with great care, art, and induſtric: It be⸗ 
houes the Alfierus, whileſt he doth march in oꝛdinance amidſt 
the band, to go with a graue and ſtately pace, aduiſedly and cou⸗ 
ragiouſly ioyned with modeſty, and without affectation oꝛ vain 
bꝛauerie: neither cught he to bew oꝛ decline his bodie at any 
time to ante perſon, that thereby he may repꝛelent and main⸗ 
taine the reputation and ercellencte of armes, and the enſigne 
befo2e his Pꝛince, chteſerulcr, Loꝛd Generall, Coꝛonell, Cap⸗ 
taine, Gouernour, xc, As he paſſeth beſoꝛe them, he ought to a⸗ 
baſe the point and tip ofthe enügne, o2 rather with his arme 
bow down neer- hand all the reſt of the enſigne, #ſo much moze, 
by how much he is of greater dignitie # authoꝛitie. In this ſoꝛt 
ſhall he make ſigne of reuerente, and not pull off his cap oꝛ hat, 
neither bend his kner, noꝛ mone anie one part of his perſon, 
thereby fo retaine that dignitie due to the enſigne x his office, 

The Alfierus being in ſquare , rancke, oꝛ oꝛdinante, with the 
enſigne diſplaid, doth change (almoſt neuer) the place where he 
is planted to march, which is in the midſt of the footmen, as a 
place moſt ſafe and beſt defended. Therefoꝛe thoſe that other - 
wiſe would vſe it, doe ground their opinion vpon ſome ancient 
oꝛder of the Romaines 02 Grecians, wherein they are deceiued, 
becauſe at this day we are conſtrained to varie our oꝛder, conſi⸗ 
dering our armes be varied, which do now fetch and vound much 
moꝛe and further off, and are moze pearting then thoſe of anti⸗ 
ent time. 


Neither 
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| Neither is it expedient fo put this officer, which is of ſuch 
great reſpec, alwaies in hazard, aſwell foꝛ the god qualitie of 
his perſon, p which we mult alwaies pꝛeſuppoſe him to be of,as 
alſo foz the office of great impoꝛtance he ſupplyes, ſince he doth 
ſuſtaine the diſplaid enſigne wherein the reputation andhonox 
of all the compante conſiſts. But at ſuch times as he ſhal march 
to a Scalade , bzeach and batterie: the valiant Alfierus with 
bis enſigne in one hand and his\wo2d in another, as is befoze 
ſaid, ought to enfozce himſelfe to be the firſt , and by all meancs 
to mount vp, to enter amongeſt the enemies, and fo aduance 
and inuite the reſt fozward, both his inferiours , compani- 
ons, x betters : foꝛ in effect at ſuch times the particular guiding 
of the band appertains to him, Now to the intent that the ſoul- 
diers at the inſtãt time of a dangerous enterpꝛiſe, andin a coms 
berſome x perilous time and place, map be inuited, 1 feruentlp 
ſtirred vp to follow the enſigne. He muſt therfoze vſe ſuch cours 
teſie to all men, that in all hazardes and great erployts, he be⸗ 
ing beloued of the Douldters, may be verie much ayded and des 
fended by them, where as otherwiſe they doe either ſuffer open 
ignomie, oꝛ danger ok death, when as they be either abandoned 
at the point of extremitie, oz traiterouſty laine oꝛ wounded by 
theirowne companions and followers: as at the aſſault of Da- 
lahani, anda ſkirmiſh of bꝛauerie at Louaine, chanced vnto two 
ſeuerall Cnfigne-bearers:of the Baron of Sheueran , Co2onell 
ouer tenne Enſignes of ſhot, Therefoꝛe ſince he is the ſhadow 
of the valoꝛ and good condition of his captaine and companie⸗ 
let him be carfull of his dutie. 

The Enſigne bearer may of his diſcretion and authozitie, 
eſpying the companie trauaile, oꝛ follow enemies to their diſ⸗ 
tommoditie and perill, looſing the wind, hill, oz ground of ad- 
uantage, diſozdering the arap, may ſtand ſtill, and cauſe the 
dꝛums and fifcs to ſtand and ſound the retreat, that the compa-s 
nie map reſoꝛt and come to the Cnſiane , and oꝛder the aray by 
the aduantage of the ground, rather then abide the comming of 


the enemp. 

Ve ought alwaies to haue about him, and to lodge where he 5 
both himſclſe, ſo manie good Dꝛums as there be hundzeth in * 
his band: that at all times he may make Raccolte, and gather 4 


bis ſouldiers togither, and foz ſuch E neteſſarie reſpects. 


Ve 
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Ve ought neuer traue licence to go to anie entepꝛiſe whatſo⸗ 
euer, fo2 ante deſire he hath to make himſcife known, oꝛ to win 
fame, but ought to remaine ſtedfalt and firme, when his turne 
of ſervice comes, in reſpect of the great charge he doth carie in 
the manage of the enügne. 

It is necſſarie he haue a hoꝛſe fo2 his owne vſe, the which 
whileft he marcheth ought to go necre the Tnſiane, whether he 
be in ſquare battatle o2 long march, fo2 by taking his caſs on 
hoꝛſc- backe, he may kape himſelfe continually luftp and freſh, 
and therewithall map accomodate his cariage, o2 bagage, as 
ſome ſouldiers may likewiſe doe among the ozdinarie cartage, 
pꝛouided foz by the captaine, 

Note that the Enſigne which he reccined of his Captaine, 
mutt by him be reſtoꝛed again at ſuch times as he is diſcharged 
out of the company : if during the time of his ſeruite, there hath 
not chanced a battaile, aſſault, o2 other enterpziſe, wherein the 
Alfierus being pꝛeſent, he hath not made manifoſt apparance, 
that he hath meritcd and deſerued the ſame. Foꝛ in ſuch caſes 
it is to be vnderſtood, that he hath wonne and gained the ſame 
and not otherwiſe, vnleſſe the captaine of his free will doth not 
giue it him, which is a verie ancient cuſtome, ſpecally amongſt 
the Italians. 

It is verie requiſite the Alfierus haue beſides his two alli⸗ 
ſtantes, a val iant and couragious ſeruant, who is a pꝛactiſed 
ſouldier, and not a nouice 02 yongling,as ſome verie fondly and 
vnaduiſedly do entertain now adaies, that continually being 
ne&re him, as well in the maine ſquare battaile oz elſwhcre, 
fo ſecond him with a peece,ptke,o2 target of pꝛoofe, 4 may haue 
in ſuch a one that intpꝛe faith and aſſured credite that he ſhould 
haue of a faithful companion, whom he muſt not kepe as an ab⸗ 
tect ſeruant, but he ought to maintaine him, apparell him, and 
arme him with conuentent armes of defence, fo2 ſometimes it 
ſhall fall out in the date of a fought battaile of a whole armie, 
that thoſe deputcd ſeruants may hane the cuſtodie of all the En 

ſignes in the maine ſquare battaile, and the Alſierus of ech coms 
panie, as men well armed be placed in the head of the battaile, 

o2 in ſome other pꝛincipall oz neccſſarie places which are to be 

gouerned and defended by pꝛactiſed and valiant Souldiers : as 

particularly fell out at as time as the Parques of — 
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fought at Creſola in Lombardie againſt the Frenchmen, which 
tourney was loſt by the Emperialiſtes, although that daie they 
fought valiantly, and beſides in other enterpꝛiſes, ſuch men 
haue exetuted gallant ſeruice. 

He muſt alwaies pꝛouide a ſufficient corpes de gard about his 
enſigne, as well by day as night, in what place loeüer he ſhal bc, 
although no ſuſpition were to be had of the enemp, that thereby 
he may remaine ſafe from all ſodaine ſurpꝛiſes, 02 vnpꝛouided 
caſualties, and the rather to maintaine the honour and reputa⸗ 
tion due to the enſigne, whereby all ſiniſter intonuenience may 
be auopded, and the maieſtie and office of the ſame generally 
well reſpected: Specially when time and place of ſulpect mini⸗ 
ſters occaſion. The Alfierus muſt march to þ gard, either armed 
with a Curaſe of pzofc , o2 ſome other conuenient garment of 
defence , being ſtill ſeconded with his ſeruant, who is fo carte 
either target, halberd, pece oꝛ pike, oꝛ ſuch weapon as he doth 
delight in, which at the ſcat of the gard, taking his Enſigne in 
his hand, he muſt let reſt in the keeping of his ſeruant. Netther 
is if requiſite in going oꝛ matching , that he vnloſe and diſplay 
the enſigne, without ſome ſpectall occaſion but ought to reſerue 
the aduancing and diſplaping of the ſame at full, vntill he come 
in the ſight of chieftaine oꝛ pꝛinte, 02 in the ſight of the enemy, 
oꝛ other places of ſeruite. 

It is neceſſary his enſigne haue certain ſpecial counferfignes 
and markes, that it may caſily be knowne of his ſouldiers, both 
ncre hand and farre off, to the intent that in all erployts, ard 
at vaknowne ſodains, his ſouldiers may perfectly perceiue the 
ſame amonalt the other cnfignes, different from the reſt, wher⸗ 
inthe Alfietus muſt vſe an exquiſite manage, that by his wiſe 
and valo2ous actions without ante other mans relation , may 
diſcerne his vertucus anions and foꝛ ward pꝛocædinges, which 
he ought to make apparant by ſome notable cnterp2tſe. 

The Alfierus muſt be a man of god account, of a good race, 
honeſt and vertuous, bꝛaue in apparell,therby to honour his oſ⸗ 
fice, and continually armed as well when no perill is feared, 
as in time of danger, to giue example to the reſt of the ſcaldiers 
not to thinke their armoꝛ burthenous, but by vſe to malic it as 
familiar to him as his ſkin. 

Kinally be mult be a man ſkilkull, * and couragious, Yo 
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able courage fo adiance and beare vp the Caſtgne in all extre⸗ 
mities, ſecret, ſilent, and zealous, able often to comfo2t,animate 
and encurage the company to take in hand, and maintaine ſuch 
ertremilies, enterpꝛiſes, as they are appointed vnto, and neuer 
to retyꝛe, but whe of noble policie the higher officers command 

he ſame, Uinto this officer there ſhould be certaine cercmonies 
vled in deliuerie of the Enſigne, reſeruing it by oath in the pꝛe⸗ 
ſence of his band, at which time he muſt make vow and pꝛokeſle 
the ſame rather to be his winding ſherte, and therein to loſe his 
lite, then thꝛough his default to loſe the ſame ; whercunto cuery 
pꝛiuat ſouldier ſhould likewiſe be lwoꝛn, as among the Romans 
it was v(cd when he was not accounted a ſouldier, but a theefe, 
oꝛ robber, till he had taken his oth. And therefoze their warres 
was called Militia Sacrata, 


The office of the Lieutenant of a companie, 


T Vatperſons vpon whom anie charge doth depend, and doth 
deſeruedly manage ante affaire, muſt frame himſelfe to vie 
due diligence, and with derteritie ſuffer ſuch tedious toyle, as 
in theſe ſerious affaires ſuccœd, ſince that charge (as J haue al⸗ 
readie (aid) ſigniſteth nothing elſe but a burthen of affaires, 

Therfoꝛe that a ſouldier may deſeruedly mount vp to this de⸗ 
agree of woꝛthy honour and martiall dignitie, he mult vſe all cir⸗ 
cumſpec care to perfo2me his office like an expert Lieutenant, 
that the companie be well gouerned, which he muſt accompliſh 
with a foꝛ ward and willing mind though of duetie he is bound 
to perfoꝛme the ſame) aſwell to content the minde of his cap⸗ 
taine, as to augment his own honour and reputation, He muſt 
neuer appꝛopꝛiat vnto himſelfe any one point of authoꝛitie, but 
diligentlyp diſcipher and vnderſtand all thinges, and make rela⸗ 
tion thereok to his capkaine, of whoin it is neceſſarie he take all 
his commiſſions and direnions . Pis part is fo giue willingly 
and readily counſell and aduiſe to his captaine, as often as he 
is demanded, and otherwiſe neuer, vnleſſe he fee that the ſame 
may do manifeſt good, oꝛ in caſe of pꝛeſent perill. 

The Lieutenant ought to carie w him a diligent care of con⸗ 
toꝛd, ſoꝛ that particularly the pacification of diſcoꝛds x difference 
amongl 5 ſouldiers of his company,appertains vnto him, Which 

muſt 
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mult be done without choler o2 paſron , and muſt ſtill handle 
them verie indifferently and turtedullp. Foz his indifferencie, 
beſides the gaining of him truſtie credite, doth make caſte the 
deſciding of any difference oꝛ dilagrement, and is one point 
which ok neceſlitie is moſt conuenient to an honozable peace- 
maker, although it be a verie difficile thing to pꝛorure peace in 
points of honour , ſpecially amongſt ſouldiers that ſtand much 
vpon their Vunctos, and foz that reſpect is it very hard to vſe a 
iuſt balance: therefoze in ſuch cauſes it is moſt requiſite that 
euerie one of the interelled, ſhew at the full his entire cauſc,the 
which is a thing not vulgar, neither of ſmall impoꝛtance. And 
although the pacifier ought neuer to hang moꝛe vpon the one 
ſide then the other, yet it is tonuenient he haue ſon :e (inall rc- 
ſpect to him that is wꝛonged againſt reaſon, rather then to him 
that is p vnlawfull wozker of p iniurie. But if he finde any dif- 
ficultie in reſoluing theſe differences , let him confer with the 
Captaine, to the end that he, who is knowne to be the occaſion, 
and wil not agree to an honeft end, may be immediatly diſchar⸗ 
ged: but if it be thought god that he remaine to ſerue a time, 
koꝛ the execution of ſome ſpectall enterpꝛiſe, then the woꝛd both 
of the one and the other ought to be talien , vntill the lame be 
perfoꝛmed oꝛ the pay paſt, and then map diſcharge him, as is 
ſaid, to ſhunne a greater ſcandale : foz to enker into vnquiet 
quarrelling and diſcoꝛd, one equal with an other, and with one 
that recetucs the like ſtipend, is not the part and qualitie et a 
ſubiect ſouldier, but of a free carcleffc cutter, and band buckler, 
and of an inſolent and impoztunate perſon, whole nature doth 
argue in him that his doings tend fo an other end, then to be⸗ 
tome excellent in the honoꝛable exerciſe of armes. Mat the caſo 
that one of them ſhould valiantlp ouertome the other, pet vato 
the Captaine doth ariſe no other then want, loſſe, and euill ſu⸗ 
tiſfaction : ſoꝛ when firlk he did receiue them intohis ſernice, he 
did pꝛeſume that they were both of thein equally to be eteemed, 
men of god credite and behamour , and that foꝛ ſuch they were 
conducted, and recetued ſtipend, Do that quarelling and hilleng 
one the other, as often it fals out in reſolute perſons o: putting 
him lo a diſhonour oꝛ open foile: ſuch a one doth not onelp de⸗ 
pꝛiue the Captaine of a ſouldier, but alſo ofhimiclic lihe botſe: 
Fo? the law of reaſon doth binde the Captaine not to maintain 
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an impoꝛtunate perſon, a malcfactour, and an homecide, in one 
band no leſſe then a well oꝛdered citie: Conſidering it ts requi⸗ 
ſite and tonuentent his ſouldiers, rather then to unploy them⸗ 
ſelues in ſuch quarrels, ſhould indeuour and aduenture their 
bodies lo duerthꝛow and kill the enimie, thereby to pꝛoture his 
cwne pꝛoper pꝛaiſe and peculter pꝛofite. Always pꝛouided, that 
the occaſion of p wars be concluded and publiſhed to be lawfull 
and honeſt, which eaſily in this reſpec doth remoue all difficul- 
tics, whileſt a man doth place himſelle in the leruice of a pꝛince 
that is religious, pꝛudent, and iuſt, and that haue expꝛeſſe and 
lawfull power to leuie armes, and not with thoſe which are of 
mall authoꝛitie, oꝛ tyzannous vſurpers of other mens ſtates, 
and vicher blod ſuckers. 

Thereloꝛe when the Lieutenant cannot by his owne dea⸗ 
lings ſupply theſe wants, oꝛ paciſie and acco2d them, in ſuch 
cauſes he may remit the care thereof vnto his ſuperioꝛ # Cap- 
taine: And thus let him haue ſpetiall care that by his meaues 
no quarrels do grow, neither that be ſuffcr any faction o2 diſce- 
tion to fake depe rote, ſoꝛ ſeare of banding and mutintes. 

He ought to haue ſpeciall reſpec that the Coꝛpoꝛals and Ser⸗ 
geants be able duely to execute their office with due diligence, 
fo: the better perſozmance of ſeruice, and perſonally aid them in 
ſitting the watch. 

Likewiſe, to the intent that the Sergeant perſiſt not igno⸗ 
rantly, oꝛ fall in any one point of his office : it behwucs the 
Lieutenant inmany particular pointes to aid him, both in rc- 
ſpect of his owne credite , and foz the generall beneſite of the 
whole band: as in vſing diners directions, diſciplines, inuen⸗ 
tions, putting the band in oꝛder, rancke, ſquare, in accompany- 
ing them to the wateh, and in erecuting ſuch like enterpziles 
which commonlp are to be pcrfo2med, 

So ought he likewiſe to delight himſelfe crtrao2denarily 
(beſides the other neteſſarie parts of his office) in taking vie w 
of the Corps de gard, and the Sentinels of his pꝛoper companie, 
to the intent they may remaine continuallp vigilant and redie, 
and ech mans duetie duly executed the martial lawes read and 
cxamined, and a ſolemne ſilence generallp maintained. 

Ve mult obſerue great affabilitie aud ſraternitie with the 
Alſierus, and friendly conſult with him (ſpecially if the Lieute⸗ 

nant

nant doth not manage both the one and the other office, as the 
Spaniards and other nations doe ble, and might very well be 
vſedof vs, if the Generall oz Coꝛonell thinke god, hot h, fo2 as 
noyding of emu ation and charge of pay.) but ifthey be go par- 
ticular officers,and beare dilkine ſway in the hend, then let the 
Lieutenant be very carefull (as he that is zv chiefe) to auoide 
all ſtomaking and ſtrife that might aniſeVetwirt him + the Al- 
ſierus, foꝛ therby oftentimes great ſcandales haue falne out, and 
the diuiſion of the company , athing abone all other to be carc- 
fully fozſcene and ſhunned, He ought to ble a gractons icſture, x 
a curteous entertainment fo all his ſouldiers countenance eue⸗ 
rie one iopfullp, and ſolicite their cauſes carcfully towards th: 
captaine ; the other otficers,as the treaſurers, pap-maſters, c6- 
miſſaries and ſuch like, pet euer by the captaines conſent, pea + 
to the captain himſelfe,by whoſe friendly fauour inferiour offt - 
ters may be relieued ſoꝛ their pay oz other wantes, Beſides he 
ought togine oꝛder and direction to all the company, deuiding x 
diſtributing the Squadꝛes invifferently and dilcreetlp, to the in⸗ 
tent the Coꝛpoꝛals x other officers may be obe ped.⁊ that ech en- 
terpꝛiſe map be perfozmed without reply o2 contradiction. 

It is neceſſarie that he put in euerie Squadꝛe an equal num⸗ 
ber of euery ſoꝛt of armes, and that ech weapon be ſoꝛted in a re⸗ 
dineſſe, to the intent p in what place time ſoeuer occafion doth 
require, euerp one of them may to his great aduantage, pꝛocede 
and front the inuading enimie with a foꝛccable ſtrength. 

Like wiſe it is god ſometimes not fo ſuffer a Squadꝛe oꝛ r2- 
ther a whole Corps de gard to conſiſt oſ ſouldiers al of one coun- 
trie and nation, but ought rather to be artifictal!y mixed and fo 
ſeparate them, thereby to auoid quarrell and generalitie of fa- 

ccions, which by reaſon of their being togither map the rather a⸗ 
riſe amongſt conſoꝛts of one natiue countrie, ⁊ that moze com- 
modtoully then 17 they were ſeparated. 

The Captain beingabſcut, the Lieutenant poſſeſſeth Þ pꝛin- 
tipall and chiefe place, and cught to be obeyed as captaine. Ne- 
uertheleſſe in his pꝛeſence, it is requiſite he vic a certaine bꝛe⸗ 
therly friendſhip and familiaritie towards al, yet that notwith⸗ g 
ſtanding, he mult pꝛocide in al things with ſuch modeſtie and 
granitie, as he may retaine ſuch authoꝛitie and reputation, as j 
the office he doh hold, doth moit woꝛthily inueſt him withall, s 
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rere taht to be in him a reaſonable god knowledge and fas 
titten expꝛelling his conceit and meaning ſenſiblie, that the 
iris may vnderſtand what they haue to do, to the intent he 
may tf nta2e caſily impꝛint in the heartes and mindes of his 
arte. , all ſueꝶ things as he determines, and that be neceſſa⸗ 
rie toꝛ the better teegice of his Pꝛinte, and the benefite of his 
tountrie and companke , whereunto he ought to apply himſclfe 
with all poll ible diligentezance that of the Pꝛince he is liberal⸗ 
{y paid, hath his being of his cauntrie, and is diligently obeped 
of his band, where he ſwayes his pee ſent office + charge, which 
is truely of great credite and no leſſe tommoditie. 

Let him pꝛouide himſelf of a hoꝛſe to beare him, to ᷣ intent he 
may be luftte and freſh in all enterpziſes; and that he may con⸗ 
tinually take the view and diligently ſuruep the oꝛder which 
they are to ketpe in marching, oꝛ in making ia, and at al other 
times beſides in what enterpꝛiſe ſocuer. | 

Ye mult take oꝛder that his baggage oꝛ carriage, which ought 
to be as little as may be, (which rule y common ſouldiers ought 
like wile obſerue) be boꝛne and conuaide amongſt the common 
cariage, which the Captaine hath oꝛdained and pꝛouided foz the 
vſe of the whole band. 

Dc mult take diligent care to the redeeming of pꝛeſt oꝛ lent 
money, which the Captaine ſhall make actoꝛding to occaſton o: 
node amongſt the companie, x to diſtribute the ſame conueni⸗ 
ently amongſt 5 ſouldiers, + thcrof to rfder + yeld god account 
to the Captaine, by doing whereof he ſhall pleaſure the ſouldi⸗ 
ers much, in which time of pay he hath veric god opertunitie to 
put the ſouldiers in minde, and to teach them to pzocede in wel 
doing and to deſiſt from euill. 

It appertaines generally to euerie Lieutenant of a band to 
be ok great experience and ripeneſſe of ſernice, whoſe authoꝛitie 
in the abſcnce of the Captaine (as partly J touched befoze ) cr- 
tendeth to cramine, trie, refozme, coꝛrect, and amend any of- 
fence committed within the band, andalſo day # night to bzing 
the companie with the Enſigne to the place of aſſemblie > there 
in oꝛder traine and crerciſe the ſame , as to the necellitie of ſcr- 
uice doth appertaine, and being commanded by the higher pow- 
ers to march towards the enimie, muſt encounter and fight 
with them, as if the Captaine were in pꝛelence, who vpon im- 
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pediment, muſt ſometimes be abſent. 

Finally, it appertaines to the Lieutenant to watch, ward, 
Appꝛoch . conduc, aduance againſt the enimies, and to encoun⸗ 
ter, animate:, comfoꝛt, and alſo to encourage the compenie by 
woꝛd and derde as nerd ſerueth: to rety2e continually,maintai- 
ning ſkirmilh, vntil he haue recouered ſome place of ſafegard. 


The office and duetie that appertaines to the Lanze-ſpezzate, 
volentarie Lieutenants, the Gentlemen of a * 
Caualliere of S. Georges ſquadrons. 

De ſund2te degrees whereunto valiant ſouldiers with aſpi- 
ring minds ſeeke to aſcend, foꝛ that they be manp, ꝛ fo2 that 
thoſe which haue attained and ſerued in thoſe romes and other 
great offices, by dtuers ſiniſter meancs and accidents, be now 
and then diſleuered and made fruſtrate from their charge, as cr 
perience hath made many times apparant, who yet neuerthe- 
leſle being naturally deſirous to continue in ſeruice, and per⸗ 
chance thꝛough foꝛrain neccſſitie are dꝛiuen to remaine in pay, 
in attending further pꝛekerment:Therefoꝛe this place was firſt 
inuented foꝛ ſuch perſons, as a ſpeciall ſcat wherein the flower 
of warlike ſouldiers doe ſit, like a grene Laurell garland that 
doth enuiron the martiall head of a mightie armie, whoſe oꝛder 
foꝛ warlike foꝛte oꝛ fame, giues not place to the Oꝛetian Fa- 
langes, the chiefeſt of the Romaine legions, oꝛ to the knightly 
tõſtitution oꝛ couragious enterpꝛiſes of thoſe of Arthurs round 
fable. Fo2 there neither hath bene, noꝛ can be found any place 
of ſuch honour oꝛ reputation, as to be a Gentleman of a Band, 
whether we ſerue fo2 pleaſure oꝛ foz p2ofitc , o2 haue attained 
thereunto by merite : 02 whether we haue bene Coꝛpoꝛal, Ser⸗ 
geant, Alfierus oꝛ Lieutenant, wherein Captaines ſomtimes 
do plant themſelues, ſpecially in the Collonels Squadze , and 
tempoꝛiſe the time, vntill pzefcrmentdo fall: fo2 thereby their 
foꝛmer reputation is nothing diſgraced, noꝛ their charge had, in 
oꝛ of any other company, nothing derogated : Conſidering that 


thoſe in theſe ®quad2ons either are, oꝛ ought to be ſouldicrs of f 
ſuch politie and perſite erperence , that they be capeable of any ; 
office vnder the degree ef a Collonell , and may ſupplie any of 
thoſe foꝛeſaid offices, 02 perfoꝛme any other enterpꝛiſe of great 
impoꝛtance, commanded by the . Generall. 


And 
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And fo2 that many vouthes ef noob parentage, and Gentle⸗ 
men or ancient houſes do likewiſe follow the watres, J would 
that vpon due triall of their merite, they ſhould enter into theſe 
Squadꝛons, which the P2ince oꝛ Generail is to confirme, and 
make a diſtinct oꝛder of valiant aduenturous ſouldiers, and call 
them Caualliers of S. Georges Squadꝛons, at whoſe entrance 
thereinto, they ſhall take a ſolemne oth appertaining fo their 
oꝛder, and their Co2pozall ſhall inueſt them with ſome Band⸗ 
coll, Medall 02 Starfe, whereuvon is poꝛtraped . George his 
armes , which they muſt be bound to weare openly at all times 
and in all places, cnterpziſes , ſkirmiſhes, battailes and al- 
ſaults. ö 

It is requiſite that a ſingular god ſouldier, being the Genfle- 
man of a band, and Cauallier of S. George his Vgquadꝛon, if hee 
meane to gain the grace and fauour of his Captaine 4 Collonel, 
that not one ly he be ſufficiently valiant and wiſe, as o neteſſi⸗ 
tie is required at his hands: but it is alſo conuentent foꝛ him 
to be rcaſonable well hozſed , and to haue in ſtoze all ſoꝛtes of 
armes, as a Halberd, Yargabuſe foz the match oz firelocke, Ar- 
mour and Target of pꝛofe, his Lance and caſe of Piſtolets, his 
Pike, his Pertiſan oꝛ Epieu to go the Round withall , that he 
may both day and night vary and change his armes at the offer 
of all enterpꝛiſes is requiſite, and as change of ſeruice doth call 
him forth. 1 

Ve mult alwayes of neceſſitie haue moꝛe then one ſernanf, 
and onght to apparel him in galant o2det : theſe are to be nare 
his elbow to follow him with his armes. He ought alwapes to 
lodge himſelfe as nere as is poſſible , to the lodging of his Col- 
tonel o2 captain, to the intent Þ either armcd,oz without armes, 
he may alwayes, acco2ding as 5ᷣ̊ cauſe doth require, be about his 
perſon, either on hoꝛſeback oꝛ on fotc,foz that the pzincipal card 
of this fingular perſonage,y is to ſap, the Collonel oz Captaine, 
doth conſiſt in the diligence and cuſtodie of the Cauallicrs of . 
George his Squadꝛons. Theſe things notwithſtanding, dap e 
night whe it fals to his lot, oꝛ that he ſhalbe commanded by his 
Coꝛpoꝛall to watch, he muſt diſpoſe himſelfe to be able to make 
particular gard, e that after a moſt exquiſite oꝛder: wherein be 
mult haue a ſpecial care (without making refuſall at any time) 
to perfozme that which ſhalbe appointed him by his Cozpozall, 
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82 by any other that ſhal command in the name ot his Collonell 
oz Captaine. Vis office in time of watch, foz the moſt part con- 
fiſtes in going the Round, ſearching the watch, keeping god 03- 
der in the Corps of Gard, in being a coadiutour to þ officer that 
guides the company oz rules the watch, and is foꝛ the moſt part 
trempted from tanding Sentinel, and ſuch like dueties of a com- 
mon ſouldier, vnleſſe great neceCitie oz ſpecial ſeruice coſtrain. 

It appertaines to him to haue god experience in going the 
Round,that in perfoꝛming the ſame, he may diſcrietelp gouerne 
in the ouerſight of the watch, called the Sopraguardia, foꝛ in this 
point doth very much conſiſt the pꝛouident god oꝛder and foꝛme 
that is to be obſerued, in auopding the ſtratagems, ſurp2iles, 
Sallies and diſceits of the enimie. Appꝛoching nerre to þ Senti- 
nel, he muſt gine eye and diligent regard in what oꝛder and ſoꝛt 
be doth finde him vigilant, how readie he is in demanding and 
taking the woꝛd, after comming ncarer him, he muſt examine 
all that hath paſed o2 fallen out whileſt he hath bene in Senti- 
nel, the oꝛder he doth obſerne , and what hath bene appointed 
him to do: the which if it be god he muſt confirme,and when he 
doth find it to be otherwiſe,he muſt rehearſe t refer the ſame to 
the Coꝛpoꝛal of the Sentinel, that he may vſe diligent redꝛeſſe. 

Arriuing in any Corps de gard, he muſt aboue all things ad- 
nertiſe them, that they alwayes kepc fire light ſoz the neceſſary 
commoditie of Bargabuſters, and fo light in the night, taking 
oꝛder with the ſouldiers that they and their armes may remain 
in a fozceable redineſſe: thzough which his god inſtruction, 
there may grow to be no want, ſo conſe quently he mult in like 
caſes pꝛocted with like pꝛouident diligence. 

After this he muſt with great conſideration and modeſtie, ex⸗ 
amine cuerie particular thing, carrying a mind with himſelf to 
| cotinue # increaſe the ſame from better to better, + both in him⸗ 
ſelfe and to them vſe neceſſarie aduertiſemets,+ in ſuch ſozt ſhall 
he paſſe thꝛough all the Corps de gards and Sentinels, 

If it chance him to incounter another Sopraguardia oz round, 
fo ſhun the occaſion of dangerous differente, which ſomtimes is 
accuſtomed to follow : 02 fo2 pollicie, in fearing to giue y watch 
woꝛd fo him that purpoſely comes to robbe the ſame, that com⸗ 
ming from the enimie ſecretly , counterfaits the Sentinell, oz 
by ſome other p2agiſe , as it ſometimes tath cauſed domage # 
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to the grievous loſſe and total pꝛeiudite of the armie, te pꝛenent 
ſuch inconueniente, let that Sopraguardia witch ſhalbe neareſt 
to the next adiopning Sentinell, turne backe, giuing the woꝛd 
after a due accuſtomed ſoꝛt vnto the ſaid Sentinel, to the intent 
the foꝛeſaid Sopraguardia may do the like and when they are of 
atcoꝛd, euerie one map follow his owne path, but if otherwiſe 
they do diſagree, the diſceit remaines diſcouered: not onelp 
in that counterfeit round, but alſo in the fatned Sentinel, whom 
the Sopraguardia mult examine and demand at his hand ſome 
ſpeciall tounterſigne oꝛ double woꝛd, that thereby he may know 
him fo2 an aſſured friend, oz finde him an enimie oꝛ negligent 
perſon, the which ok all men is verie well knowne to merite 
ſharpe and extreame chaſtiſement, which at no time, ſo nere as 
is poſſible, is to be omitted. 

This foꝛmer rule is to be obſerued of thoſe ſouldiers that be 
of one ſelfe nation: but when the Kounds oꝛ Sopraguardes be 
many and of ſundꝛie nations, and the Corps of Gards likewiſe: 
then the Sopraguard comming into a quarter that is ſtranger 
vnto him, is bound to giue the woꝛd to the Sopraguard of that 
nation, ⁊ of that quarter: ſo that by ſuch meanes as wel 5 ſuſpi⸗ 
tion of diſceit, as the occaſion of diſco2d ſhall be auopded. 

And if in caſe the ſaid oꝛdinarie Round oꝛ Sopraguard, do in- 
counter in their owne quarter, with the extraoꝛdinarie, thoſe 
that be oꝛdinarie ſhall indeuour themſelues to take the woꝛd of 
thoſe that be extraoꝛdinarie. Foz ſo is it conuenient and moſt 
tonfoꝛmable to that oꝛder befozcſaid, wherein J haue ſet downe 
what is neceſſarie foꝛ a Sopraguard oz Round fo do in a ſtrange 
quarter, And foz that it is requiſite, as J haue alredie touched, 
that the Caualliers be alwapes about the perſon of his chicfe 
captain, without either being bound to Standerd, Guidon, oꝛ o⸗ 
ther Enſigne whal ſoeuer, he muſt indeuour himſelfe, when any 
enterpꝛiſe oꝛ warlike affaires is committed to his charge, to be 
apt and readie to vſe p2actiſcd experience in directing + guiding 
a lh; irmiſh, in taking the view of a battery, in diſconering of the 
enimie, in marching oꝛ making Alta, in Paſſa parde in the vas 
lia nt repulſe of a ſodaine inuading enimie by Fa wl en bouche, 
in taking view of the ſituation of a place, in guiding a 
Roade 02 troupe of Hoꝛſemen, in giuing Alarome to the eni⸗ 
mie, in plucking aducrtilemenies from the enimie, in pla⸗ 
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ting Imbaſcades, in giuing Canuaſados, and fo know ve- 
rie well how to execute with ſound iudgement theſe and ſuch 
like important affaires, the which foz the moſt part apper⸗ 
taine to the Cauallieres of this Squadꝛone to perfozme, As 
likewiſe it hath bin the cuſtome to gine the the charge to plant 
Gabiones foz the defence of the Artillarie, to batter and endo- 
mage the walles, the Trenches, the lodinges, and the enemies 
Squadꝛones. | 

Let him remember when he hath bin at any exploite, to 
bꝛing backe againe into his Quarter, thoſe ſouldicrs hee hath 
led fooꝛth to any enterpꝛiſe, vnited and in rancke, marching 
together behind him, and neuer ſuffer them to returne diſban- 
ded one by one out of oꝛder, which is an occaſion of great con- 
fuſion, and bꝛings but ſmall reputation to the Captaine and 
conducto?2 of them. 

MPoꝛeouer it is verie neceſſarie hee knowe how fo make a 
roade and diſtroie the enemies countrie , the which likewiſe 
doth oftentimes appertaine to him to perfoꝛme: in which er- 
ploite hee mult beware abone all thinges, that no ſouldier in 
thoſe enterpꝛiſes dilperſe 02 diſband themſelues, but with an 
aſſured god oꝛder, fo2 the moſt part confoꝛmable fo my follow - 
ing diſcourſe, wherein J ſet downe directions, how to conduct 
Souldiers to the ſkirmiſh , And particularlie where J declare 
that he ought to kepe and maintaine fo? his people the ſtron- 
geſt plate of ſituation, wherein he muſt ſkirmiſh, foz that com- 
monly ſouldiers being in diſo2der, wearied and loaden with 
ſpoile, may bee eaſilie put to flight, bꝛoken and oppꝛeſſed of 
the enemies, valeſſe they bee ſeconded oz ſhaded by ſome foꝛce⸗ 
able ſuccour. 

J ſuppoſe it likewiſe moſt neteſſarie, that he indenour hims 
ſclfs to bee apt and ſufficient at all times, and in all places fo 
ſollicite and negociate foz his P2ince o2 Chieftaine, any cauſe 
of what weight oꝛ moment ſocuer , conſidering that moſt men 
are not fit to attempt the perfozmance ot ſuch doubt full and dif- 
ficile cauſes : foz although manie make great eſtimation of 
them ſelues, and pꝛeſume much by their dailie reading and 
Theoꝛicke of thoſe wetghtie affaires, pet do they want and 
come farre ſhoꝛt of that bold and readie pꝛactiſe, which plainlp f - 


appeares , that the wozthy pzofeſſo2s of Armes polleſſe : and | 
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ſpecially in the p2eſence of great Pꝛintes, whoſe Maieſtie and 
rtuerente foz the moſt part, doth make cold and bzing out of 
countenance the hoateſt and moſt reſolute determination, As 
Demoſthenes befoze Philip of Macedone made apparent, when 
be was not able to — thꝛee woꝛds of a long pꝛemeditate 
£©2:ation , in behalfe ofthe Athenians, 


This wozthie gentleman of a band, this Caualliere of Saint 
Georges ſquadze , and like wiſe all other p2ofeſſo2s of warlike 
armes, ought to carie in mind, that of him and his cquals the 
exerciſe of Armes is to be applied, and diligentlie to pzactiſe the 
ſame, to the intent he bee not foꝛ want of knowledge diſpiſed of 
others: and not ignoꝛantlie to diſpiſe them that deſerue due 
commendations, but rather to carie and vſe the conntenance of 

authozitie to thoſe perſons that merite not tobeare ſwaie and 
gouernement, then towards fo2ward ſouldiers. Pet fo2 all that 
towards the reſt iniſome other reſpects, he ought to gratifie 
them and helpe them to his power, and ſo courteouſly win the 
god wils and friendly fauoꝛ of all ſouldiers his equals , to in- 
ftruct and courteouſly to admoniſh euerie ſouldicr pziuatelic 
and apart, what appertaines to his duetie. 

This Caualliere muſt be able alſo to traine ſouldiers, to make 
them march in o2derly pꝛopoꝛcions, to caſt them in Ringes, 
Eſſes, Snailes, Bearſes, Squadꝛes, to receiue and gine charge, 
to faine ſkirmiſhes , onſets, retraites, and how to oder any 
number of Souldiers, from a hundzeth to ſiue hundzeth, foz ſo 
manie may be in a band, and vnder one Enſigne, as the Swi- 

ers and Germains pet ve at this day and as in fozmer ages 
our Countriemen haue vſed , which in ſome reſpects map paſſe 
without repꝛehenſion. It a Captaine be diſpoſed to haue ſo ma⸗ 
nie vnder his Enſigne, when he is not able to bzing the num⸗ 
ber vnto a whole Collonelſhip , together with the knowledge 
of the oꝛder how to fraine,h& muſt indeuour himſelſe to be pers 
fect in dꝛawing platfozmes, in the Pathematickes,in the mar⸗ 
tiallLawes , in beſieging of townes , batteries, mynes, and 

ech thing elſe belonging to Partiall diſcipline, 

Let this woꝛthie Caualliere of Saint Georges ſquadze haue 
then bekoꝛe his eyes ſuch like p2ecepts, and manage of martiall 
affaircs, that he may entreaſe his owne credite , win his corm⸗ 
trie fame, fauo2 of his Pʒince, & honoz of his houſe and friends, 


rathet 
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rather then foꝛ the regard of riches, ſtatelic houſes, liuings, and 
ſuch like, but rather pꝛefer pꝛudent pollicie,conrage, valoꝛ and 
appꝛoued experience befoze ſuch baſe benefites, whereby hee 
may attaine to the lawzell Crowne, wherewith diners mightig 
conqueroꝛs haue their heades adozned : That her may be aner- 
ample to the repꝛoch of ſuch as lewdlie ſpend their daics in 
lenes „ pꝛodigalitie, luſt and obloquic.

On that the ignozance and decay of Armes in the bes 
d--y' ginning of this age, and in theſe partes of Europe 
haue bꝛought great confuſion to diners , which haue 
J rawlie and ralhlic pꝛofeſſed the ſame,to the hazard of 
their lines and countrie : And foz that Muſtering and trayning 
of ſouldiers to make them expert toſernice is one ofthegreateſt 
erroꝛs hath bin committed: therefoze J haue thought god to 
bozrow ont of Maſter Stywards Boke of Partial diſcipline,his 
maner and foꝛme of trapning, which J find in him let downe 
in moꝛe plaine and exquiſite maner , actoꝛding tothe moderne 
vle, then of any that hath hitherto wzitten ſo partitularlie et- 
ther in our owne tongue, 02 in any other fozraine language, 
wherein the Authour doth merite great commendations , whe: 
ther the ſame p2oceedes of his owne experience, 02 that he hath 
d2awne it out of other mens trauailes. | 

But firſt befo2e J enter into particulars , I thinke it cod fo 
ſet downe , what Charecters J meane fo ble in theſe diſcripti⸗ 
ons, that they may bee the better vnderſtod, together with other 
notes appertaining to theſe pꝛeſent directions,

nothing vpon his armes. wherby in time of ſerutce her may eas 
ſilte d2zaw the arrow te the head. that they may delincr the ſame 
with ſtrength and art, as Engliſhmen be accuſtomed . They 
muſt haue alſo a bzacer and ſhating gloue, their ſtringes whip- 
ped and wared auer with glew ,thcir feathers d21c : and ſo is 
hee ſeruiceable, | 


Pykemen, 

Joſe bearing that warlike weapons, eſpeciallie the fronts, 
where fometimes Capfaines , Lieutenants, Sergcants, 
and Cauallieres of bandes , be oftentimes planted with Pikes, 
and is the place fo2 Gentlemen to ſerue in, muſt haue a fapꝛe 
Millan coꝛſlet, with al peetes appertaining to the ſame:that is, 
the curats, the collers, the poldꝛons, wyth the bambꝛaces, alſo 
the long taces with the burganet, with ſwoꝛd and dagger, their 
pyRes of the vſuall length ( fo2 the ſtrength of the battatle doth 
conſiſt in the ſame) bearing the pykes on their ſholders, ſetting 
their thumbes vnder the ſame, whereby it is ruled. They muſt 
oftentimes p2aciſe fo trayle, puſh, ward, couch, troſſe, xc. as foz

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Halberdeares or Bill-men. 
'T Veſe bee gards vnto Captaines 4 Enſignes, which be moſt 
times choſen gentlemen of erperience, o2 Cauallicres of the 
ſquad2e , who as occaſion ferueth, giue ozdcrs to the numbers 
in aray, and the enemie appꝛoching to giue an onſet „ certain 
of them ber appointed to aduance and maintaine the rece it of 
them: whoſe diſcreete leading and valiant courage doth much 
comfozt the reſt to follow the ſame . Theſe Cauallicres bee ar⸗ 
med with coꝛſelets, and bee placed in the hart of the battail, vſu⸗ 
allie called the laughter of the field, o2 exagution of the ſame, 
who commonlie doe not fight but in verie great extremitie. 
Betauſe there is great alteration and deniſion of weapons, 
I meane to note bnto you the taſk numbers to euerie hundꝛeth 
at this pꝛeſent vſed , which ſhall greatly p2ofit to the making of 
pour battailes, from oo. vnto 1500,

warre, which bee oꝛdered ſometimes by woꝛdes and deedes,and 
ſometimes by framed ſignes from the officers, that ſouldiers 
may learne and obſerue the meaning of the ſame. At (ach times 
of aſſemblic,as at watch oz ward, the Clerke ought to read the 
bill, and to call cucric ſouldier by his name, that euerie man 
may aunſwere foz himſclfe,and none to be abſent vpon paine, 
without ſicknes 02 licence . The Sergeant (as they be called) 
puttcth them in Arap, that euerie man follow his loadeſ- 
man, keeping his ranck-fcllowes iuſtlie on both ſides , placing 
the hot in voward and rerewarde : the Enſigne and Yal- 
berds in the midſt ofthe Pikes, ſo be they placed in beautte and 
ſtrength, as is accuſtomed : ſometimes to ſfand and aduance 
their weapons, furne their faces, and march any waie allig⸗ 
ned: and ſometimes to receiue a wooꝛd that ſhall paſſe from 
man to man, from the one end to the other, with ſuch ſilence, 
that none hearc the ſame , but thofe in aray aſſembled.

A Coding fo the number of the enimies , you muſt anſwers 

them with like pꝛopoꝛtion and numbers, hautng great re- 
gard to obtaine the hill, wind, water, wod, mariſh, ſtrength or 
bitch, coppes , tc. the which greatly auaileth . Sometimes the 
aduantage of ground is ſuch , that ſmall numbers may repulſe 
greater numbers. The grounds large and plaine , make pour 
main-ward of ſhot large and ſtrong, the better to anſwere the 
enimic , the fronts to diſcharge and rety2e to the Rercward , 
there to charge againe, and being thus toined tnſkirmiſh with 
the entmie , the Dfficer oꝛ he that guides, muſt fo2eſce the beſt 
way to repulſe and onerth2ow the enunie, ſending two wings 
to flanke the enimies and to encounter them, the which beeing 
wilcly ſozeſane will greatly profit.

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S Ouldiers likewiſe in marching, charging 02 diſcharging , 
inuading and ſkirmiſhing , may from the firſt rankes and 
front of the ſquare , returne and wind himſelle thozow _

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Theſe thꝛee bands marching at large may wade fho2ongh in

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The order of skirmiſh, bow it is to bee governed, when it 
is to bee accepted, and when to bee aucided, 


T beeing neceſſary foz cuerp Sergeant, Lieutenant and Ca- 
ualliere of the band, to know when, where, and in what oꝛder 

a ſkirmiſh is to bee gouerned, when to bee auctded,and when 

to bee accepted to the benefite of the whole band, regiment, oz 
Armie, thought god to toine to thoſe pꝛopoꝛtions of training, 
ſomewhat touching thefame:wheretn foꝛ that there be ſundꝛie 
occaſions which moue and conſtraine men to enter into ſkir- 
miſh, I wil amongſt the reſt choſe out thꝛe which J tadge molt 
p2incipall and of greateſt impoztance. 

The firſt is, when wee will giue the enimie erpericnce and 
triall of our valour and foꝛce, and cunningly to perſwade him 
(by a ſouldier that yeids of purpoſe, oꝛ alter ſides ) to giue cre⸗ 
dite to ſome thing which may ariſe to our commoditic and his 
domage. Likewiſe by taking ſome of his ſouldiers peiſoners, 
to vnderſtand the ſtate of our enemies, tie which may bee moꝛe 
aptly termed the winning of aduertiſements, the which things 
is moſt erpedient wee put in pꝛactiſe. 

The ſecond is, when wer determine to gaine any paTage, oz 
any foꝛtreſſe o2 ſtrength, which is in the enemies poſſeſſion, o: 
like to fall into his hands if pꝛeuention bæ not vſed and hauing 
occupied and gained the ſame, to retaine it foz the ſeruice of 
our Campe. 

The third is, when wer arc of mind to keepe the enimie fo 
occupied as he march not at his pleaſure , oꝛ that when wa do 
march our ſelues he become notdomageable to our own people, 
oꝛ to the bagage, oꝛ any thing that is ours being of impoꝛtante. 

hen therfoze wee wil! giue trial oꝛ experience of our ſelues 
to the enemie, 1 gaine intelligences, oꝛ win aduertiſements of 
Him: it is requiſite there be cicaion made of a leader, ſome woꝛ⸗ 
thie Caualliere, that is induced with pꝛudent pollicie and noble 
valour, who muſt gonerne this ſkirmiſh : which leader, muſt 
take with him a quantitie ot choſen ſouldicrs,x acco2ding as the 
accuſtomed vſe is, mult haue culled out of every band ſo many 
as wil amount to the number of io. out of ech hundꝛeth, a hun⸗ 
dꝛeth out ofa thouſand, and a thouſand out of ten thouſand, oz 
fome ſuch like reaſonable poztion,

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When the leader of the ſkirmiſh hath made choiſe of the 
place and ground ( fit foz his purpoſe ) wherein hee meanes 
to miete with the enimies (the which will not be difficile fo: 
that he is the choſcr, inucnto2 , and authoꝛ thereof, he muſt 
then conduct thither a quantitie of god ſonldiers , withan aſus 
red array and oꝛder. VYauina firft and beloꝛehand exhozted the 
to due obedience, and opened and conferred with them p chieke 
| circumftance of his meaning. both how long, and in what man⸗ 

ner the enterpꝛiſe is to be perfoꝛmed, to the intent that when 

| he hath accompliſhed and erccuted ſo much as he was determi⸗ 
ned, it do not ſeeme ſtrange vnto them to make retire. Foz the 
which there did ariſe great quarrell and blodic iſſue in Germa- 
1 nic, betwirt two Italian captatnes , Giouan Dominico Napo- 
| lello of Naples, and taptaine Loatello of Cremena ,both valiant 

| gentlemen, the one of them perſwading the other to retyꝛe from 
a ſkirmiſh, begin to the purpoſe befoze mentioned, by appoint⸗ 

ment of their ſuperiours,but by reaſon the one would not obey, 
it was the cauſe of great diſoꝛder. He muſk likewiſe haue a pꝛo⸗ 
nident foꝛeſight and be verie circumſpec, that like a god ſoul⸗ 
dier he go verie warilp x conſiderately into the fight and ſkir⸗ 
miſh, euer watching + attending fo2 his confinuall aduantage, 
to the end that rety2ing himſelfe vpon a ſodaine, the enimy may 
remaine : reſt repulſed, amazed, and oppꝛeſſed, that the whole 

n armie map conceiue and be kept ina god imp2efſion, and opt# 


nion of victo21e, 

Now this foꝛeſaid leader being arriucd with the people in 
| the ſight of the enimie, he mult immediatly with his fouldters, 
| octupie and take poſſeſſion of the ground, which doth beſt pleaſe 
him, which is molt apt foꝛ his purpoſe. in effect is y ſtrongeſt: 
He muſt take oꝛder » theſe hargabullers be accompanied with 
| armed pikes and cozſelets , without whoſe fellowſhip hargabn⸗ 
ſiers ought neuer to be ſent about any enterpꝛiſe, ſpecially whe 
they ſuſpect they ſhall mate with the enim, oz with hoꝛſemen. 
| Thenſceucr ſouldicrs are to enter intoſhirmiſh, their lea. 

der muſt deuide them into ſo manie parts as he thall think cr- 
pedienf, which diuiſion muſt be vſed acco2ding as the quantitte 
of the people will beare, ſo that in cucrie part their ongit to be 
at the lt aſt 50. ſouldiers, and 5, 02 6. ſeucrall pa:ts and compa⸗ 
nies: Neucrtheleſſe alwapes foꝛeſcing and pꝛouiding, that

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as well all the parts togither, as the number of the ſouldiers of 
cui ie part by themſelues, be like in pꝛopoꝛtion to the qualitie 
ano foꝛce ofthe enimp, and equal to the quantitie of their num⸗ 
ber, the which may be knowne verie well, there by view and 
diſcouered by meanes of ſpies, oꝛ by maniſeſt and aſſured fame, 
To euerie which part he muſt appoint a ſuffictent head x guid, 
a noble Cauallier of Saint Georges ſquadze. 

Then mult he ſend out certaine ſouldiers that be moſt nim⸗ 
ble and readie to pꝛouoke the enimie, and when they ve iopned 
in ſkirmiſh , he muſt ſodainely increaſe the fight with ſending 
fo2th the ſecond part: and then reit a little to behold, to the in⸗ 
tent the ſkirmiſh map begin to grob whotter ; at which time 
he muſt like wiſe ſend the third trope ſoꝛ a new ſupplie, and ſo 
conſcquently ene after another continue on the incounter. 

The moll fit and apt time when the ſouldiers muſk enter the 
fſkirmiſh, make retpꝛe, t giue a ircth onſet, ought to be ſhewed 
and made manifeſt by the ſound of trumpets to hozſemen, and 
ftroke oꝛ batterie of dꝛummes to the lotemen, from the maine 
ſfand, which is placed in ſome plot oi ground, reſting vigilant 
ina a foceable ſquadꝛon, foz the ſure defence and retrait of thoſe 

that ſkirmilh : to the end they may both couragiouſly fight, and 
the enimie reſt confounded x deſpaire of his vicazte , when he 
doth percetue ſo perfect and pollitike an oꝛder. The which foz p 
n.oft part makes cuerie hard difficultie to be perfozmcd with 
great facilitie, ſpetially in p diſcreet # famous crerciſe of armes. 

To giue moꝛe light to ſome new innentions of ſkirmiſh, J 
cannot omit to declare in what ſoꝛt J haue ſeene ſkirmiſh a gui⸗ 
don of hoꝛſemen Rutters , wha comming to the fight in their 
accuſtomed ſquadꝛes, and from thence pꝛicking foꝛ ward ſome 
of the ſirſt rankes and thꝛeds pꝛouoke the enimie, and when 
theſe of the firſt ranks haue diſcharged their Piffolets, making 
Cartier t being charged, they place thẽſelues againe at the backs 
ol their owne ſquad2e , from whence at the ſame inſtant time 
others of the firſt ranks do diſband themſelues, and gine charge 
vpon the enimie: but being charged themſelucs of the enimie, 
retyꝛing, they conuey theniſelucs behind their owne people, 
which already befo2ze them are ranged (oz their ſaftie in their 
ſquare, ſo that as many moꝛe immediatly giuing a frethvnlct, 
by bzcaking out of the ſquadze, which is maintained and renued 


by 
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by this ſpeciall oꝛder, doe with maruellous furie fozce the eni⸗ 
mie, # in this oꝛder ſkirmilhing in a winding ring, in round, 
N as is befoꝛe ſet downe by figure , do ſtill maintaine themſe lues 
luſty and freſh, the which foꝛme of fight may in ſome reſpectes 
ſcrue in this place foz an example. 

But to returne to my foꝛmer matter , J ſay , when the ſkir⸗ 
mich and fight hath bene maintained valiantly in the front and 
ſac? of the cnimic an houre and a halfe, o2 elſe two hourcs, and 
that he bath taken ſome of his enimies pꝛiſoners, fo2 the obtai⸗ 
ning whereof he muſt very conuragiouſly and whotly p2ocede, 
which is tobe bnderſtod, the winning of aduertiſements and 
intelligentes from the enim1i2? : ſince by that mcanes he may 
haue of them choiſe and tontentation, he may then at his plea- 
ſure make retraite and take vp the ſkirmith. 

Mo2eoucr , to the intent he may retyꝛe with aduantage and 
with ſafetie, he muſt ſend to ſuſtaine the fight, afreſh band of 
ſouldiers that with greater facilitie he map front the ſurie of 
the enimie, ik there riſe deſire in them to vꝛge oz purſue him in 
his retpꝛe. 

There is one note moſt neteſſarie to be obſerued in an armp, 
regiment oꝛ band, that neither any famous Generall oz pꝛince, 
any pollitite perſonage, oꝛ wozthy ſouldier of eſtimation, enter 
into the faction of a ſkirmiſh,but rather that the ſame be guided 
and gouerned p2udently by others of meaner calling. Foz ai- 
though the enterpꝛiſe did fall out to the aduantage of the ſame 
partic, yet it there ſhould follow the loife of any famous and no- 
table perſon, the ſame hath not onely bene of great domage, but 
alſo hath bene oftentimes of ſuch fozce , that it hath ſtroken a 
terroꝛ and feare in the minds of the ſouldiers,ſp:ctalip amongſt 
thoſe that were not at the enterpꝛiſe, neither in like caſes 
will it ſatiſde oꝛ ſuffice them to declare 02 ſolemnelp expꝛeſſe 
vnto them the truth, but that vpon ſuch ſpecial loſſe, they will 
grow into vnaduiſed iudgementes and timerous diſpoſiti⸗ 
ons. 

If in taſe the enimie take the charge and make retpꝛe, it is 
god to haue take oꝛder with the Caualliers, heads 4 guids cl the 
i{kirmilh,that as neere as poCTible they can, thep foꝛce their pcc- 
ple to make ſtap, and that they follow the enimie no furcher. 
fince that in this point they do not contend to any other — 

en 
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then to b2&de a certaine impzeſſion and god opinion in the. 


minds of our owne ſouldiers, to the conkuſlon of the contrarie 
part,ano to winne aduertiſements,tf it be pollible, the which is 
all the cffc they haue to perfozme , the which was the oncly 
motion that moued them to attempt this enterp;iſe, 

Now when he determines to gaine a paſſage , 02 any other 
ſtrong place againſt the enimie, which will ariſe to their diſ⸗ 
p2ofite and our owne commoditie, and hauing wonne it, to ſu⸗ 
ſtaine and defend the ſame : firſt choiſe muſt be made of a vigi⸗ 
lant and valtant leader, although it bath oftenfallen out that 
without entring into ſkimilh a diligent captaine oz leader, 
hath with his people taken poſſcſſion of ſuch paſſages oz ſtrong 
places, And by this pꝛouidence, it ariſeth to be neither difficile 
no2 hard to be defended againſt the enimie, conſidering that all 
ſuch ſuſpected extremities + bands, be accuſtomed to be ſtrong 
by nature, whereunto afterwards iopning ſome little Art, fo: 
the moſt part they become expugnable. But neuertheleſſe if by 
incountring with the enimie it is requiſite he ſhould ſkirmiſh, 
J iudge it verie god that he ſhonld raſhly go no further, then ſo 
karre as the ſouldiers which he hath ſent to the ſkirmiſh haue 
gained. | 

To obſerne perfite goucrnement , it is neuer god fo depart 
from the oꝛder befoze reherſed , laue onelp when he doth ſee the 
enimie bend and ſhꝛinke away, in place of aduiſed ſtay x polli⸗ 
tike retention in p2occeding, J the iudge it woꝛthie comendatt- 
on to follow the vicoz2te, but fo2 al that, with ſuch conſideration 
and ſo aduiſedly,that their oucr- great courage and careleſſe top 
be not the occaſion of diſo2der andconfuſion , togither with the 
which pꝛoſperitie, he muſt diligently pꝛocure his people to 
gaine the paſſage oꝛ ſtrong place, to the end if the enimy ſhould 
go about to ſuccour his flying and bꝛoken people, he become not 
a let and hinderante to his determination. 

At is verie requiſite he likewiſe note, that when the enimie 
is ſo freſh and of ſuch fozce,that it ts impoſſible to ouerthꝛow oz 
repulſe him face to fate: then ſhall it be to the purpoſe to mo- 
derate the ſame euen vntill night, at which time he muſt vſe al 
the pollicies and ſtratagems he can poſſible to perfoꝛme his de⸗ 
termination: fo2 the onely marke whereat this leader muſt 
ſhote, mult oncly be to wozke ſuch meanes as he may _ 

the 
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the paſſage, and take poſſeſſion of the ſtrong place , and not to 

. paſſe the time in ſkirmiſh and fight : hauing wonne the ſame, 
be muſt indenour himſelfe to defend and repaire it, that they 
may be able to reſiſt all the furie and fozce that the enimie is a- 
ble to make, vntill ſuch time as ſuccours come to dim from his 
tampe. 

When he is of minde to entertaine and kerpe the enimie oc⸗ 
cupied, to the intent he march noz tourney not at his plcaſure, 
o2 that if your armie doe march, he woꝛke not any domage to 
pour people, to pour baggage, to your munitions $4 other things 
of impoztance: It is verie expedient that the leader of this ſkir- 
miſh be valtant and wiſe : who mult determine to kepe occu⸗ 
pied the enimie, that by the p2actiſe thereof it may ariſe to bes 
3 to the perfozmance of ſome other his purpoſed enters 

ziſe. 

After he hath made choiſe amongſt his ſoutdiers of thoſe which 
muſt ſkirmiſh, he mult deuide them as is befoze reherſed: and 
he with the reſt of the people to him vnited, as nere as is polli- 
ble, muſt march alonaſt the ſtrongeſt ſituation of the ground, + 
then mult ſend thoſe that are deputed andappointed to the ſkir- 
miſh,one after another to the taile ofthe enimies battel, againſt 
whom they muſt ſkirmiſh and fight, euen as an old beaten dog 
about ſome Bul oꝛ furious beaft doth here and there ſnatch, bite 
and turne about him, that in the end he doth kepe him occupied 
x wearic him, if not ouercome. When he hath put theſe things 
in execution, he mult gather togither his people! in the belt ſoꝛt 
he can, in the afoꝛeſaid oꝛder. 

If in marching his owne campe doe feare to be aſſaulted at 
the backe, oꝛ that he hath ſuſpicion of his baggage, oz doubts 
ſome impediments on the flankes: then muſt the leader ol the 
ſkirmiſh make repaire with his people to that place, where he 
luſpeas the enimie will take aduantage : and march karre off, 
and with ſuch diſtance from his campe and his battailes, as he 
ſhall thinke conuenient, and as the nature of the place doth re⸗ 
quire, to the intent he may bꝛing to effec his determination, 

| and pꝛoſetute the ſame to a god end, the which is to auoid the 
| inconueniente, that the enimp neither hurt noz hinder his bag- 
gage and munition. And in this lozt with god oꝛder he muſk 

follow and accompany hisowne people, and with thoſe that be 
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appointed fo2 the fight , muſt ketpe occupied and intertaine the 
enimy ſtil ſuirmiſhing, rety2ing, and marching as i: alwapes 
fals out and chanceth to him that valiantly dekends him⸗ 
ſolfe. 

Concluding then. 7 ſap, that it ſemes god and verie requi⸗ 
ſite that the ſkirmiſh foꝛ the moſt part ſhould be fled and ſhun⸗ 
ned. except it be in reſpect of ſome of the th2e fozeſaid occaſions, 
oꝛ ſome ſuch like, which thereunto map be adiopned, p2oceding 
of a p2actiſed and aduiſed iudgement, foꝛ if is a verie raſh and 
vnaduiſed thing to loſe men of valour to no purpoſe, as of ne⸗ 
ecfſitic in ſkirmiſhes doth ſucceede. And beſides the loffe of ſuch 
pcrſons of eſtimation, which ariſeth by reaſon of rath diſozder: 
Mo2couer it hath bene oftentimes ſcene , that whilef he goeth 
about to ſuccour one band pꝛeſently encloſed by the enimie and 
put to flight (by reaſon it hath bene negligently gouerned, as 
fo: the moſt part it fals out, whe men go to ſhirmiſh moned by 
a fantaſtical rage, vain ambition, and to ſmal purpoſe without 
a ſufficient appointed chiefe 02 head, oꝛ rather without ſpeciall 
commilion from the captaine General , the which aduertiſe⸗ 
ment is p2incipally to be noted) there hath ſuch tnconuenience 
fucceded,that an armie hath ſometimes bene conſtrained to ha⸗ 
zard and come to the fight of a maine battell vpon a ſuddaine, 
a thing marucllous perillous, and that ought of neteſſitie tobe 
fed, without manifeſt aduantage of a perfue and a well pzaat- 
ſed Generall. 


Sundrie aduertiſements fit for a worthie 
Cuauallier to obſetue. 
Firſt in the view of a batterie. 
Secondly in deſeribing the condition of a ſituation of any 
place. 
And thirdly in diſcloſing the order the enimie obſerues, 
either encamping or marching, 
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A Lthough an excellent and pꝛudent taptaine Generall in all 

his affaires muſt vſe the ſeruice of pzaciſcd ſouldters , ſuch 

as may be ſuppoſed to haue ſufficient knowledge in theſe afoze- 

ſatd refpecs : pet doe J contecture it verie neccſarie to make 

choiſe of a man that beſides his ſuffictent experience in _— 
warli 
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warlike p2actiſes of training, ozdering, directing, and leading 
ſouldiers, yet would J with the ſaid woꝛthy Cauallier to carris 
a hautie and hardie heart, a bold and valiant bodte, and mo2cs 
ouer that he be accompanied with an ercellent indgement in 
matters appertaining to the exertiſe of Armes: ſpecially in 
thoſe canſes chnentent to be accompliſhed by him oz his equals. 
TAho after he hath reteiued commiſſton to view any battcrie, 
and that he is ſuffictently armed,able to defend himſelſe(Which 
as nerc as is poſſible he muſt finde the meanes to be) he ought 
to take with him ſaine one hargabuſier, a man of valour, to re- 
| pulſe and annoy the cnimtes which are at the defence, if he: 
ſhould ſtand in neede 02 be diſconered, and to the intent he may 

| aid him in other accidents that might fall out: but after he is 
guided and entred into the action of his enterpꝛiſe, he muſt ad- 
niſedly enfozme himſelfe, and fake the view how great the 
bꝛeach is, and how hye the entrante is of ruinated carth, and 
both what and how great the diificultte is to aſcend thereupon, 
conſidering well what cffc the fall of the wall hath made and 
being aſcended o2 at leaſtwiſe ſo ncere as is poſſible , hauing 
done his indeuour to mount vp the bzeach . he muſt go about to 
vie w ſecreatly and ſufficiently the largeneſſe within, which is 
bctwirt the battered wall and the houſcs,and how much the fal 
of the battery is in that place: and togither with this he muſk 
indeuour himſelfe to ſe if the ſaid batterie be flancked within 
oꝛ net, if it be ſafe oꝛ ſecure, it the place be p'aine, taſie, oꝛ hard 
and headlong to aſcend: and in ſum , he muſt cor ſider by what 
means and which is the beſt way, that they within may defend 
themſelues. Al the which, ſo nere as is poſſible,he ought to doe 
with great diligence and wiſdome,as well in perfite diſcouery 
of all theſe impoꝛtant difficulties, as in ſpadic returne, taking 
vic w and making choiſe at the ſame inſtant of the moſt cloſe x 
couert wap, wherein the ſouldiers map with greateſt commo- 
ditie appꝛoch to giue aſſault to the bꝛeach and batterie. Ouer 
which tropes it doth fo2 the moſt part appertaine to this Caual- 
lier to be the guide: Now bpon his returne, he muſt make full 
diſcourſe of euerie particular to him that hath (cnt him, to the 
intent that his pꝛince 02 General may with al ſpeed appoint the 
oꝛder of the aſſault,that the leſſe time may be giut the enimy to 
make contermures,bulwarkszand 1 2 to defend . 
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Jam of opinion likewiſe, that that ſouldier o: woꝛthy 
Cauallier ought to be no leſſe then the fozeſaid,of a pzactiſed and 
pꝛegnant wit, to whom charge is giuen to diſcouet the qualitie 
and condition of the ſituation of the enimies counteie, oꝛ the 
place where he remaines: who after he hath conſidered of the 
ſame, although he that ſent him hath not crp2cfly declared him 
his meaning and intention touching the ſame, oz his ful mea- 
ning: yet being conducted fo the plate, he muſt with the leaſt 
ſhew , rumour oz noiſe poſſible , cauſe the people that go with 
him to enter into ambuſh, to the intent he be not diſcouered oz 
diſknrbcd by the enimie, which done, he muſt warily and dil⸗ 
creetly view and ouerview, ſearch and go though eucry place, 
noting out the quantitie of the waters which run though ths 
tountrie, the tapacitie of p plains,if therein be mariſh grounds 
oꝛ not, the depth and bzedth of the vales , the roughneſſe of the 
mountaines, their height and tapacitie, if they be naked, clo⸗ 
thed with hye oꝛ lowe wod, oꝛ elſe plowed and paſture ground: 
and ik there be townes and habitations, whether they be placed 
vpon plaines, mountaines , oꝛ rere the water, whether they 
be incloſed with wals and fo2tified o2 not, and of what bigneſſe 
and qualitie of foꝛme they be: and fo conſequently he ſhal make 
note of euerie particular point, as J haue wzitten in a ſpeciall 
diſcourſe hereunto adiopned, conſidering that ſome of theſe and 
like particulars, may verie often helpe and do god leruice, and 
ariſe to be of great impoꝛtante.

them moꝛe apt to go iuſt, learning one ok an other a ſtatelp 
and conuenient pace, and to beare their weapons of all ſoꝛts 
with a god grace, and ſpecially the Pikes. 

A god Sergeant muſt take care to make ſtap in euerp dil⸗ 
commodtous place, oꝛ ſtreit paſſage , as when they go downe 
02 diſcend from ſome Mountaine, at the paſſage of a foarde oz 
ſtreit bꝛidge, oꝛ at a ditch, oꝛ a water, oꝛ ſome ſuch other vn⸗ 
eaſie and ſtreit paſſage , that hee iudgeth would bzeake the 
aray , as oftentimes is found in marching . And o2derly with- 
out confuſion cauſe them to paſſe ranke after ranke faire and 
caſilie, holding back with the end of his Halberd the ranke next 
to that which is in paſſing, vntil it be thozowly ouer and placed 
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in array as befoꝛe, to the intent the oꝛder of aray be not con- 
founded in any ranke , neither let him depart from that place 
vntill ſuch time as all the rankes be paſt, fo2 ſa the aray wil not 
be diſoꝛdered, but ſhall march right and iuſt, which is a thing 
of great impoꝛtante, ſpecially in marching in doubt of the eni⸗ 
mie: andtherecfo2e hauing canſed them all firſt to make e,

A rule how to make the aray of the Biſſa. 


Once there be ſundꝛy ſouldiers and perſons, which pꝛeſuppoſe 
they know much mo2e then others, who diſcommend the ma- 
king of the Biſſa oꝛ Caraguolo, as a thing not neceſſary amongſt 
the oꝛders of aray : ſaping that the ſame is ſuperfluous and of 
ſmall moment. J amof a contrarie opinion, and make arſwere 
that they are much decetued , and haue ſmall knowledge + leſſe 
iudgement in the benefite and vſe thereof: fo2 it ſemes to mee 
acco2ding to the opinton of dtuers expert perſons, that they are 
not onely commendable, but alſ9 moſt pꝛofitable, and doc helpe 
thoſc ſouldicrs mnch that do learne and ererciſe them : and the 
reaſon is this, That thoſe ſouldiers which haue not as yet had 
diſcipline, and be litle pꝛaciſed in the managing of ſirette arap, 
and in turning themlelues in their arap, and'in managing all 
ſoꝛts of weapons, as pikes, + ſpecially the hargabuſiers, with 
the which it is requiſite to cauſe them make certaine ſalutati- 
ons in ſhoting of the Biſſa, and alſo in opening of the ſame, in 
ſuch ſoꝛt as the hargabuſters may itand in continuall motion + 
redineſſe to charge + diſcharge their perces, alwapes marching 
in aray, ſometimes large, ſometimes ſtraite, and lometimes 
ſoftly, and ſometimes faſt, it makes them very diſpoled, nimble 
and readie, as wel in managing their weapons as in marching 
iuſtly, and with a god grace in their arap and in the battell, 
whereby it may appeare that the making of the Pilla and Cara- 
guolo, it of great p2ofite and of impoꝛtance, and thoſe are tobe 
repꝛehended that deſpite and foꝛgoe them, as J haue ſaid befoze.. 
Therefoze all god ſouldiers are to command the iudgement of 


him that was firlt the inuento2 thercof, and we are to ſearch 
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with all diligence ta imitate the ſame rule, which J will here 
God willing go about fucctiifly and at large to declare, becauſe 
tn my fozmer pꝛopoꝛtions ofa Ring, an S, a D and a Snaite, J 
haue not done, neither touched the manner of this Biſſa az Ca- 
raguolo, the which J the rather thinke neceſlarie, to the intent 
every ſouldier may ſæ with his eyes a perfect example and way 
how to make it, and to the end his erroz in this his wilfatycſte 
ariſe not to be his diſcredite in greater cauſes, and ta thoſe that 
bold them meere trifles,and feare to faile therin , with a litle ex⸗ 
erciſe ſhall find it eafie. J have ſcene ſome Captaines that hath 
made the ſame moſt gallantiy to their great commendation by 
men ot the greateſt authoꝛite in the field. It therfoze you would 
— ſingle Biſſa, oblerue the oꝛder ſet downe in this pꝛopoz⸗ 
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Deſiring to make a double Biſſa that is moꝛe innironed and 
cloſcd then the ſingle,'as here appeares, you muſt note that the 
rankes ought not to be paſt fine in a ranke, oz fire, oꝛ ſeuen at 
the moſt ; foꝛ when they are ouer large, they make the aray o⸗ 
uer bꝛoad, taking care likewiſe that the place be commodious 
and capcable , that the fotemen may be ſpꝛed, that they may 
march without perill of entangling : aduertifing them that are 
at the front of the aray , when they march in their entring into 
the place cf armes, where theyare to make the ſaid Biſla to take 
ſo much ſpace in the fame, as is conuentent fo do that which in 
your minde you haue determined. Alwapes in turning and 
donbling the aray , holding the path and way large, and mar- 
ching as ſtreit as is poſſible , if you deſire that the ſame ſhal fal 
out well, beginning the entrie at the taile, as in the ſingle is 
declared: turning alwayes as you may perteiue is ſet downe 
by the figure befoze, And alter that you haue made an end, to 
double it ſufficiently in the laſt doubling, as in the ſingle Biſla, 
you muſt iſſue fo2th making large: So in this double hauing cn- 
ded all your turning, vou mult go compaſſing and making a cir- 
cuit: after iſſuing foꝛth, vou muſt make a generall Salua with 
your perces, and this will be caſie, and to the beholders chal ap- 
pcare intricate fir ie.

Che ſergeant Paio2,Captaine,oz other Sergeant, having firff 
determined in his minde of how many men in aranke he will 
make his battell, knowing firſt the number of the pikes that ars 
to be had: ſo making of one company,as he may do of many one 
onely batfell : 4 pꝛocieding to make the battell in which ol the 2 
waies he liſt, either by parting it into maniples, oʒ by donbling 
the ranks. It is therefoze firſt requiſite, to ſet the fotmen in a⸗

Che ſayd Pyoners, muſt be pꝛouided of Spadcs, Pickeares, 
ſome with Leauers, Crowes of Iron, Baſkets, TWhelcbarrov's, 
and other Inſtruments apt to ſuch vſe and affay;es: to plant Ar- 
tillarie, and to entrench the place in the Campe, that ſhall be by 
the pꝛouoſt Martiall aſſigned foz Munition. 

It ſhall be very tanuenient it it were poſſible, to pay th their 
wages cuery night ; fo; ſince they are not men of eſtimat on and 
honour, ſuch as men of warre be, and right ſouldiours, they of- 
tentunes wil depart without lycence at their own pleaſure. Net- 
ther haue they reſpect of incurring danger ol puniſhment, oꝛ ha- 
zarde of life , no no2 to bzing great diſcommoditie to an Armie. 
The which though the benefite of theyz wozke is very well ac- 
commodate and ſtrengthened in diuers reſpects, not one ip touch⸗ 
ching the foꝛeſaid cauſes, but alſo to make Trenches, Cabions, 
MPynes, Ditches, and croked,and all other plaitozmes 
conuenient and neceſſary foz the Ar mie. 

The great aiſter of the Artillarie, muſt haue about him a 
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£quadzon, which may be called the Gentlemen ol the Artillarie, 
Lane ſpezzate, 02 Cavaliers of the Cannon, ſuch as J haue de- , 
lcribed in my ſeconde Bake to be of . Geoꝛge his ſquadzon, in 
which bake they may reade ſpetiall notes about therr duties, ſpe⸗ 
ciallie in the Chapters of diſcoucries, Theſe Caualicres , euerie 
one hauuig the ouerſight of a Perce, eſpecially at a battery, when 
they muſt ſer continually that the Gunners doe their duety, J 
would wiſhe to be very ſufficient perfonages , to the intent they 
may be able to knowhow to execute the great Maiſters oꝛdinan⸗ 
ces, in things neceſſary to be perfozmed in ſo great actions: and 
that particulerlie they deſire to be accounted diſcreete and modeſt 
fouldiours, whoſe office is, continually to ſollicite and kepe in 
oꝛder ſuch men as be vnviſcrect and rude. 

Not onely the great Paiſter, and his other Officers, but alſo 
theſe wozthy Caualieres, ought to be of ſufficient vnderſtanding 
and experience, to know howe to charge cuery erte, and after- 
wardes be able to perteiue (as nere as is poſſible) what cffects 
theſhotte of euery Cannon will wozke, the ſhotte of euery Cul- 
uerine, the demie of them both, and likewiſe what euery Peete 
is able to perfozme, to the intent he be not alwaies ouer · ruled by 
the iudgement of euery Gunner: which his experience, is both 
p2ofitable to his P2ince, and commendable to his pꝛoper credite 
and reputation, 
It is a ſpeciall note fo2 them to obſcrue, that UWine x Uine⸗ 
ger, be apt to cole and refreſh the Artillarie when it is ouer hote 
thzough often ſhating. Jn theſe and ſuchlike matters, her muſt 
delight himſelle, that he may be ofperfec experience, and be fullie

The Maiſter Gunner is but an Dfficer appertaining to the 
great Paiſter of the Artillarie, and his Office is, to ſee all the 
inſeriour Gunners to do they2 dueties , to be ſkilfull and readie 
in theyz charging, diſcharging, coling, leveling, and mounting 
of the Dzdenance, and to haue inreadmes, bullets , powder, la- 
dles,and ſpunges,to wadde, ramme, cole,and charge the peeces, 
alſo to peruſe the cariages and wheles, that they be ſtrong, and 

the Peeces themſelues,that they haue no honte- combes oꝛ flawes 
.. evening 

To haue in ſtoꝛe croſſe-barres, chaynlhot, caſes of haileſhot, 
in manner of frunckes and bals of wild fyze, with ar- 
tificiall barrels of pꝛeble ſtones charged with powder, to thzowe 
into Ditches, oz to defend a bzeach vpon any ſuddaine attempt. 
Theſe and ſuch like, are matters fo: the Maiſter Gunner to oc- 

tupie himſelfe in, and to make p2ofes of them in the pzeſence of

And that to 
his knowledge he ſhall not hurt oꝛ hinder any poze creature 03 a- 
ged perſon that he may well ſpare, but extend mercy and piitie on

Certaine generall notes of fortification, neceſſarie 
for a ſinguler ſouldiour or ingenior to knowe. 


A though many Authours haue in long diſcourſes witten of 
foztifications,neuertheleſſe,foz that it ſæmes vnto me a thing 
neceſſary to be vnderſtod ofa @ouldiour, at leaſl wiſe — — 
which by way ol merite, meanes to obtaine recompence of ſuch = 
Captaine Generals, as be famous p;ofeſſozs of thys honourable 
— refolue with 197 ſite fo deter my opint- | 
on, but onely in generall and not in particuler, which J leane to 
thoſe that be Paiſters of this warlike Architecture. 
Thys arte fo2 the moſt part, is grounded vppon the know- 
ledge how to accomodate all things with a requiſite fozme,agree- 
able to the ſituation of the ground where one determines to fozti- 
fie. The which ought to be made with Trenches, and conuentent 
wozkmanſhyp, well flanked, and the circute of the ground wyth- 
in, as nere as is poſſible, large on cuery ſibe, and ſo towards the 
mantfeſt oppoſitions of the enemies, there ought to be planted 
cozners. The meanes howe to doe 
the ſame, is to leaue beneath in the Ditch as they bee, and 
from the mut vpwarde 
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ſharpe, which may be very welldefen- 
ded from the ſhotte, whi the enemie cannot lay ſo low, as if the 


and thys is the beit ozder that may be 
of Bulwarks. 
Towards 
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Towards the oppoſition of the enemie, theſe fozeſaid angles, oz 
cozners, curtines,couers, oz other ſuch like wozkes of bulwarks 
ought to be — defence of Caſamare, with they; 
cofiterconers, that is to ſay.ſhadowed in ſuch ſozt as they cannot 
be battered oz choked, of the fozeſaide platfo2zmes placed oppoſite 
by the enemy, and much lefle be ſcene oz diſcerned if it be poſſible, 

Neyther let him put his confidence in counterſcarpes , oz els 
in adioyned platfozmes, bulwarks, oꝛ Caualieres, ſholdered and 
arteficially made, which do couer 02 ſhadow the, neither in derpe 
Ditches that do incompaſſe them: foz that the bees 
ing manifelk, the one may be ſcaled and the other bzoken towne 
with Pickare 1 Spade, fo2 by the fauourable couer of cloſe and 


"croked D:tches and Trenches, Pyoners may very eaſily be gui- 


dcd, with thoſe and ſuch like inſtruments vnto them, becing euer 
accompanied buith a good garde of @ouldiours, 

Note Nate that the Baſtillions be maſſiue,the Parapettes groſſe,the 
Gabions ſtrong and ſtiſſy radled,and full of god matter of earth, 
purged from ſtones, apt to be inco2pozated , and cleaue together: 
and aboue all, it is requiſite , the Foꝛtreſle be compaſſed wyth 
ſtrong Ditches, that is to ſay , cutte out of firme and naturall 
grounde, and not fo2ced vppe of heaped earth, which is remooue- 
able, and that they be large, pzofound and deepe, in the which the 
fo2tification may remaine couered. and cloſely hid, euen to the 
height of the @carpe, and edge of the ſame, to the intent the Para- 
pettes be onely ſcene and no other. 

Take ſpeciall care that the carpe of the wall oz the Tren⸗ 
ches, d not ſo much decline, that by theyz oner-much declinati- 
on, the circuit of the Fozte, the which is in making, benotdeyou- 
red and made ſtraighter then was determined, and the wozke did 
require ; eber bath bzought many 
foztifications to great defects 

When theſe foztifications be reduſed,into a reaſonable con- 
dition + perfect fozme : it is an eaſie thing foz a Paſon to man⸗ 
tle the ſame with a wall of ſtone, ſande,and chalke, being a moz- 
ter moze firme and ſtable, done by the ayde neuertheleſſe,of thoſe 
that haue knowledge in ArchiteQure. Foz that in the greateſt 
part of thys wozke it is not neteſſarie, that the wall therofcauſe 
any other effec, the onely to ſuſtaine, wyth his counterfozts and 
other arteficiall denies, the weight of the earth, W 
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in the one and in the other of them, as neere as if is poſſible, 
Countermines, lyghtes, bꝛeathings, hoales o; windowes, and 


pittes, wzought in they right places, and in due ſozte : therby to 
auopde and make fruſtrate, the Pynes, hoales and Ouens, that 
the enimy ſhall cauſe to be made. By þ comoditie of which Coun- 
termines, is vnderſtode and known very comodioufly, when the 
enemy dooth ſecretly labour vnderneath the carth , ts annex the 


ed. 

Co bee aduertiſed thcrof, place within theſe Caues vpon the 
playne ground, a Dꝛum, on the one end. and lay tertaine dice vp- 
pon the ſkinne, which vice, the enemy labouring vnder the earth, 
neere vntothe wall, cannot lye fill and quiet: but by reaſon of 
theyz wozke vnder the earth, (although not ſcene of the Defen- 
dants)doe remoue and leape . Otherwiſe placing within the ſayd 
Conntermynes, and vpon the playne ground, a baſon of Copper, 
Tinne,02 Bꝛaſſe, oz of ſuch like mettall,full of Water, the enc- 
mie labouring vnder the earth, neere vnto the wall, by reaſon of 
the ſayd ſtrokes and wozking , although the ſame remayne vn- 
ſene of the eye, neuerthelce the water ſhall be ſcene foremwoue 
and tremble, a manifeſt ſhewe of their myning , which may ſud⸗

Some ble to lap a ſacke of Woll in the Countermines, and 
vpon the ſame a baſon of Copper wherein is put thz>& 02 4. round 
parde peaſe, the which will mone and ring againſt the ſive of the 
bottome of the baſon,at the ſtrokes of the Piners of the enemie. 
Theſe walled Countermines, ſceme to be ſufficient to finde

cuſe, the avoyding of erpence, which pꝛeſumption, perchance in 
the ende, will become the cauſe of thep2 ruine. 

Note that the firme and reall deefnce, conſiffes moze in the 
thicke andgroſle platfozmes of earth, being well compounded 
and made of good matter, rather then in fone walles, although 
they be meruailous maſſiue, and of extreame thicknes, conſide- 
ring that againſt the fozce and violent furie of Artillarie , that 
ſubſtaunce doth moſt reſiſt, and receine leſſe domage by they2 
blowes, giuing place with an arteficiall .

It is manifeſt,that to ruinate on make that wall to fal,which 
doth lightly giue place to the blowes of the Artillarie, and ſuffers _ . 
the bullets to enter and pearſe the ſame with ſmal vifficultie, that 
the ſamc be ſhaken, cut and loſed with the often blowes of Artil- 
larie, and by the often reiterating of vollees of ſhot, (as ofneceſſi- 
tie you muſt) to bzeake and beate downe the ſame : yet notwith-\ +» 
ſtanding there followes very ſmall effect, fo: that K 
ſame is battered leſſe, and with leſſe furie then is requiſite. But 
the maſſiue wall of ſtone, greater ruine is made by the enemy the 
ſometumes he deſires, and with ſinall labour, which onely comes 
to paſſe by the ſtubbozne reſiſtance of the firme and maſſine deade 
wall: the which the Artillarie foꝛ the moſt part, as well farre of 
the battery,as niere it, only by þ fozccable ſhaking therof, bzings 
great confuſion to the defenders, 

ZLhcrefoze beſides theſe fozeſaid aduertiſements, it is conue⸗ 
nient a god Souldiour, haue long pꝛaciiſe of the cffes,4 extreme 
fo:ce ofthe Artillarie, and of the diligent arte and infinite polli- 
cies, vſed of ſouldiours of valour, the which is farre moze then a- 


it behoues hym of neceſſity tobe able to dzaw pzopoztions. That 
he haue knowledge in the art pꝛolpeciue, in numbers in meaſure, 
to nayle them diſpearſe and ſowe them , to Fagote of 
goov boughes,to knolw how tooyne and mayie with wood, hel 
kynde of diſpearſe and diſtribute the earth with ſuffict- 
ency,and that it be well deuided oz ſifted amongſt the Fagots and 
cliftes, to the ende that they may be ealyly endomaged with fyze, 
and thereby to make them ſtedfaſt. 

To beate well downe and faſten the labour with maules of 
wod,to giue reaſonable and eaſie iſſue to the courſe of water, that 
might chaunce to make cozruption , and to make cloach large and 
walleo,and not otherwiſe : fo2 that by meanes of water, ſuch lyke 

mes are accuſtomed foreceine great ruines and hinderance. - 
| meaſures to fozme Bulwarkes, Caualieres, Platfozmes, ſtraight 
and crooked, Caſemates, Couers, Canoneres, Perlones , Cur 
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Therefoze I thinke it is not god to haue the Curtines folded 
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tines Scarpes,falſe Poztes, ſecrete iſſues fo2 footemen ard hoſe 
men, Counterditches, Ditches , Sholders and Counterſcarpes, 
and he muſt beware that m hys parapettes,he make no windows 
noz loope holes neyther ſmall no2 great, to the intent they be not 
choked, neyther ſtroken by lemll , noz diſplanted of the Cnimpe, 
with hys Artillarie But he muſt pꝛouyde that the ſayd Para⸗ 
pettes be ſo placed, that very commodiouſly the Artillarie, the 
Puſkets,the Yargabuziers,and all other ſoztes of offenſiue loca · 
v play and trouble the Enimy , without being (as is al- 
)marufeſtly diſturbed and diſplanted by the enim. 

Touching the entryes o Gates which bee made to enter info 
Fo:treſles : they ought to bee made in the midſt of the Curtine, 
o2 rather neere adioyning to the flanke of the Bulwarke : with a 
bꝛidge of wod, to the intent that in time of ſiege , the ſame may 
be cut downe oz burnt, The Pozte ought to be ſo lowe,that being 
on the Counterſcarpe without , the ſame remayne diſcouerd , It 
is requiſite alſo,that at the entrie of the ſayd Poꝛte, there be a ſafe 
place ſoʒ divers reſpects : and ſpecially to keepe aſſured the Þoul- 
diours Armes, 

In the bottome of the Merlone, oz rather nere adioymng to 
the flancke of the Bulwarke , an iſſue muſt be made, which may 
ſerue fo2 the Souldiours ( whilſt the batterie is in making) to iſſue 
fwzth : to the intent alſo they may defende the Dytch, and take a⸗ 
way the ruines of the batterie, becauſe they would hinder the 
Cannoniers, and be a meanes that the enemte myght app;och the 
neerer. 

There be many which require that the Curtines ſhold com- 
paſſe, oz be bended inward towardes the Foꝛtreſſe, witha plat- 
fozme cyther within oz without,o2 a Caualicre vpon the bꝛinke of 
the ſayd Curtine, Ther alledge fo they? reaſon, that the enen: 
thereby is much moze endomaged , and that his battery is moze 
croked, and there foꝛe pꝛocures leſſe danger to the Foztrefſs then 
ik it were ſtraight. But J am of an opinion, that if a man wozks 
in that ſo2t, the bulwarks cannot haue they: ample places, and 
thicke ſholders,to be able to ſuſtaine the blowes of the Artillarie, 
and euen ſo it ſhould be likewiſe difficile to make retraites. 
Therefoze J thinke it is not god to haue the Curtines folded 
compaſſe wiſe o2 croked , if the ſituation of the place do not rc- 
quire the ſame, ButJ would rather they ſhould be ſtraight from 

one

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one Bulwarke to another, 

And furthermoze, it were good that they were of ſuch length, 
that not only the great Cannons ofthe firſt plate, but alſo the ſmal 
Pecccs may clenſe the front of Bulwarke. Some perchance wil 
affirme,that the Curtyne being ſhozt, the great Cannons would 
become hurtfull to the Bulwarks of the Foztreſſe. Fozaunſwere 
whereof, J ſay : That in the firſt place when the enimie doth aſ- 
ſault the Fozte, the great Cannons ought not to bee charged with 
bullets,foz defence of the ſayd Fozte ; but rather filde with peeces 
of vꝛon, oz of ſome other Mettall, oz with ſtones oz chaynes , foz 
theſe thinges wozke a marueilous effect, againſt the aſſaults and 
Cſcalades which the Enimie doth giue. | 

To ſhoote bullets in great Cannons were good, when ths 
Ditch is full of Rockes and heapes of ſtones: foz the ſayd Bullet 
ſtriking amidſt the ſayd heapes of ſtones, diſpearſing 4 ſparkeling 
them, will make a great laughter of thoſe which giue the aſſault,

Mater is lykewiſe moze daungerous in the time of Froſt: foz 
that being froſen , it maketh the walles moꝛe apt and caſie to bee 
fcaled and ſurp2iſed . The dx Ditch i in this to be commended, 
that when the Soutdiers ſallte out to ſkirmiſhe , oz do any other 
action, and would rety2s by reaſon of the violent charge the Eni⸗ 
mye giues them, they may ſane themſelues in the dzy Ditch,if the 
dzaw b2idge of the Foztrefſe were fozced to be dzawn vp.

Therefoze in mine opinion , the ſame hath come to paſſe, foz 
that the fyze bath had both ſpace and beight to wozke his fozces : 
the which hath beene ſuch,as there bath beene no obſtacle oz en⸗ 
counter, which woulde haue bene ſufficient to haue repꝛeſſed the 
ſame,and ſent it to the open places, bit it hath wzought and per- 
foʒmed his courſe, acco2ding to the effect of his nature, Therfoze 
when theſe Caues 02 Uautes are made, as dooth appertaine,gy- 
ning them ſuch fone, as this Clement may wozke his fozce and 
effect,certapnely they bꝛing fo:th marue ilous cffecs. 

But fo; that theſe thinges are neceſſary tobe entreafed of in 
particulers , J will beginne a freſh fo delate ſomewhat moss 
largely thereof, Therefo:e when an Armie doth march to belege 
any Cittp: Jt is neceſſary befoze hand, to examins '>* intelli- 
gences of ſuch perſons , as perfectly knowe the ſituatis hereof, 
the rength, and all the wayes and paſſages vnto the {> +. And 
bauing together with the pzincipall Captaynes , mm INK. 
courſe thereof, foz they2 perfect inftruction ; determinatua aud 
be made, what is to be done vppou they2 appꝛoch to the Towne, 
and what lodgings — 
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two, oz moꝛe actoꝛding to the ſituation of the plate, and as is moſt 
conuenient. Fo2 it is euer much better, fo2 two reaſons, to lodge 
euen af the frſt, as neere vnto the Poztes and Gates as it is pol⸗ 
Able. 
The one is, that the enemy thereby ſhall be much abaſhed 
and diſcouraged : the other is, that they ſhall haue no lepſure to 
burne the adioyning houſes, where the Army may lodge, if befoze 
it be not already done : neither ſhall theſe bee hindered , to take 
their Lodgings,02 mount their Artillarie, to goe to that lodging 
a freſh vpon an other day. Sometime it hath bene ſtene, that the 
Armie bath planted x lodged it ſelfe,befoze 3 02 4 gates at one in- 
ſtant, one part of the Campe as ſoone as an other, the which bath 
beene tryed very god, ſo that there wers people enough in the 
Armic, The Marſhall of the boaſt muſt be accompanied, with ſo 
fozcible and ſtrong a band of hozſemen and fotemen,that be may 
ogermatch thoſe of the Town : who if they chaunce to ſallie fozth 
either on fote oz on hoꝛſe - backe, to repulſe them as furiouſly as 
is poſſible , euen within the Gates: foz ſometimes there falles 
out ſuch diſoꝛder and confuſſon , that either they may enter Peſle 
Meſle, o kill ſome Chicſtana,oz make ſuch a laughter of @ouldi- 
ours, that the Tone ſhal be much the ſoner taken: at the leaſt⸗ 
wiſe vpon the repulſe,the Þaſter Gunner oz Ingeniour,follow- 
ing the great Parſhall , may haue commodity to view and diſco- 
uer the places and plottes, where the Artillarie is to be planted, 
tc. Which beeing accompliſhed, the Marſhall is to ſound the re- 
fraite,and to lodgeas nero the Tolwne as is polſible,ld that it be 
without the batterie. 
The appzoches be made by Trenches, and Pannds, 4 Woll 
ſackes, as befoze J haue declared, and as beereafter may appeare 
by figures, in the defence of a Town. NeuerthelcNe,thcy muſt be

Foz the better p2obibiting and knowledg of which iſſues and 
ſallies,it is not only requiſite, fo adnaunce the Trenches even to 
the Caunterſcarpe and bzincke of the Ditch , but alſo fo hane loſt 
Sentinelles euery night betwixt the Towne and the Trenches, 
within the ſayd Ditch,if it be dar. Whereinlykewiſe a gad Jn- 
geniour,may woꝛke many god deuiſes. 

The Parcball muſt if occaſion ſerue, foztifie ftowardes the 
Champayne, place the Pzinces 02 Generals lodging in the mid 
of the Campe that be may giue oꝛder to all mutinies,ſallies,alla- 
rums, and diſoꝛders. And if the Towne be well peopled, to make 
certaine ſuch Foztes as befoze J baue ſet downe, governed wyth 
valiant Captaynes, and god bandes of Soldiours,to keepe ſhozte 
the enemy . And thoſe lodgings oz Campes ſo well diſtributed, 
that they may remayne ſafe from innaſion, pet ſo apt to come to⸗ 
gether, that vpon the ariuall of any Armie, they may at one in- 
fant iſſus out, and be ranged together in battaile to fight : and 
therefoze if a Riner paſſe thzongh the Towne , a bzidge muſt be 
placcd fo paſſe oner, guarded at both endes with bandes of Soul- 
diours , that thereby victualtes and ſuccours may be barred from 
the enemy. It is rather to be placed aboue,then beneath vpon the 
Riuer, in refpec to anoyde burning by artificiall fyae, oz elſe to be 

planted where they looke ch&fely foz ſuctours.

Men the batterie of the Cannous haue made ſufficient 


bꝛeach, and that the ſame is ſaultable, great diligence and 
acleritix's tobe tie that diners hinges at ns (nlant are © 
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be done. The Campe mult be all in armes, and in battfayles : the 
Aſaplants ready in the Trenches to giue aſſault , & the Pponers 
to carry Ladders, oz ſuch Engines as are innented fc2 the ſafcty 
of the Þoaldiours . If the Ditch be full of water, and that the 
ſame bath neither beene cut down,noz dzawne d2ye by artificiall 
Milles, and buckets,ſuch as beere Brewers vſe . Then mult the 
Pyoners roul fo ward the artificiall Bzidge,made vpon Barrels 
of parpole foz that reſpec,hauing befoze cut the Count erſcarpe to 
put the (ame into the ditch : the which mult be done nimblie. and 
at one inſtant. During which time, the Artillarie moſt beate to- 
wardes that place, to barre the beſicged from endomaging the 


Alſo when the great Paſter of the Artillarie , ſhall perteiue 
the batterie to haue made large, caſie, and ſufficient beach, t fo 
haue diſplaced the flankers. Þe muſt giue aduertiſement, that the 
Adailants may p2oce&de, if the aſſault be firſt determined vpon. 
Which beeing concluded: the aſſailants muſt remayne ready 
and in ander to aduance, when the laſt blow of the Cannon is gy- 
uen, and that they beholde the ruinous fall, ot that which was de⸗ 
termined to bee battered, then ſhall all the Artillarie diſcharge, 
great and ſmall . And when the Souldiours begin fo march foz- 
wardes fo the aſſaalt,each one ſhal ſhote fo bzeake the remparts 
and other ſtrengthes, which it may be the enemy hath made, and 
thereby fo amaze them the moze. But then maſt the great Artil- 
larie ceaſe to ſhoote at the batterie, ſoʒ feare of hurting your own 
people: but they ſhall ofe at the defences which ſhall be ſome- 
what further ot, and the which might aryſe to be hurtetull to the 
ſapd Aſlailanfes. 

But the leſſe Peeces ſhall alwapes ſhoote af the bzcach,vntil 
ſuch time, as they ſe their people paſt the Ditch,and that they be 
mounted as high as the ſard bꝛeach, and ſo ceaſe there. 

It bath berne vſed of ſome, to put all the Campe in Armcs, 
(bauing determined in what place they will aſavolt, which is in

And likewiſe the ſhotte, 
aſwell Puſket as Bargabuziers, muſt be vpon the bzincke of the 
Ditch,alwates ſhoting and defending, that not one of the towne 
do ſo much as aypeare at their defences 02 lope-holes. 

The high Parkhall of the ficlde , muſt ſtand with the reſt of 
thc Armie ranged in battaile, and placed in ſuch convenient ſozt 
as is nerdefull. And this foz th:& reaſons. 

Firſt,if the enemies ſhould gine charge vpon the Armie,du- 
ring the aſſault : hee muſt bee of ſafficicnt power to defende the 
Campe, which muſt bee ſo well foztified , that he may refi@ anie 
fo:ce 02 inuaſion. 

Secondly, if it bee neceſſary a freſh ſupplie, foz the aſſault : 
bee mult culle out ſach and ſo manie, as will ſerve the turne, and 
ſend them immediatly. 

Thirdly,if the Aſailants ſhoulde bee repulſed, and that they 
did retpꝛe, which is to be will be in diſozder 4 confu- 
ſcd!y,neither is it otberwiſe poſſible, and that thoſe of the towne 
thereupon doe make a ſallie,it being not like that thoſe ſhould be 
bought to make front, that were ſo lately fo:cev to retyze , The 
bigh Þarſhall mult then march in o2der, with ſome maine Bat- 
tillion to ſuccour his people, to repulſe the enemies, and ſo may 
it appeare , to what ende thc oꝛder and battailes ranged in the 
Campe doe ſcrue- If 
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I as I ſaid befoze, it chaunce that the Aſaylants be repul⸗ 
ſed, as great ſtoze of ſhotte as is poſſible, mult be retained vppen 
the bzinckes of the Ditches within the Trenches , to ſhote al⸗ 
waies at the defences. And likewiſe the Cannoniers ought to be 
readie at that inſtant to do they? ductie, if it ſo chaunce, Foz it 
is the cuſtome of the beſieged,at the repulſe of an Aſſault, the ſoul⸗ 
diours moze willingly do ſhow themielucs, and appeart carcleſly 
at the bꝛeaches then at the beginning. though the hart and cou⸗
